a campaigner for SMITH, was seated on the platform. X 

I | asserted that CHARLES H. ESSIG, husband of subject is employed 

by the Snell Oil Company in Martinez, California, and has a printing outfit 
in his homswhich the VFW believes is used for printing literature for SMITH. 
Complainant further stated that Mrs. ESSIG has a club that meets someplace 
and that the women of the VFW refuse to participate in this einb and at t he 
present time desire to evict her from the VFW.

Quite frankly, complainant gave the impression of being on somewhat 
of a fishing expedition to ascertain whether this office possessed any 
derogatory information concerning the above subject, which he probably felt 
could be used at a later date as a basis for her expulsion from the VFW. 

It was pointed out to him that subject could hardly be an ardent supporter 
of GERALD L. K. SMITH and at the same time be a Communist. Complainant 
had no reply to this. 

A review of the San Francisco indices'^discloses that a Mrs. EDITH 
ESSIG, 1830 Fremont Drive, Alameda, who is probably identical with the subject.

HKRCWN (RUSSIA’S) WOULD NULLIFY OUR VOTES IN THE U.N*. 

"Regarding proposed disarmament agreement* - Russia wants 
us ’first to prostrat* ourselves’ from the military standpoint, and 
after she seds this has bean done, she (says) she ’will start to 
disarm.* 


"Dr* S. outlined Russia's strategy in ’lining us up 
against our real allies* - those who could/would help us in time 
of trouble, so that we will destroy our own friends and natural 
allies and get them tout of the way* thus clearing the way for 
Russia (wherever her plana work.) 

"Dr, S. again talked about 'KI87SRY BABYLON' - spoke of 
the 'invisible government' which is fenagllng our country away from 
us step by step* JIMS are the UNKNOWN LEADERS - so powerful they 
oannot be touched or stopped. They are the ones from whom HISS took 
his orders, and whom he could expose. Alger HISS knows and could 
name the people - in positions of influence in this country - who 
threaten this government with destruction — but he won't tell. But 
things may now develop so that hs will talk - as an alternative to 
'going back to prison.' He knows, and could name and confirm the 
ones from idiom he took his orders at the time the U.N. was created. 

"'Jesus had one JEW DISCIPLE -* JUDAS, who betrayed him - 
typically* Dr* S* said* 

"He said more about the 'invisible government* in the 
U.S. and of Communists threatening everywherei 'The time is short' -

“Or# 8* said RUS3IA ARMED THE ARABS with guns not 
oommenly in use, so that when the show-down came, only Russia oould 
supply ammunition Tor these uncommon guns, and the didn't - leaving 
the Arabs to the mercy of the Jews, \tio had, and continued to receive 
ammunition for their guns. 

"Or* S. mentioned the situation re Col. Beatty'a book, 

'The Iron Curtain Over America' and the letter written to Oen. 
Stratemayer by the Jewish organisation. Insisting that Oen. S. refute 
the entire book's contents as untrue. Oen* Stratmeysr replied by 
letter that the Jew’s letter was the greatest Insult to him that he 
had ever received* (Copies of the letters will be forthcoming from 
OLK'S hqa, in 1os Angeles, soon.) 

n Or. S. said that before the Japanese attacked PEARL 
HARBOR, Pres. ROGSIVELT wanted a war for economic reasons, but he 
couldn't declare or openly provoke a war because of hie well known 
speeches in which he deolared, 'I hate war.' and promised he would 
never send American expeditionary forces into foreign countries. But 
to his olsse associates he said repeatedly, »I MUST HAVE AN ATTACK,' 
knowing he could net be criticised if the U.S. were to be attacked.

This 
Is crippling strategy, ha said, which the U.S. should know better than 
to follow. 


"IT* S* said ’This country is in hock to the Jews.' He 
said we are paying them interest on our national indebtedness. This 
consent was mads during his discussion of Senator Tenney's article, 

’The Terrible River of the Purse*, pp. 5, 28, 2?, and 30 of Nov. 

Cross and Flag . 

“Dr, S* said 'The Jew has said that he must have all the 
land between the Nile and the Euphrates* Take a look at the map — 
that*s a lot of land, with a lot of natural reaouroasl' 

"Dr* s* said we should ’stop fighting party polities and 
pick the BEST HAN from both parties for PRESIDENT OP THE UNITED STATES. 

**Dr. S* mentioned again that when politicians or statesmen 
begin doing ham to the U.S. ’they are removed in gome way’ from 
places of power, 

“Dr. S. remarked that the Jew Influence has progressed 
to the place that ’it la not permitted to sing Christmas Carols in 
the public schools here.'

Esslg's grandfather's 
first eousln, and through her years of Interest in him she feels 
she knows him, and resents having any reflection caat his direction. 
She said she knows the elder Justice Harlan was a fine American; 

Civil War Veteran - Union Army - who had no negro sympathy such as 
one finds today, though some, by reviewing bis voting record, have 
tried to say he had. She said he merely had HUMAN SYMPATHY FOR THE

Only 
one race today answers in every derail to the Bible picture, of Israel “in the. latter, 
days,” and that is the .Anglo-Saxon race—the British Empire and the" United States 
of America. They possess" what Israel was to possess and they are doing what Israel 
was to uo. The ''identities" of this race with Israel are so many and so pronounced 
that one who re reads and carefully studies his Bible in the light of this great truth 
will make discoveries that will cause him to give this subject most serious thought, 
especially in view of what is happening in literal fulfilment of Bible prophecy in the 
world today.

My dear Friend and Co-worker: 


Well, now that Christmas is over (or will be soon, depending on 
when you read this!), maybe we can all get down to more serious 
business, relax a little, not eat so much, get a bit more sleep, and 
begin to think of the serious business of facing the prophetically 
important year of 1959! I am truly grateful to all of you who wrote 
to us during the month of December, who gave love offerings, per¬ 
sonal gifts, and regular offerings for our work, as well as Christmas 
greetings, which we used to always acknowledge personally but now 
find it impossible to do so, and personal letters so many of you have 
flooded us with. 

Please bear in mind that hereafter we are not selling any lit¬ 
erature. We wili have plenty of literature for our people here in 
the area and for the members of cur congregation, but we will not 
be sending it through the mail, because postage rates have become 
absolutely prohibitive and we have so many irons in the fire, we 
find it impossible to do adequately all that we are called upon to do. 
Therefore, we are eliminating our health food store and our send¬ 
ing of literature through the mail. During the twenty years we have 
been putting out literature, we have sent over five million pieces 
of literature through the mail to all parts of the world, read by per¬ 
haps twenty-five million people before the pieces finally DIED. We 
believe this js an enviable record, one of which we are justly proud 
and for which we thank God, as it was our privilege to do this— 
often at a great sacrifice, since we gave away more literature than 
we sold ana spent hours, Mrs. Lovell and I, as well as members of 
our staff, filling orders and doing our best to be prompt, efficient, 
and helpful in every way. Hereafter we shall emphasize our broad¬ 
cast, our travel ministry, our pastorate, and most of all our monthly 
publication. 

Recently, we felt that we would resign our church of which we 
have been pastor going on thirteen years (though there was no 
trouble and no one was mad or hurt and we loved them, and they 
loved us), because we had more than we felt we could do; but at 
that time the people voted one hundred per cent that we remain 
as pastor, and they promised to take a big part of the load off our 
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shoulders. On that Sunday we elected a treasurer, fourteen ushers, 
a finance committee of five, three trustees, and other officials 
amounting to approximately sixty people to help run this church 
efficiently. The congregation also voted to allow us to take one 
Sunday a month off, if necessary, in order to make travel trips across 
the nation and beyond, as we seek, through the various phases of 
our ministry, to more effectively spread the gospel of the Kingdom. 

Hence, throughout the coming months of the new year, we will 
be traveling more than we have, though we have been traveling 
around 60,000 to 75,000 miles annually in the past. We hope to 
make it 100,000 miles this year, as we seek to do the fob God has 
put on our heart. It was a pleasure attending the Kingdom Ministers' 
Conference in Denver recently. Much good was accomplished, and 
we all became better acquainted with each other and with each 
other's problems. It was also a joy attending the Los Angeles con¬ 
vention in November held at the Embassy Auditorium, where we 
had the privilege of speaking three times. We enjoyed our meeting 
in Knoxville a few weeks ago and are looking forward to having 
thirteen speaking engagements in the extreme Southern states the 
last half of January, also about fifteen speaking engagements in 
California the last naif of February and engagements on the East 
Coast the last half of March. 

All of you are well acquainted with Mrs. Lovell's love for cats. 
She had one Persian cat which she has had for nearly thirteen years. 
Recently when she arose one morning, she heard her cat "meowing" 
at the front door, whereupon she investigated and found that he - 
had a rat between his paws. She was horrified, thinking, we presume, 
that her cat wouldn't stoop to such a thing—and then she went 
out the back door and found that he had one perched up on the back 
doorstep, awaiting her arrival. Mrs. Lovell has about decided to go 
out of the cat business!! 

You who read this are well acquainted with the various phases 
of our ministry, the things we are seeking to do, and the manner 
in which we are doing them. If you believe in this work, want to 
encourage us, and want to have a part in the on-going of these 
things, we. urge you who do not attend other Kingdom churches to 
send your tithes and- offerings, for which we want to thank you in 
advance.

►la the recent election we were not 
surprised that Republican Nelson. A. 
Rockefeller won the New York Gov- 
ernorship. Actually, it was just a toss- 
up, as far as characters were concerned, 
between Harrinian or Rockefeller, be¬ 
cause they were both left-wingers, both 
internationalists, both wealthy, both pol¬ 
iticians, both pro-Zionist, and both pro- 
Jewish. We.surely hope and pray that 
neither one of these men will win the 
presidential election in 1960! 

►The Democratic landslide in the re¬ 
cent off-year election indicates we are 
heading for trouble, because in the main,

►Two white ministers (I can’t imagine 
their doing so, but they have done it, 
just the same!) have enrolled in an all- 
colored university located at or near 
Houston, Texas. The trustees and au¬ 
thorities of that school objected to one 
of the minister’s enrollment, stating he 
was enrolling purely for POLITICAL 
purposes. Now in all fairness, despite 
the fact that I object to these ministers 
going to an all-colored school as much 
as I would colored ministers going to 
an all-white school, may I say that the 
authorities of the colored school had no 
right to object to the minister entering, 
even though it be for POLITICAL pur¬ 
poses, for so far as I know, every stu¬ 
dent of colored origin who has entered 
the white schools anywhere in the 
U.S.A. has entered, directly or indi¬ 
rectly, because of POLITICAL pur¬ 
poses; the students being egged on, in 
most cases, by the NAACP, who are 
acting solely on political grounds and 
not in the best interests of their race. 
So if this rule works one way, it cer¬ 
tainly ought to work both, don’t you 
think! 

►Our heartiest congratulations go out 
to the authorities of the high school lo¬ 
cated in Denison, Texas, who have de¬ 
cided to give school LETTERS to all 
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youngsters reaching a certain scholastic 
standing in the high school this year, as 
well as giving such LETTERS to those 
who make the football and basketball 
teams. This certainly is a departure 
from the usual procedure, and is one I 
hope will be followed by every school 
in the land. It isn’t that I object to 
athletics; however, I do think the aver' 
age school has gone HOG WILD over 
athletics, and too much money, time, at' 
tention, and effort are spent in that 
direction compared to time, energy, and 
money spent in the direction of the 
other activities of the school, particu- 
larly the scholastic activities, which is 
the main reason for the existence of any 
school. Certainly, we should encourage 
BRAINS, as well as BRAWN! 

►The ADA (Americans for Dcmocra- 
tic Action, a left wing, liberal pro- 
communistic outfit, reportedly) has, re' 
ccntly commended our senior senator 
from Texas, Senator Lyndon Johnson, 
for his being in favor of so much legis- 
lation the ADA has sponsored, or been 
in favor of, and for his having used 
his influence to scuttle proposed legis' 
lation, being the Jenner'Butler bill 
which would have curbed the powers of 
the Supreme Court. Johnson stated 
that it would be a smirch on the repu- 
tation of the Democratic Congress if 
such a legislation had been passed. We 
are ashamed of our senior senator for 
going along with the ADA so promi' 
nently and for putting the Democratic 
Party before the American people in 
using his efforts to see that the legisla' 
tion was not passed which would have 
curbed the liberal Supreme Court jus¬ 
tices and all their activities. Senator 
Johnson is strictly a policy man, strictly 
a politician, and strictly the kind of 
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“political dog that will hunt with any' 
body who wants to hunt,” to para' 
phrase an old Texas expression! 
►Because of the importance of the fol' 
lowing clipping taken from our daily 
newspaper here in Dallas recently and 
the far-reaching effect it .may have on 
our agricultural people throughout the 
USA., I am happy to quote the article 
in its ^entirety, that you may rejoice with 
me that we have a Christian judge in 
Dallas, Federal Judge T. Whitfield Da¬ 
vidson (and we have another great one 
here,.Federal Judge Atwell), who hands 
down righteous decisions on the inter¬ 
ests of our American - Republic, instead 
of going along with the one worlders, 
Zionists, internationalists, global think¬ 
ers, and liberals. “HALEY WINS 
COURT SUIT OVER WHEAT 
PLANTING (By Blayne Salyer) Fed¬ 
eral Judge T. Whitfield Davidson, ig¬ 
noring contrary rulings by the Supreme 
Court, found in favor of Rancher J. 
Evctts Haley Jr. and his father Tues¬ 
day in a wheat allotment suit. ‘There is 
no Constitutional amendment authoriz¬ 
ing Congress to tell the farmer what to 
plant, what to eat, what to do or how 
to work,’ the judge said. ‘I enter judg¬ 
ment in favor of the defendant.’ The 
defendant in the case, 25-year-old J. 
Evetts Haley Jr., his rugged cow- 
puncher father and their farmer friend 
from Ohio, John R. Donaldson, 'burst 
into tears and sobbed openly while the 
judge explained his ruling. Young Haley 
was charged with planting and harvest¬ 
ing 43 acres of wheat on the Haleys’ 
1,660-acre Oklahoma ranch without a 
government acreage allotment in 1956. 
The government was seeking a $506.11 
penalty. Judge Davidson handed down 
his decision despite the fact government 
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attorneys cited a Supreme Court ruling 
and other appellate court decisions 
against defendants in similar cases in 
the past. In their 13 exhibits, the three 
attorneys for the Haleys played up the 
strong stand Agriculture Secretary Ezra 
Taft Benson has taken against the fed¬ 
eral law which penalizes a farmer who 
grows wheat for use only on his farm. 
Benson has urged Congress two or' three 
times to permit the growing of wheat on 
a man’s own farm for seed and feed. 
Judge Davidson, after hearing five and 
a half hours of testimony Tuesday, said 
in closing the 2-day non-jury trial: ‘I 
do not feel the government has made a 
case against this defendant. All he has 
violated is a rule against production. He 
produced something and fed it to his 
own livestock. The man had nothing to 
do with commerce. . . . The Department 
of Agriculture’s program is against pub¬ 
lic policy and unlawful. You cannot 
destroy anything more important to 
America than the farm population. The 
most independent thinking bloc America 
has ever had are her middle-class Ameri¬ 
can farmers.’ The judge stressed that 
sons of farmers are moving into indus¬ 
trial jobs today because of restrictions 
placed by the government on farmers. 
’Just walk across the line into Kaufman 
County and you'll see what I mean— 
right out in.that rich blackland,’ he said. 
'From 1940 to 1950, the farm popula¬ 
tion decreased from 26,000 to 16,000. 
Farmers were just gone.’ Judge David¬ 
son reminded that the dollars and cents 
were one of the small principles in¬ 
volved in the Haley case. 'Yet it (the 
Haley suit) involves a case affecting 
millions of our citizens,’ the judge said. 
Defendant 'Haley Jr. said, after the 
judge’s ruling: 'For the first time in my 
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life, I feel I’m living in history. I think 
Judge Davidson upheld the guarantees 
of the Constitution like a true Christian 
and assured himself some day a nook 
alongside the immortal Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son.' Haley’s father, a historian, writer 
and politician, from West Texas, said: 
‘I'm grateful that Constitutional prin¬ 
ciples still justify a man's actions in op¬ 
erating his own property as he sees fit. 
And I’m particularly grateful, to all our 
friends for their faith and trust in this 
action. . . .' U. S. Asst. Dist. Atty. 
John C. .Ford, who prosecuted the case 
for the government, said late Tuesday 
that the case 'probably will be appealed 
to the Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals 
(in New Orleans).’ Justice Department 
officials would not say whether Rogers' 
letters bore President Eisenhower’s ap¬ 
proval. However, Rogers conferred with 
the president last Saturday, the day be¬ 
fore the letters were sent, and presum¬ 
ably showed them to the President.” 

► At the time of this writing, the Su¬ 
preme Court, as we all expected, 
'naturally, has just handed down an¬ 
other silly, prejudiced, unfair decision 
to the effect that Little Rock cannot 
lease its public school buildings to pri¬ 
vate sources for educational use. If we 
were a betting man, we would bet a 
million dollars that these Supreme 
Court justices already had their minds 
made up long before this case was 
argued by the Little Rock attorneys. It 
is shameful and disgraceful to think 
that we have reached a time when nine 
socialistically minded- men in Washing¬ 
ton can tell a sovereign state like Ark¬ 
ansas how to run' its school program 
(since the Constitution gives this au¬ 
thority to the state and not to the fed¬ 
eral government) and be able to tell 
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them what they can do with their own 
buildings, built with their own money. 
Yes, we have reached a tragic state of 
affairs in the history of our nation; and 
it marks the beginning of the downfall 
of this nation, unless something is done 
to check this sort of thing at once. 

► It has been learned that Associate 
Justice Felix Frankfurter (a Jew) ad' 
vised the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People on 
matters- of policy for about ten years, 
immediately before his appointment to 
the U. S. Supreme Court, according to 
the New Bedford Standard'Times news- 
paper in Massachusetts. The same news' 
paper wrote reports that within months 
after. Frankfurter’s appointment, he 
wrote a court decision which reversed 
a ruling by. the U. S. Circuit. Court of 
Appeals in a case termed by the 30th 
annual report of the NAACP as a 
“U. S. Supreme Court victory.” This, 
our dear reader, is a sample of the cali¬ 
ber of men we have sitting on the Su- 
preme Court bench of the U.S.A. What 
a tragedy, and what a pity! 

►Recently the people of Dallas observed 
National Prayer Day with Jews (who 
don’t even believe in the name of Jesus 
Christ), Catholics, and Protestants, par' 
ticipating in the downtown observance. 
In the first place, the president's proc' 
lamation, a copy of which we have be- 
fore us, did not even contain the name 
of Jesus Christ, which is the only name 
given among men whereby we may be 
saved and whereby we may have our 
prayers answered, and to whom we may 
address our prayers. The name of God 
was mentioned in the proclamation, and 
“divine providence” was a term that 
was mentioned—but FOR FEAR OF 
THE JEWS. Our compromising presi¬ 


dent did not dare mention the name of 
Jesus Christ in that proclamation. So, 
we did not participate in this National 
Day of Prayer, knowing it was pure

► Dr. Florence W. Van Straten, a Navy 
scientist, has disclosed that he is able to 
chemically, or scientifically, manufacture 
and destroy clouds with the use of ordi¬ 
nary carbon black. This is interesting, 
seeing how many times the word 
“clouds” is mentioned in. the Bible,- es¬ 
pecially in connection with the second 
coming of Christ. 

►Because we have told readers of this 
column repeatedly for nearly twenty 
years that it is harmful and often 
dangerous to remove tonsils from- our 
precious children, since they are put 
there by God the Creator for a definite 
purpose, we quote the following article 
from our daily newspaper, bearing out 
—not from chiropractors or naturo¬ 
paths, or even osteopaths, but from a 
medical . doctor—the things we have 
tried to teach you in this column for 
many years: “Doctors . needlessly yank 
many pairs of tonsils every year, often 
under pressure from parents who think 
tonsillectomies are a childhood panacea, 
an Illinois eye, ear, nose and throat spe¬ 
cialist said here Monday. The truth is 
that many youngsters are apt to be 
sicker after their tonsils are taken out 
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than they were before, the specialist, Dr. 
Homer B. Field, told Texas family doe 
tors meeting for the 1958 scientific as' 
sembly of the Texas Academy of Gem 
eral Practice. Dr. Field, who practices 
in Evanston and is faculty member at 
Northwestern University medical school, 
said tonsils play a vital role in fighting 
infection, particularly in the early years. 
Except in extreme emergency, they 
should never be removed before a child 
is three and preferably not until he is 
five or six. Even after that, he said, 
tonsillectomies should only be performed 
on definite indication—repeated severe 
attacks of tonsillitis, recurrent middle* 
ear disease, greatly enlarged tonsils or 
tonsil tumors. Dr. Field said in a speech 
opening the three-day TAGP meeting 
that many parents hear of a child who 
improved after his tonsils were taken 
out ‘for one of these reasons and think 
that their own children will be healthier 
if they have tonsillectomies. Often they 
go into doctor’s offices, insisting on 
such operations. ‘Tonsillectomies are not 
a panacea at all,’ he said. ‘Some children 
have very rough sledding after their 
tonsils are removed. They are prone to 
many kinds of infections.’ Tonsillecto¬ 
mies also are a risk, he said, that should 
not be taken unless necessary. In Chi¬ 
cago a child dies about every three 
weeks from tonsil operations, and in 
New York City one dies about every ■ 
two weeks. The deaths usually occur in 
routine procedures which develop com¬ 
plications either from anesthesia or the 
surgery itself. ‘A tonsillectomy without 
real indication at best is meddlesome,’ 
he said.” 

►Though this will be old news to you 
by the time you read it, it is glorious, 
thrilling, FRESH news at the time of 


this dictation.' The Ouachita Baptist 
College in Little Rock, Arkansas, has - 
just announced that it would open 
school in three of Little Rock's largest 
Baptist churches for white high school 
students only.. We are thrilled with 
this good news and want to congratu¬ 
late the patriotic Baptists of Ouachita 
College and its leaders for this bold, 
patriotic step they have taken. Would 
to God that the leaders of all denomi-' 
national groups would act accordingly. 
►When our big Texas State Fair ended 
a few weeks ago, a sailor from Topeka, 
Kansas, nibbled on a three-pound corny 
dog, since he was the person to buy the 
three millionth hot dog, dipped in a 
batter of corn meal, which had been 
served by that concession during pre¬ 
vious fairs. It is pitiful to think that 
people don’t have any more judgment, 
or sense, than to eat a hot dog. Most 
of them are filled with pork products, 
made from unmentionable and unsale¬ 
able parts of hogs, and in some cases, 
cows, which people wouldn’t ordinarily 
think of eating; and it is spiced up to 
make it palatable, and then fried, after 
being dipped in cornmeal and other 
things which constitute a batter. Noth¬ 
ing could be more unwholesome and 
unhealthful than such hot dogs, and 
then to realize that just one concession 
sold three million of them at our State 
Fair reveal? how careless people are 
about their eating habits, and how trust¬ 
ful they are of people who sell foods!\ 
► Dr. C. A. Smith, deputy chief of the 
U. S. Public Health Service communi¬ 
cable disease center in Atlanta, Georgia, 
addressed a group here in Dallas re¬ 
cently and told his listeners that the 
promiscuous use of antibiotics has 
created the current problem of hospital- 
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acquired staphylococcus^ epidemics, 
which is more serious than the symptom 
for which antibiotics are given. We 
have warned you readers for many years 
to leave these miracle drugs and anti' 
biotics completely alone, except in the 
extreme and rare emergencies. Now, this 
eminent doctor bears out everything we 
have said in this respect. Again, we 
-beg you to leave miracle drugs, alone, 
except when death is staring you in the 
face and the only way out is to take 
such a powerful drug—and this won’t 
happen over once in a lifetime, perhaps. 
►We could hardly believe the head' 
lines recently when we read the state' 
ment coming from church leaders of the 
Episcopalian denomination, meeting in 
- Miami Beach, Florida, to the effect that 
alcohol drinks, used properly, are God’s 
gift to mankind! It is hard for us to 
conceive of church leaders making such 
statements as" this, when one realizes 
how many people have become alco' 
holies who began as social drinkers, 
using alcoholic drinks only in moderate 
form. May God have mercy upon such 
ministers for making such statements. 
►One of Britain's great surgeons re' 
cently urged physicians to stop telling 
their cancer patients what they are suf' 
fering from. Personally^ we think this is 
the silliest notion one could possibly 
have, as the patient is paying the bill, 
is entitled to know the truth,- and should 
not be treated like a guinea pig or a 
little infant. Furthermore, if the patient 
knows what he is suffering from, he can 
get down, go to work on the matter, 
and through natural, drugless methods 
and EFFECTIVE cancer cures, lie can 
get well; whereas, if he doesn’t know 
that he has it and uses only surgery, 
radium, or X'ray (none of which is ef' 
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fective in curing cancer unless it is an 
external cancer in its early stages); and 
if he continues to eat wrongly, the pa' 
tient will be sure to die. So, we guaran' 
tee you that if we pay a doctor to come 
and take care of us, it will be tinder' 
stood that he is working for us—not 
us for him—and we are going to know 
everything in the world we want to 
know, or else he will not get his bill 
paid! 

►A group of church leaders (so' 
called!), meeting in St. Louis recently, 
tried to set fire to an idea in the St. 
Louis meeting that there is nothing in 
the world more important than world 
peace. These church leaders are mem¬ 
bers of the International Convention of 
Christian Churches (Disciples of 
Christ), and they are urging their eight 
thousand Christian Churches and their 
two million members in the United 
States to pray, speak, and work for 
peace during the next year. This all 
sounds good, but it won’t work, be¬ 
cause not a one of those ministers is 
preaching the gospel of the Kingdom, 
which advocates the laws of the Lord 
to be obeyed, including the military 
laws, which is the only way in the world 
we will have peace. Until we change 
our economic system and military laws 
to conform to God’s divine law, we 
can never have peace.

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cJiie J^Cpproacking Storm

Usually people who take extreme 
positions are largely wrong in the con' 
elusions and attitudes. We believe this 
is true concerning the storm, or judg¬ 
ments, through which we are soon- to 
pass. There are those who feel that 
America, during the judgments just 
ahead, will be completely overcome, de¬ 
feated, and destroyed by enemies from 
behind the Iron Curtain. No doubt this 
would be true if we were Gentiles, as 
we have been taught. Instead, we are 
latter-day Israel, therefore arc God’s 
covenant people; and He has promised 
to these people that, even though they 
will be chastised and punished in the 
last days, they will not be altogether 
destroyed. However, all nations round 
about Israel will be destroyed, the Bible 
declares. So we believe the above po¬ 
sition is extreme, and therefore wrong, 
for this nation, being Israel, will not be 
destroyed On the other hand, there is 
another extreme position some few min¬ 
isters take regarding this stormy period 
through which this nation is soon to 
pass; their position being that since we ' 
are latter-day Israel, we will have no 
punishment, chastisement, or trouble 
whatsoever. We would like to believe 
this, but because of the many prophecies, 
some of which we are about to relate, 
dealing with the period of trouble just 
ahead, we simply cannot take such an 
extreme position. Usually the position 
halfway between the extremes is about 
right. We think this is true concerning 
this matter. While the Scriptures do 
warn us of trouble, chastisement, pun¬ 


ishment, and such matters for Israel na¬ 
tions during the battle of the great day 
of God Almighty, yet other Scriptures 
comfort and inspire us by reminding us 
that we will not, as God's people Israel, 
be destroyed. 

We believe it is God’s plan to bring 
enough judgments upon the nations of 
the world to destroy three things; the 
false religious, or ecclesiastical, system, 
the false political system, and the false 
economic system. Once these things are 
destroyed, judgments will end. Many 
nations are more guilty of having a 
prevalence of these three false things 
than this nation; therefore they, being 
Gentiles and being so guilty of these 
things, will receive more punishment 
than this nation will receive. 

When we' were just a little fellow 
living on the farm near Fort Worth, we 
had many severe storms during the 
spring of the year. Mother, being a 
very nervous woman, always watched 
those approaching storms with great in¬ 
terest and anxiety. We had a storm 
cellar, and often she would have us in 
that cellar. Unfortunately, it seemed 
that most of these cellar experiences 
were at night! One thing, however, she 
taught us about the weather was that 
just before the most severe storms there 
were rumblings, lightnings, thunderings, 
sullenness, the clouds taking on a pe¬ 
culiar shape and color, and the wind 
becoming boisterous. We feel that we 
are approaching the most severe storm 
of the ages, even now, because we see 
the evidences of this storm everywhere 
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we look. 

We do not wish to sound a note of 
gloom or pessimism ; however, we would 
be unfair and untrue, being a minister, 
if wc didn’t sound the note of warning 
and remind people that -everywhere, 
right here in America where latter-day 
Israel lives, we are going to have some 
dark days. We are going to have 
trouble, and plenty of it, for Almighty 
God is going to chastise and punish us 
until we repent of our sins, recognise 
that we are Israel, and then call upon 
Him for guidance, protection, preser¬ 
vation, and deliverance. 

The following outline, along with 
Scripture references, wc hope, will be 
helpful to the reader as he prepares for 
the approaching storm. 

Financial. Isa. 2:20: In that day a 
man shall cast his idols of silver, and 
his idols of gold, which they made each 
one for himself to worship, to the moles 
and to the bats. We need not think for 
a moment that our present economic 
system is in divine order, and that it fol¬ 
lows the divine economic system God 
gave to us in the Bible for His people 
Israel. While our economic way is the 
best in the world, it is not good enough 
and won’t be until we operate along 
God’s divine economic system, which 
calls for cancellation of debts each 
seventh year, the abolition of interest 
on all loans, and many other measures 
which, though they may sound harsh 
and strict, would eliminate our public 
debt, bring permanent peace and pros¬ 
perity to our people, and result in our 
receiving so many material blessings 
from God, not to mention the spiritual 
ones, we would not be able to contain 
them. The above Scripture tells, in part, 
how worthless our money will soon be¬ 


come when wc forsake it in the time of 
storm, throwing it away in order to find 
-something more valuable than money— 
God—for protection and peace. 

Chastisement. Isa. 10:1, 2, 3: Woe 
unto them that decree unrighteous der 
crees, and that write grievousness which 
they have prescribed; To turn aside the 
needy from judgment, and to ta\e away 
the right from the poor of my people, 
that widows may be their prey, and that 
they may rob the fatherless! And what 
will ye do in the day of visitation, and 
in the desolation which shall come from 
far? to whom will ye flee for help? and 
where will ye leave your glory? These 
verses declare the time is coining when 
the Lord will punish the false political 
shepherds of Israel who, for reasons' of 
greed, selfishness, and intrigue, have 
taken advantage of our people, and, in 
so doing, have angered the Lord. Their 
chastisement will be the most severe of 
all. 

Desolation. Isa. 24:1, 2: Behold, the 
Lord mal{eth the earth empty, and 
ma\eth it waste, and turned it upside 
down, and scattereth abroad the inhabi¬ 
tants' thereof. And it shall be, as with 
the people, so with the priest; as with 
the servant, so with his master; as with 
the maid, so with her mistress; as with 
the buyer, so with the seller; as with the 
lender, so with the borrower; as with 
the tal{er of usury, so with the giver of 
usury to. him. Great physical changes are 
about to take place regarding this planet. 
Isaiah declares that the Lord will literal¬ 
ly turn the planet upside down, at 
which time we believe it will come back 
to __thc same position it was before the 
flood, when we will have seven times 
the brightness of the sun we have now, 
and the moon at night will be as bright 
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as the sun now is in the daytime. Not 
only will there be these physical changes 
to the planet, but these verses also de- 
clare that our present way of deceit, 
abomination, and economic greed, will 
soon be marked by desolation—utter 
desolation; These things do not rep* 
resent the true wiy of life; therefore 
they must be destroyed, that the Lord 
might get ready to give us the new and 
better way—perfect operation of His 
divine Kingdom on earth. 

Scourge. Isa. 28:15: Because ye have 
said, We have made a covenant with 
death, and with hell are we at agree' 
ment; when the overflowing scourge 
shall pass through, it shall not come unto 
us: for we have made lies our refuge, 
and under falsehood have we • hid our' 
selves. Isa. 28:17, 18: Judgment also 
will I lay to the line, and righteousness 
to the plummet: and the hail shall sweep 
away the refuge of lies, and the waters 
shall overflow the hiding place. And 
your- covenant with death shall be dis' 
annulled, and your agreement with hell 
shall not stand; when the overflowing 
scourge shall pass through; then ye shall 
be -trodden down by it: There will-be 
scourges, during the stormy period just 
ahead 1 —scourging for the evil, wicked, 
political and religious leaders who po- 
litically, financially, and otherwise, have 
entered into covenants with the people, 
symbolised by death, known today as 
atheistic communists and the synagogue 
of Satan. Because of such action on the 
part of- these wicked ones, we are re- 
minded -by the prophet that an over¬ 
flowing scourge will pass through these 
pacifists in the pulpit and in Congress 
who have tried to tell us that we were 
not going to have any trouble, and that 
if we did, Such scourging would not pass 


our way. However, the Lord makes it 
plain that such will be scourged, and' 
that such wicked covenants with death 
and hell will be disannulled! 

Pestilence. Jer. 24:9, 10: And I will 
deliver them to be removed into all the 
\ingdoms of the earth for their hurt, to 
be a reproach and a proverb, a taunt 
and a curse, in all places whither I shall 
drive them. And I will send the sword, 
the famine, and the _ pestilence, among 
them, till they be consumed from off the 
land that I gave unto them and to their 
fathers. The people referred to in these 
two verses are known as the bad figs 
of Judah, also known as Canaanites, 
Amalekites, and the synagogue of Satan. 
They are the ^ones who crucified the 
Lord. They are the ones whom the Lord 
ran out of the temple as moneychangers, 
denouncing their unscrupulous practices. 
These people whose international head¬ 
quarters are in Israeli and in Switzer¬ 
land are to be visited with pestilence, 
trouble, and great persecution during 
the storm through which they are soon 
to pass. ‘ 

Punishment. Jer. 30:7, 8, llr Alas! 
for that day is great, so that none is 
li\e it: it is even the time of Jacob's 
trouble, but he shall be saved out of it. 
For it shall come to pass in that day, 
saith the Lord of hosts, that I will brea\ 
his yo\e from off thy nec\, and will 
burst thy bonds, and strangers shall no 
more serve themselves of him. . . . For 
I am with thee, saith the Lord, to save 
thee: though I ma\e a full end of all 
nations whither I have scattered thee, 
yet will I riot ma\e a full end of thee: 
but I will correct thee in measure, and 
will not leave: thee altogether unpun' 
ished. What glorious news we are given 
in these precious verses, in which we 
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arc told that Jacob's descendants, now 
the Anglo-Saxons, during the storm just 
ahead, will be preserved during the time 
of trouble and will have the bonds by 
which they have been bound burst off 
their necks, and while they- are to be 
punished and corrected, as to repent and 
turn to God, He will protect, preserve 
and deliver them during the severe 
storm. 

Horror. Ezek. 7:17, 18: All hands 
shall be feeble, and all \nees shall be 
weal{ as water. They shall, also gird 
themselves with sackcloth, and horror 
shall cover them; and shame shall be 
upon all faces, and baldness iipon all 
their heads. Mind you, we do not think 
for a - moment that these verses describe 
horror that will come to a consecrated, 
Spirit-filled Israelite, however, we must 
remember there are many Israelites who 
are not born again, much less filled with 
the Holy. Spirit. We must also remem¬ 
ber there arc many of the children of 
the wicked ones in our midst. These two 
groups, doubtless, are the ones whose 
hands shall be feeble and whose knees 
shall be weak as they experience the 
shock, fright, and horror of the dark 
days just ahead. 

Invasion, Ezek. 38:9: Thou shalt 
ascend and come lil(e a storm, thou shalt 
be li\e a cloud to cover the land, thou, 
and all thy bands, and many people 
with thee. Though we realize that war 
will be widespread; that is, the battle of 
the great day of God Almighty, climax¬ 
ing, of course, in Palestine, yet we also 
insist that this verse refers to a time 
when Russia will strike across the ice¬ 
cap into Alaska, Canada, and the 
U.S.A., with her mighty planes and in¬ 
struments of death and destruction. No, 
we don’t believe their attempt to invade 


America will be successful. Most cer¬ 
tainly we do not believe the U.S.A. will 
be destroyed, but we do believe the 
Scriptures teach that, this attempt at 
another Pearl Harbor, on the part of our 
ferocious enemies, will bring about a 
scare to the people of America, and will 
be terrible enough that it will start the 
people of America to praying, to search¬ 
ing their Bibles, and will cause them to 
be glad to admit that we are God’s 
people, Israel, after which the sneak 
attack will fail, ’and the enemy will be 
turned back, many of them being des¬ 
troyed. 

Fury. Dan. 44, 45: But tidings out 
of the east and out of the north shall 
trouble him: therefore he shall go forth 
with great fury to destroy, and utterly 
to ma\e away many: And he shall plant 
the tabernacles of his palace between the 
seas in the glorious holy mountain; yet 
he shall come to his end, and none shall 
help him. While it is true these verses 
teach of the fury that is soon to burst 
upon the world and the partial success 
the enemies of Israel will have tempor¬ 
arily, it also tells of their downfall. The 
next verses in the book of Daniel tell 
of the intervention of Michael and the 
resurrection. We long to see the power 
of God manifested and the resurrection, 
translation, and deliverance of Israel 
take place! 

Perhaps some readers might feel that 
in the face of these Scriptures and com¬ 
ments, there is no hope for America 
during the period of darkness in the 
days to come. Let us remind you that 
such an impression would be utterly 
false and such a conclusion would be 
thoroughly unscriptural. Jesus is King 
of the storm, and as the approaching 
storm comes in all of its fury and might. 
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Jesus will appear in the midst of the 
storm, at its height and climax, to take 
personal supervision of the armies of 
Israel (Anglo-Saxon), to bring deliver¬ 
ance to His people, Israel, in keeping 
with the promises of the prophets, and 
to take the throne of His father David, 
ruling and reigning until He has put all

NEW PEP-UP PILL KILLS: A new “pep-up pill, taken in amounts recommended by its 
manufacturer, killed a San Francisco woman recently, a coroners jury ruled. 

The jury also heard testimony to the effect that reports had come in that the drug, 
used fairly widely by physicians in the San Francisco Bay area and throughout the country, 
has resulted in some one hundred cases of serious illnesses and twenty other deaths. 

The jury’s verdict on Mrs. Simpson’s death brought a statement from the coroner 
himself (Henry . W. Turkel) condemning the "utterly feeble and inadequate" efforts of the 
manufacturer and the Food and Drug Administration to inform the public of the drug’s 
dangers. 

First of all, the woman's leg began to swell, and in about a week she noticed that 
she was slightly jaundiced and suffering from mild nausea. 

Dr. Rukes (the physician involved) examined his patient one week after the leg began 
to swell, discovered that her urine.-contained bile, and ordered her into a hospital. She entered 
Stanford Hospital and died in one week. 

Dr. Henderson (another physician) said he learned from his examination (of the woman) 
that she had been given no poisons (?), transfusions or injections that might cause virus 
hepatitis. But he diagnosed Mrs. Simpson's illness as hepatitis because "she had some form of 
damage to the liver." 

Officials (the manufacturer) approached by the San Francisco Chronicle in Oakland 
and at the firm’s headquarters in New Jersey, refused to comment on either the drug or 
the jury's verdict. 

The firm’s district sales manager in Oakland refused to say how much Marslid (the 
drug which killed the woman) has been sold in the Bay area.—Tallj of the Times.

enemies under His feet, the last one 
being death! Yes, there is ho^e. That 
hope is found only in Jesus Christ, His 
return to this earth, in the fact that we 
are Israel, and that God is faithful and 
will keep His promises to His people 
Israel concerning our protection and de¬ 
liverance! 
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We are so prone to take our-bless- 
ings for granted that from time to time 
we need to take stock of our positions 
in the world. We need to read again 
God's promises to us as given through 
Jacob and Moses. 

Part of the blessings given to Joseph 
were: The blessings of thy father have 
prevailed above the blessings of my 
progenitors unto the utmost bounds of 
the everlasting hills: they shall be on the 
head of Joseph, and on the crown of the 
head of him that was separate from his 
brethren. Gen. 49:26. 

After reading the above, we discover 
that our blessings have been given to us 
as a free gift. They are not ours through 
any merit, nor by our industry. What 
we possess has been given to us by 
Almighty God. 

-This prophecy commences at verse 22 
and continues to verse 26. We know, 
of course, that Joseph is the fruitful 
bough, whose branches (or progeny) 
have run over the wall. The expansion 
of the British Empire is visual evidence 
that this prophecy has been carried out. 

Now by Joseph we include the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, the United 
States of America and possibly other 
Protestant groups. The branches run- 
ning over the wall shows the various 
waves of colonists that set out from the 
British Isles to found colonies in distant 
parts of the world. The loss of the 
United States is prophesied for us in 
Isaiah 49:20 in these words; the child' 
ren ivhich thou shalt have, after thou 
hast lost the other, shall say again in 
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thine ears. The place is- too strait for 
me: give place to me that l may dwell. 
The one that was lost was the one that 
later grew into that great people, the 
Republic of United States of America. 
The other children were the British colo' 
nists who spread abroad but retained 
their connection with their homeland. 

It is possible that the immigration of 
the French Huguenots was also a branch 
running over the wall. These were Pro¬ 
testant groups, leaving for the purpose 
of continuing their religious beliefs, free 
from the influence and doctrines of 
Rome. 

The House of Joseph consists of Eph¬ 
raim and Manasseh, the two eldest sons. 
Ephraim the younger was given his 
heritage by the dying Jacob, and, though 
he was younger than his brother, he was 
given precedence. This prophecy is re¬ 
corded in Gen. 48:13-20. Ephraim has 
developed into the British Common¬ 
wealth of Nations, the multitude of na¬ 
tions mentioned in the above reference, 
and Manasseh has developed into the 
people. Thus we find these two sons 
inheriting Joseph’s blessing or inherit¬ 
ance, and we see the demonstration of 
Joseph’s double portion an actual fact 
in their countries. The double portion is 
found mentioned in Gen. 48:22, where 
Jacob (or Israel) says to Joseph, More¬ 
over I have given to thee one portion 
above thy brethren. 

But now let us consider the wealth 
of these nations. The vast resources of 
the United States and the British Com¬ 
monwealth of Nations are the envy of 
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other peoples and the nations. Our min¬ 
eral wealth contained in the vast ex¬ 
panses of our lands are beyond reckon¬ 
ing. There are great oil fields beneath 
our lands, much of it still^undeveloped, 
but there for us to tap when the time 
comes. Some of it is even under the ocean 
beds of the sea surrounding our shores. 
There are miles upon miles of rich farm 
lands, many millions of acres still un¬ 
cultivated in Australia and South Af¬ 
rica. We have great expanses of or¬ 
chards; fish abound in tremendous 
numbers in our seas, lakes and rivers; 
there are immense stretches of timber 
lands and uncounted forests. We have 
precious stones, gold-and silver deposits, 
coal seams, iron ore and tin mines, to 
mention only a few. Truly the everlast¬ 
ing hills have provided us with wealth 
beyond compare. 

Then we have our tremendous in¬ 
dustries, all included in the blessing 
given to Joseph. It is not by accident that 
our industries have expanded and that 
the machine age is upon us. 

In this modern age we have seen the 
development of the electric age. Most 
homes are now equipped with electrical 
gadgets. Was it just accidental that they 
were developed in the United States and 
British countries? Surely they also are 
included in Josephs blessing and in¬ 
heritance. 

Now look for a moment down the 
line of famous men who have done the 
work of developing our blessings. 


Among them we can number scientists, 
industrialists, inventors, astronomers, ex¬ 
plorers and others. Among those bent 
upon the improvement of our health and 
living conditions, we can number doc¬ 
tors and nurses who have given un- 
stintingly of their time and energies and 
outposts of humanity; there were many 
who have “loved not their lives unto 
death.” 

What a tremendous procession of 
them there has been down through the 
centuries, starting with Joseph who was 
the first real administrator. 

We are now living to see another one 
of Jacob's prophecies being fulfilled. 
The archers have sorely grieved him, 
and shot at him, and hated him. Gen. 
49:23. We have seen two very terrible 
wars, and there is the prospect of a 
third.

Following the Red Revolution of 
1917, the schools of Soviet Russia were 
officially “sovietized”: God was exiled 
from the classroom, and both teachers 
and students were forbidden to mention 
His Name in prayer. Something scan' 
dalously similar happened'in the state of 
California on June 10, 1955. On that 
day, Attorney'General Edmund G. 
(Pat) Brown “officially ruled" that 
school children, and their teachers, must 
stop praying in tax-supported schools of 
California. 

Even when unbelieving students are 
freely excused from participation, Mr. 
Brown ruled that it is "illegal” and “un¬ 
constitutional” for there to be prayer in 
any classroom. Even if teachers feel the 
need to pray for and with their students, 
they are forbidden to do so under the 
Brown ruling. So far as their association 
at school is concerned, both pupils and 
teachers are stripped of their constitu¬ 
tional right to express thanks unto Al¬ 
mighty God and to seek His guidance— 
under the ruling laid down by Attorney- 
General Pat Brown. (A check of Cali¬ 
fornia schools reveals that all prayer has 
ceased in the classrooms. School authori¬ 
ties feel obligated to abide by the “legal 
opinion” of the Attorney-General unless 
and until it is overruled by the Supreme 
Court.) 

Before proceeding further, let us take 
a look at this official “opinion” issued 
by the office of the Attorney-General of 
the state of California on June 10, 1955. 
It says, “Religious prayers may not be 
made a part of the curriculum of the 
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public schools.” In his ruling against 
prayer, Attorney-General Brown con¬ 
tends that it must be forbidden, even 
though conducted on a wholly voluntary 
basis—-“even though no student or teach - 
er is required to participate." The Brown 
ruling seems recklessly sweeping: class¬ 
room prayers, under all conditions, are 
declared to be "unconstitutional.”. Out¬ 
side of communist countries, no such 
drastic suppression of “the right to pray" 
is now in effect—except in certain other 
American States that have followed the 
left-wing legalistic lead of California's 
Attorney-General. 

In order to understand the Brown 
anti-prayer ruling, it is important to 
know how he came to make it. The 
county counsel of San Bernardino asked 
regarding the “legality” of this class¬ 
room prayer: “Almighty Cod, u>e ack¬ 
nowledge our dependence upon Thee 
and we beg Thy blessings upon us, our 
teachers, our homes and our country." 

The original question related to 
whether teachers could be required to 
read such a prayer. Mr. Brown, of 
course, said no. But then he took it upon 
himself to go further and "rule” that 
such a prayer could not be said by a 
teacher, even if she wanted to say it, 
and even if students who did not wish 
to “participate” were excused. 

In flatly declaring that “classroom 
prayers” are "unconstitutional,” Attor¬ 
ney-General Brown conceded, "It is true 
that the majority of our people are 
Christians or Jews, so that simple pray¬ 
ers to a Supreme Being would not be 
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incompatible with the views...of most. stu- 
dents in the public schools. Neverthe- 
less, even atheists and'agnostics are pro* 
tected in their beliefs by the Constitu¬ 
tion.” 

Atheists deny the existence of God. 
Agnostics' doubt the existence of God. 
Now, maintains Attorney-General Pat 
Brown, it. is- to “protect”, the.“rights” 
of doubters and disbelievers that prayer 
must be forbidden in the classroom, All 
teachers and students must remain silent 
toward God—yes, silent as atheists and 
agnostics choose to be. The Gallup poll 
shows that .98% of all Americans are 
believers in-a Supreme Being. The 98 ! % 
who are believers, under the Brown rub 
ing, are compelled to act like unbelievers, 
never praying, never thanking God, nev- 
er acknowledging that He exists. At 
school, the 98% who are believers must 
conform'to the prayerless, non-religious 
behavior pattern dictated by the 2% who 
are doubters and disbelievers. - 

Daniel Webster said, “Reverence to¬ 
ward God is the basis of respect for 
law.” The products of prayerless class¬ 
rooms, in California have created one of 
the most terrifying waves of lawlessness 
and moral delinquency ever to sweep 
the teen-age population in any.part of 
pur country. The Los Angeles Mirror - 
'Hews-, April 25, 1957, ran .an article 
under the byline of Roger Beck, with 
this headline: “California Crime Soar - 
ing; America’s Most Lawless State." Mr. 
Beck reported^ “Crime—California law 
enforcers warned recently—is skyrocket¬ 
ing. And juvenile crime paces all. the 
rest. Today the FBI issued its annual 
•report which bore out this grim disclo¬ 
sure., What's worse, the FBI's figures 
point an accusing finger straight at Cal¬ 
ifornia itself as America’s most lawless 
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state. Last year California (population 
13,900,000) had the unenviable record 
of 266,077 crimes. New York (popula¬ 
tion 16,230,000) had only 183,524 total 
crimes in 1956.” 

Crime in California is increasing four 
times as fast as the population. 

We find that 46% of all arrests for 
major crimes were of youngsters under 
18 years of age. Arrests of young peo¬ 
ple under 18 increased 17.3'% in one 
year. Of those arrested who were young¬ 
er than 18, 40.1!% had not yet reached 
15. Arrests of youngsters under 15 in¬ 
creased 20.9% in the one year. 

In the face of this awful juvenile 
crime wave, the Attorney-General, in 
effect, expels God from the classroom. 
In California, the Attorney-General is 
supposed to function as the state’s “chief 
law enforcement officer.” Mr. Brown 
could learn the cause of juvenile immor¬ 
ality and crime by reading George 
Washington's .Farewell Address, in 
which our first President warned, “ Rea - 
son and experience both forbid us to 
expect that national morality can prevail 
in exclusion of religious principle.” 

-Without- prayer, Abraham Lincoln 
said he was bound-to fail. How,, then, 
can Attorney-General Brown expect 
teachers and students to succeed in build¬ 
ing character and good citizenship, when 
they are denied the right to pray? In his 
Farewell Address to his friends in Illi¬ 
nois, before leaving for the White House 
in Washington, Lincoln said; “Without 
the assistance of the Divine Being, I can¬ 
not succeed. With that assistance, I can¬ 
not fail. To His care commending you, 
as I hope in your prayers you will com¬ 
mend me, 1 bid you an affectionate 
farewell.” . 

..Mr. Brown rules that-school teachers 
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may not start the day with prayer in the 
classroom. But the United States Su-. 
preme Court itself opens its own sessions 
with the prayer, “God save the United 
States and this Honorable Court." In its- 
decision in the case of Zorach v. Clau- 
son (1952), the Supreme Court spoke 
approvingly of legislative prayers. The 
Constitution of the state of California 
proclaims, "We the people of the state 
of California, grateful to . Almighty God 
for our freedom, in order to secure and 
perpetuate its blessings, do establish this 
Constitution." 

Is this expression of gratitude to God 
"unconstitutional”? •» 

In all religious worship, God is re' 
vered and praised in prayer and in the 
singing of hymns. Under the Brown 
ruling, we must conclude that our great 
patriotic hymns, which honor and ven- 
erate our Creator, are "unconstitution' 
al” so far. as classroom use is concerned. 

The Battle Hymn of the Republic 
contains the prayerful commitment to 
Jesus Christ: "As He died to make men 
holy, let us die to make men free . . . 
His truth is marching on.” 

God Bless America is a prayer to the 
Almighty. 

America The Beautiful contains the 
prayerful petition: "America, America, 
God shed His grace on thee, and crown 
they good with brotherhood . . . From 
sea to shining sea.” 

America is reverent with praise unto 
God: "Our Father’s God, to Thee, 
Author of Liberty, To Thee we Sing." 

The Star Spangled Banner breathes 
the prayerful spirit of trust in our Cre- 
ator: "When conquer we must, when 
our cause it is just, and this be our 
motto: In God is our trust.” 

Let all Californians, yea all Ameri' 
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cans, ask of Mr. Pat Brown, who aspires 
to be Governor of California and prob- 
ably President of the United States: if 
it is “illegal” for teachers to lead stu- 
dents in the spea\ing of prayers, is it 
equally “illegal" for teachers to lead 
students in the singing of patriotic songs 
that contain prayer and praise to Ah 
mighty God ? Because it acknowledges 
God over America, perhaps Mr, Brown 
opposes the classroom use of the Ameri' 
can Oath of Allegiance to'our Flag: “I 
pledge allegiance to the’ flag of the 
United States of America, and to the 
republic for which it stands one nation 
under God, indivisible, with liberty and 
justice for all.” 

Atheists and agnostics do not believe 
in “one nation under God." To protect 
their “rights," does Mr. Brown favor 
abolishing the oath of allegiance to our 
flag? 

It is not “unconstitutional" for public 
school teachers, and other people on the 
public payroll, to pray and build up the 
religious foundation of Americanism. 
Rather, it is the duty of all public serv' 
ants to be men and women of prayer 
and genuine piety. It is unpatriotic to 
seek to "subvert” religion, which is the 
basis of our constitutional freedom. Who 
said that? America’s first and foremost 
authority on what the Constitution real' 
Iy means: George Washington. In his 
Farewell Address, he instructed all gen- 
erations of Americans, “Of all the dis¬ 
positions and habits which lead to politi¬ 
cal prosperity, religion and morality are 
indispensable supports. In vain would 
that man claim the tribute of patriotism, 
who should labour to subvert these great 
pillars of human happiness, these' firm- 
est props of the duties of men and citi¬ 
zens—the mere politician, equally with 
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the pious man, ought to respect and 
cherish them.” 

To this all good Americans will say 
a hearty and heartfelt “Amen.” And 
they will go to the polls and vote to put 
into office only those men who agree 
with the Father of our Country that our 
Heavenly Father, Almighty God, should 


be revered and honored in our hearts, 
in our homes, in the halls of Congress, 
and, especially, in the public classrooms 
where the hearts and mind and lives 
of young Americans are molded.

It is my deep conviction 
that the Supreme Court's decision is in violation of the Constitution. My obligation is just as 
strong as it ever was. My obligation to uphold law and order is a matter of my conscience, a 
matter I will diligently observe.” 

If we had forty-eight governors like that, tyranny at the federal level would be put down 
in thirty days. 

VITAMIN A: Function: Vitamin A builds resistance to infections, particularly of the 
respiratory tract. It promotes growth. This vitamin helps to maintain a healthy condition of 
the outer layers of many tissues and organs. It promotes healthy skin. Vitamin A permits 
formation of visual purple in the eye, counteracting night blindness and weak eyesight. It is 
essential for pregnancy and lactation—and increases the life span. 

Deficiency: A deficiency of vitamin A may lead to a definite and specific dryness of the 
skin. It may cause some intestinal disorder, lack of appetite, lack of vigor. It is also res- 
ponsible for defective teeth and gums, decreased lactation, poor adaption of the eyes to 
darkness. Extreme symptoms are serious eye disease, gland atrophy, infections entering 
through the eyes, ears, tongue, alimentary tract, sinuses,. bladder or kidney. Also, sterility, 
nerve degeneration. 

Sources: The best food sources'of vitamin A are dark green vegetables such as kale, 
escarole, broccoli, green outer leaves of lettuce, parsley, turnip greens, chard, peppers, 
mustard greens, collards. Yellow and orange vegetables and fruits such as carrots, red tomatoes, 
sweet potatoes, rhubarbs, squash, apricots, nectarines, yellow peaches, papayas, mangoes; also 
egg yolks, butter and fish liver oils. 

Good sources are string beans, asparagus, cantaloupe, melons, dried prunes, Brussels 
sprouts, okra, avocado. 

How Utilized: Vitamin A may be stored in the body in relatively large amounts. While 
this vitamin does not readily dissolve out in cooking water, it is lost to some extent when 
heated and in cooking fat. Its value is destroyed by staleness and dryness. 

Vitamin A must be supplied liberally, not only during the period of growth and 
development, but throughout adult life. Evidence indicates that good health is best served 
when the vitamin A intake is several times higher than actual need. 

DATE-NUT LOAF COOKIES: 1 cup pitted dates, 1 cup seeded raisins, y% cup nut meats, 

2 cups whole wheat 'flour, 14 teaspoon vegetized salt, 2 teaspoons baking powder, Vl cup 
shortening, 2/3 cup brown sugar, 1 egg, /i cup milk, I teaspoon vanilla extract. 

. Cut dates and raisins into small pieces, chop nuts coarsely. Mix flour, salt and baking 
powder together, mix in the fruits and nuts. Beat shortening until creamy, add sugar gradually, 
then egg. Beat well.

How many realize, when they take 
the ‘‘bread and wine” at a Communion 
Service, the real , meaning of this truly 
wonderful act? So many .good people 
refrain from taking part in this Service 
of Remembrance because, they say, they 
are not good enough! If we waited un- 
til we were good enough, we would wait 
forever, for we, as sinners, will never 
be worthy, but God be praised! His 
blood is worthy, and it speaks before 
God. . 

We must remember that the Lord's 
Supper is not a ‘‘feast of sacrifice" but 
a feast of praise and thankfulness for 
the atoning sacrifice which has already 
been made. Let us go back for a mo' 
ment to the origin of the Lord's Supper. 
When the children of Israel were in 
bondage in Egypt, God raised up a de¬ 
liverer in the person of Moses who, 
under God’s directions and power, per¬ 
formed many miracles to induce Pha¬ 
raoh to let the Israelites go. His con¬ 
tinued refusal necessitated the last of 
the plagues, that of the slaying of the 
first born of the Egyptians. To ensure 
the safety of the Israelites, God gave 
them certain instructions which were to 
be carried out on the eve of their de¬ 
parture from Egypt. (See chapter 12, 
Exodus, for details). They were to take 
a lamb without blemish, kill and eat it 
with their “loins girded, your shoes on 
your feet, and your staff in your hand; 
and ye shall eat it in haste: it is the 
Lord's passover" (v.ll). The blood was 
to be sprinkled on the two side posts and 
on the upper door post of their houses 


(v.7). This was to be a token that God 
would “pass over” the houses on which 
the blood was sprinkled, and thus the 
children of Israel would be safe. Now 
this feast was called the “Passover," 
meaning that God “passed over” the 
houses with the blood-sprinkled door 
posts. They were commanded to keep 
this feast as a memorial forever —“And 
this day shall be unto you for a mem¬ 
orial; and ye shall keep it a feast to the 
Lord throughout your generations; ye 
shall keep it a feast by an ordinance for 
ever” (v.14). 

The Lord's Supper is, therefore, a 
token of the fulfilment of the Old Tes¬ 
tament type of redemption — through 
the “blood”. Our Lord’s death upon 
the cross did away with the yearly sa¬ 
crifice. He died once and for all, so 
that we take the sacrament in memory 
of our Lord's death. He instituted the 
Lord’s Supper for this purpose. The doc¬ 
trine of “Transubstantiation” is blasphe¬ 
mous and a dangerous deceit. 

When we partake of the Lord's Sup¬ 
per we witness to the world that we 
were once under sin, but are now free, 
delivered from this bondage by the death 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. What does 
the taking of the “bread and wine" ac¬ 
tually mean? We must remember that 
the Jews still keep the “Feast of the 
Passover” as originally commanded; they 
are still expecting the coming of the 
Messiah for the first time. In this con¬ 
nection it is interesting to note that 
every year at this feast a place is laid 
at the table for the Expected Guest, and 
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a member of the family goes out to see 
if there is any sign of His coming. In 
certain Jewish families when they sit 
down to a meal, instead of saying grace, 
the head of the table breaks bread and 
gives a portion to each member of his 
family, excluding strangers. This signi¬ 
fies that they are members of his body, 
of his flesh and blood—members of his 
family. Similarly, when . we take the 
“bread” at the Communion Service, we 
show that we are children of the Living 
God—we are members of His body. 
There is one point worthy of- mention 
—strangers were excluded from the 
“Passover” feast — There shall be no 
strangers eat thereof '(Exodus 12:43). 
So, in the Lord’s Supper, the Lord knows 
those who belong to Him—those who 
are truly members of His body. The 
“bread” is also a symbol of the resur' 
rection— Verily, verily, I say unto you. 
Except a corn of wheat fall into the 
ground and die, it abideth alone: but if 
it die, it bringeth forth much fruit (John 
12:24). We look back and realize that 
He died “once and for all” for our 
sins, and we look forward to the power 
of the resurrection of which He was the 
firstfruit. The taking of the “bread” 
links us, too, with loved ones who have 
gone on, and it unites us—we are all 
“one in Christ”, and there are no di- 
visions. 

The “wine” symbolizes the “blood” of 
Jesus poured out for us at Calvary. Just 
as the Israelites were safe from the an' 


gel of death when He passed by because 
of the blood upon the doorposts, so we 
are saved by that precious blood. We 
arc not in the act of being saved; we are 
saved, and we rest secure in the know¬ 
ledge of our redemption from all our 
sins. 

Thus the “bread and wine" are tokens 
of the finished work on the Cross. They 
are still bread and wine but they speak 
straight from Him, to us. They strength¬ 
en our faith through our senses—our 
“faith" receives Christ' crucified, but 
our body receives the holy signs of His 
sacrifice. The old yearly sacrifice by 
the priest at the Temple has been done 
away with—the Lamb is slain once and 
for all, and there is nothing, else for us 
to do. We are not saved by trying to 
be good or by trying to live a religious 
life, but because our Lord shed His blood 
for us, and it has been by faith sprin¬ 
kled on the doorposts of our hearts and 
we are safe. Our past sins are blotted 
out; we look forward to the future se¬ 
cure in the truth that He is with us, 
and in the promise of His return to this 
earth in. glory. We can rejoice because 
of this, and to any whp have not yet 
availed themselves of the opportunity 
of taking part in the Lord’s Supper, do 
so at the first possible moment—be¬ 
lieving in Jesus Christ the Lord. You 
will never regret it, and you will be able 
to rest upon His promise: I will forgive 
their iniquity and remember their sins 
no more (Jeremiah 31:34).

To bolster up the unscriptural teach' ‘ 
ings dealing with people being whisked 
away to heaven for an indefinite or def' 
inite period of time, many Scriptures 
are misapplied or misinterpreted, some 
of which .we want to quote and show 
you. How unfair and illogical it is 
to use these Scriptures to prove their 
point concerning their version of a rap' 
ture. 

Jacob’s Trouble. Jer. 30:7: A las! for 
that day is great, so that none is li\e it: 
it is even the time of Jacob's trouble, 
but he shall be saved out of it. In read' 
ing this verse, you will note that it 
could not possibly refer to the rapture, 
for in it you do not find the church 
mentioned, but Jacob’s descendants, in* 
stead. Nor do you find the time element 
of three and one-half or seven years 
mentioned. It is true the verse speaks 
of Jacob’s descendants being saved out 
of the period through which we are now 
passing, known as Jacob's trouble, but 
remember, it is Jacob’s descendants, and 
not the church, that are to be saved, 
preserved^ and delivered during the 
world's last period of tribulation through 
which we are now passing, known as 
Jacob’s trouble. To be delivered from 
something certainly does not mean that 
we have to leave this world and go to 
heaven. Noah, Daniel, and the three 


Hebrew children, and others were de' 
livered from their tribulation without 
ever leaving this earth! 

Days of T^oah. Matt. 24:37'40. But 
us the days of Hoe were, so shall also 
the coming of the Son of man be.

The above verses are 
the main ones used to prove the secret 
rapture theory. Yet, upon examining 
the Scriptures carefully, it will be found 
that theologians have grossly misapplied 
these Scriptures, for they teach just the 
opposite of the meaning usually given to 
them. These verses declare that at the 
ruling of the Lord during His judgments 
on earth the same thing will happen that 
happened in the time of Noah, at which 
time the wicked, not the righteous, were 
“taken,” while the righteous, Noah and 
his family, were “left.” In like manner, 
in the days of atomic war just ahead, 
the wicked are going to be “taken,” that 
is, destroyed, in the fiery judgments of 
God; while the righteous are going to 
be preserved, or saved, out of that time 
of trouble, just as these verses clearly in- 
dicate. 

Wise Virgins. Matt. 25:5, 6: While 
the bridegroom tarried, they all slum - 
beved and slept. And at midnight there 
was a cry made, Behold, the bridegroom 
cometh; go ye out to meet him. Again 
let us point out that theologians use this 
parable to substantiate their views con' 
cerning a secret rapture. Yet, upon a 
careful examination, it is found that in 
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this' parable the church is not mentioned, 
but the • ten-tribed House of Israel, in¬ 
stead, and that when the Lord returns as 
the bridegroom of Israel, the command 
is given to both the wise and the fool¬ 
ish, all of whom have been slumbering 
and sleeping, to go “out” (not UP!) to 
meet their bridegroom. Some of them 
will be ready to do this, and others will 
not be. Naturally, then, this parable 
•could not have reference to the rapture. 

1 Judgment of the Rations. Matt. 25:' 
31-34: 'When the Son of man shall come 
in his glory, and all the holy angels with 
him, then shall he sit upon the throne 
of his glory: And before him shall be 
gathered all nations: and he shall sepa - 
rate them one from another, as a shep¬ 
herd divideth his sheep from the goats: 
And he shall set the sheep on his right 
hand, but the goats on the left. Then 
shall the King say unto them on his 
right hand. Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the \ingdom prepared for 
you from the foundation of the world. 
From these verses it is evident that the 
Lord is not speaking to the church or to 
individual Christians, but to the NA¬ 
TIONS; the sheep nations representing 
Israel, and the goat nations representing 
the Gentile, or heathen nations, (because 
of their national conduct toward right¬ 
eousness). The church, or Israel (Anglo- 
Saxon) nation will inherit the Kingdom 
of Gocl at the time of His coming. No, 
these Scriptures do not have reference 
to a secret rapture. 

The question may be asked, are there 
any verses that do teach concerning the 
translation, or rapture, if you insist on 
using that term. The answer is yes, as 
follows: I Cor. 15:51, 52: Behold, I 
shew you a mystery; We shall not all 

sleep, but we shall all be changed, In a 

; 
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moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at 
the last trump: for the trumpet shall 
sound, and the dead shall be raised in' 
corruptible, .and we shall be changed. 
These verses do teach that Christians, at 
the coming of the Lord, are to have their 
vile, mortal bodies changed to immortal, 
glorified bodies, and the dead in Christ 
arc to be resurrected and given the same' 
kind of bodies. Notice, however, that 
this is no SECRET coming of the Lord, 
for such a coming is accompanied by 
trumpets, shouts, voices, resurrection, 
translation, judgments', and many other 
physical and cosmic changes and distur¬ 
bances, which will let the entire world 
know that the Kingdom has returned to 
take over the kingdoms of this world! 
Other references we are given clearly tell 
us that these two groups, the resurrected 
dead in Christ and the living Christians 
that will have been transplanted, defy 
the laws of gravitation and, responding 
to the invitation of Jesus, the returning 
King, they actually go up into the clouds 
to meet the Lord in the air. I Thess. 4: 
31-17: Behold, I would not have you to 
be ignorant, brethren, concerning them 
which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, 
even as others which have no hope. For 
if we believe that Jesus died and rose 
again, even so them also which sleep in 
Jesus will God bring with him.

IS NATIONALIST CHINA—SINIM? Today we hear much discussion as to whether Quemoy 
and Matsu Islands should be defended.

There is an answer in the Scriptures that can help us. 

In Isaiah, chapter 49, verses 7-12, we find a very interesting reference. Here the Lord, 
the Redeemer of Israel, tells us He will “preserve Israel (found in the present-day Anglo- 
Saxon, Celtic and kindred peoples) and give us for a covenant of the people to establish 
the earth, to cause us to inherit the desolate, heritages.” Read verses 9, 10, and 11. Then 
carefully note verse 12: “Behold, these shall come from far; and lo, these from the north and 
from the west, and these from the land of Sinim.” 

It is the 12th verse that attracts our interest. In Strong’s Concordance of the Bible, we 
find the word “Sinim” defined as “a distant oriental region." In the Companion Bible, after 
the word "Sinim,” the translators have the note, “Probably China.” Is it not possible that 
Chiang Kai-shek, who has declared his belief in Jesus the Christ, might be that part of China 
called “Sinim?” These, Isaiah tells us, are to be with us; that He will bless them because of 
their acknowledgment of His Son. Are we not instructed by the apostles to help those who 
are our brethren in Christ?

(This is copy of an open letter sent to 
a certain radio minister of this area who 
constantly refers to the Jews now in 
Palestine as the rcgathering of'Israel in 
their homeland, as evidence of the ful- 
fillment of prophecy concerning Israel.) 

I have listened to many of your 
radio broadcasts during the past few 
months. Your treaties on the greatest 
chapter in the Bible brought new light 
to me, although I have read the book of 
Hebrews many times. Your treaties on 
the marked difference between the 
tenets and dogmas of the Roman Catho' 
lie Church and what the Roman Catho- 
lie Bible actually teaches were masterful. 
If the Roman Catholic laity would read 
and believe their own Bible, they would 
be freed from a great burden of false 
teaching, a fact that you so clearly 
pointed out. Your treaties on the one 
hundred. greatest promises in the Bible, 
although they covered only a small por' 
tion of that field, must have brought 
help and comfort for many of your 
listeners. 

In your current treatise on prophecy 
and the Middle East, I find myself in 
sharp disagreement with you. I set forth 
below some of the points of disagree¬ 
ment and hope you will have the will, 
and patience to read this through before 
you throw it in your wastebasket. 

The Holy Bible was written to and 
for one certain people, although it cen¬ 
ters around Christ Jesus from Genesis to 
Revelation, and that people was and is 
Israel. Their history starts with the call 
of Abraham, and they remain the center 


of the great drama of the ages, with 
Christ their great leader, from then right 
up to tins end-time day. 

God made a covenant with Abraham 
and certain promises to him. Let us con¬ 
sider that covenant and some of those 
promises. 

T^ow the Lord said unto Abraham, 
Get thee out of thy country, and from 
thy \indred, and from thy father’s house, 
unto a land that I will shew thee: And 
I will ma\e of thee a great nation, and I 
will bless thee, and ma\e thy name 
great; and thou . shalt be a blessing. 
(Genesis 12:1-2).-And the angel of the 
Lord called unto Abraham out of heaven 
the second .time, And said. By myself 
have I sworn, saith the Lord, for be¬ 
cause thou hast done this thing, and hast 
not withheld thy son, thine only son: 
That in blessing I will bless thee, and in 
multiplying I will multiply thy seed as 
the stars of heaven, and as the sand- 
tuhich is upon the sea shore; and thy 
seed-shall possess the gate of his enemies; 
And iw thy seed shall all the nations of 
the earth be blessed; because thou hast 
obeyed my voice (Genesis 22:17-18). 
You quoted this passage of Scripture 
and stressed the promised multiplicity 
of seed promised to Abraham. You then 
commented that the Arabs were descend¬ 
ed from Abraham and that there were 
many millions of them in the world 
today, as evidence of.the fulfillment of 
this promise. But God said, In Isaac shall • 
thy seed be called (Genesis 21:12). This.* 
reference to the more than forty million 
Arabs now in the world seems to be an 
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attempt to explain why God’s promises 
to Abraham, which were passed on. and 
confirmed to Isaac and Jacob, have not 
been, and never can be, fulfilled in the 
House of Judah. God sent the house of 
Israel into captivity about 720 B.C. for 
their unfaithfulness to' Him. For, l o. I 
- will command, and I will sift the house 
of Israel among all nations, li\e as corn 
is si/ted in a sieve, yet shall not the least 
grain fail upon the earth (Amos 9:9). 
But He said He would gather them 
(Isaiah 54:5-8) and place them in a 
place of their own, where they should 
move no more (II Samuel 7:10). You 
will note .that when this promise was 
made to David through Nathan the 
prophet, all of Israel was in Palestine; so 
the appointed place had to be somewhere 
other than Palestine.. You cited this 
promise to David and commented that 
his throne was to be everlasting, but not 
necessarily continuous. But God said 
David shall never want a man to sit 
upon the throne of the House of Israel 
(Jeremiah 35:17). Then the Lord put 
forth his hand, and touched my "mouth. 
And the Lord said unto me, Behold, I 
have put my words in thy mouth. See, 
l have this day set thee over the ndiions 
and over the kingdoms, to root out, and 
to pull down, and to destroy, and to 
throw down, to build and to plant (Jere¬ 
miah 1:9-10). The tearing down and 
destroying were accomplished before 
Jeremiah left Palestine for Egypt and 
took the king's daughters with him, so 
we must believe that, the building and 
planting were also done, but where, 
certainly not in Egypt, and not in Pales¬ 
tine. Look first to Ireland and then to 
the British Isles, and you will find the 
answer. 

God’s covenant with Abraham as re¬ 
st; 


corded in Genesis 22:15-18 is uncondi¬ 
tional, immutable, and everlasting, and 
that God has not kept His covenant is 
unthinkable. It was made to Abraham 
and his descendants through Isaac and 
* Jacob, the whole House of Israel. 

Jacob, at the end of his long life, while 
the spirit of prophecy rested on him, 
called diem to him and told them what 
would befall their descendants in the 
last days. It is commonly accepted among 
Bible scholars that the terms ’’latter 
days” and ‘"last days” refer to the be¬ 
ginning of our Lord's ministry, about 
30 A.D., and His second coming to set 
up His Kingdom on earth, otherwise 
known as the Christian Era. Thus saith 
the Lord, which giveth the sun for a 
light by day, and the ordinances of the 
moon and of the stars for a light by 
vught, which divideth the sea when the 
waves thereof roar; The Lord of hosts 
is his name: If those ordinances depart 
from before me, saith the Lord, then the 
seed of Israel also shall cease from being 
a nation before me for ever (Jeremiah 
31:35-36). Jeremiah's mission of tear¬ 
ing down and destroying was to the 
house of Judah, but his mission of build¬ 
ing and planting was to the house of 
Israel. The Old Testament from first 
Samuel to Malachi depicts Israel and 
Judah as two separate peoples or na¬ 
tions, and our Lord stressed this distinc¬ 
tion when He said I am not sent but 
unto the lost sheep of the house of Israel. 
The house of Judah was not lost then, 
and has never been lost to this day. 

There are only about fifteen million 
so-called Jews in the world today, and of 
these only about one-third are true Jews. 
The balance are Edomites, or Idumeans, 
and other Canaanites and Gentile peo¬ 
ples. Only about one million of these are 
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now in Palestine. Most of these Zionists 
and one worldcrs are of the off-breeds, 
not Jews. The ruling class in Palestine at 
the time of our Lord's first advent and 
ministry were Idumeans. They denied 
and fought Him then, and they have 
been fighting His word and His fob 
lowers ever since. Of them our Lord said 
Ye are of your father the devil, and the 
lusts of your father ye will do (John 
8:44). Woe unto you, scribes and Phari' 
sees, hypocrites, for you compass sea and 
land to ma\e one proselyte, and when 
he is made, ye ma\e him twofold more 
the child of hell than yourselves (Matt. 
23:15). But in vain do they worship me, 
teaching for doctrines the command - 
ments of men (Matt. 15:9). Behold, 
your house is left unto you desolate 
(Matt. 23:38). Therefore I say unto 
you, The \ingdom of God shall be ta\en 
from you, and given to a nation bring' 
ing forth the fruits thereof (Matt. 
21:43), Behold, I will ma\e them of 


the synagogue of Satan, which say they 
are Jews, and are not, but do lie. (Rev. 
3:9). 

The teaching that the Jews in the 
world today are all of the house of Is- 
rael in the world today is unscriptural 
and untenable, also the teaching that 
the church is the Bride of Christ. . 

To -teach that the Jews are all there 
is in the world today to fulfill the many 
prophecies that say they would be a 
nation and a company of nations, a 
great multitude, in the last days, or these 
end-time years, is to reduce the stature 
of our great and wonderful God to that 
of an impotent, oath-violating, covenant- 
breaking God who either could not, or 
would not, fulfill His promises to His 
people, Israel, and brand the work of 
our Lord during His earthly ministry' a 
complete failure. This is a terrible indict- 
ment, and one that should start every 
believing Christian looking for true Is¬ 
rael where they are to be found.

religion. Her father and I, and various 
friends, have tried to talk to her, but 
it's no use; she is fairly set against it". 
“Leave her in my hands, I’ll do what I 
can", said. Dr. Chalmers. When the 
opportunity came and after he had 
made friends with the young lady, he 
said to her, “They have troubled you a 
lot about this question of religion, have 
they not?” “Yes, they have”, replied the 
young lady. “Suppose I were to ask 
them not to trouble you about religion 
for six months?” “Well,” and she hesi- 
tated, “but perhaps I may not live that 
time.” “Suppose then, we say three 
months?” Still the young lady trembled 
to put it off so definitely, for she might 
not live a month. “Suppose we say a 
week then?"

THE CHRIST-REJECTING HEATHEN WANT OUR DOLLARS BUT NOTHING 
MORE: For Christian America, the whole program of foreign aid (from Tito on down) is 
fundamentally fallacious and unscriptural. Our statesmen have been brainwashed and scared, 
and then give in to the one world propaganda. Here are some basic misconceptions: We cannot 
ram down the throats of pagans our way of life, nor buy friends with money as this issue 
is old and fundamental; and we cannot cure the ills of the world with'dollars because the 
disease goes too deep. What they need is Christianity. 

Both the Bible and history make clear that (outside of real born-again individuals taken 
from the colored races) the heathen of earth do not want our kind of freedom. And love of 
freedom must first exist in the heart. This the pagan does not have, unless he first accepts 
Jesus Christ as Lord. 

History discloses that only those of white Christian stock have in any marked degree 
attained that high status of freedom which was reached in North America. It is interesting to 
recall that certain countries of South America enthusiastically adopted our United States 
Constitution—word for word—only to discover that it could not work there as it has worked 
here. The question arises for the one-worlder to answer: “Why is it that our Constitution will 
work in one. place and not in another?" 

In answering this, let me call your attention to the distinction between a “race” and a 
“nation." A race is a group of people who have certain physical characteristics which are 
determined by the genes and chromosomes of the germ plasm. A nation is a group of people 
who are held together and governed by certain political ideas. A nation may be composed of 
many races, or it may have one race which is dominant. 

Now, because we have people in the United States which have come from many nations,, 
we draw the conclusion that we are racially pretty badly mixed. But this does not follow. 
We do have a mixture of colored races in America, but they are minority groups. The Nordic 
racial type is very dominant in this country. Just remember that the original settlers of his 
country came from England, Ireland, Wales, Scotland, Saxon-Germany, Holland, Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark and Normandy of France—and that these people are of the Nordic racial 
type. So in coming to America they did not change or create a new race or a mixed race; 
They just united with their own kind. And it is also good to remember that ancient Israel was 
of the same type, racially. , 

Just a few years ago before the latest modification of our immigration laws, it was well 
known that 70% of all the people in the U. S. had English blood in them. This figure does 
not include the other nations listed above which helped found this country. So there can 
be no doubt 'that the Nordic type predominates here to a very high percentage. The other types 
are in the minority. As' long as our immigration quotas are kept as they have been, we will 
continue to be a nation of white Nordic people. Only the uninformed will call the U. S. a 
“melting pot." We are the largest Israel nation in the world, for our population comes mostly 
from the other Israel nations of Western Europe.—Rev. Curtis Clair Ewing.

Their national heraldry must include 
the Lion and the Unicorn. (Num. -24: 
8, 9) : 

They must be a great missionary peo¬ 
ple. (Isa. 27:6; 43:21: Matt. 7:20; 
Mark 16:15) 

" They must be known by another 
name. (Isaiah 65:15) 

They must be named after Isaac, not 
Israel (Gen. 21:12; Rom. 9:7), i. e. Sax¬ 
ons or Sac’s sons. 

Their name must be called “great” 
(Gen, 12:2), i.e. “Great Britain.” 

- They must speak another language, 
not Hebrew. (Isa. 28:11) 

The Canaanites must trouble Israel. 
(Numbers 33:35; Joshua 23:13) Many 
of the South Irish are descended from 
a mixed marriage of Hebrew and Cana- 
'anite stock. (Genesis 38:2, 3) 

Israel must be a Christian nation. 
(Hosea 1:10; Isaiah 9:2, 8; 45:17-19, 
25; 48:20; 49:3) 

Israel must possess the gate of his 
enemies. (Genesis 22:17, 18) 

They must nationally observe the 
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Sabbath. (Ex. 31:13-17) 

They must be a powerful nation. 
(Isaiah 41:11, 12) 

Israel must grow up to the fifth world 
empire since Nebuchadnezzar, in ignor- 
ance of origin and destiny. (Dan. 2:44; 
Romans 11:25) 

Israel must be a sea power. (Psalm 
89:25; Numbers 24:7) 

Israel must have divine blessing. (Gen. 
12:2 and Psalm 121:4-8) 

Israel’s benefactors will succeed and 
her enemies fail. (Gen. 12:3; 27:29) 
They must eventually come into pos- 
session of all the land between the Nile 
and the Euphrates. (Gen. 15:18) 

They must rule over other nations. 
(Gen. 27:29; Deut. 15:6) 

They must be tolerant of strangers. 
(Leviticus 19:33) 

They must be successful in war. 
(Numbers 24:8) 

They must not be subject, to a foreign 
•power. (Deut. 15:6) 

Israel to be like a lion. (Numbers 
23 :24; 24:9) 

Israel to hold the most honourable 
place among the nations. (Deut. 26:19)' 
They must be in possession of an “ap- 
pointed haven” inviolate from enemies, 
outside of Palestine. (II Samuel 7:19) 
Israel's preservation will be due to di- 
vine intervention and protection against 
her foes (Psalm 124; Isaiah 54:15, 17); 
Dunkirk, for example. 

Israel to spread abroad to the West, 


East, North, South. (Gen. 28:14) Be 
sure to notice the order in which they 
would spread, and remember that this 
was exactly the way in which the Anglo* 
Saxons went; first West, then East. 

Israel to lose a colony and then in* 
crease in population again and demand 
more room in which to dwell. (Isaiah 
49:28) 

Israel to be used of God in war to de- 
stroy the heathen Gentile kingdoms and 
nations. (Jeremiah 51:20; Dan. 2:44) 
They would have a direct descendant 
of David reigning over, the nation.

The or' 
ganized churches, in most instances, 
have declared that the law of God has 
been abolished, and many go so far as 
to state that the entire Old Testament 
writings are obsolete and have been done 
away with. Thus, they fulfill the pro¬ 
phecies, Behold, the word of the Lord 
is unto them a reproach; they have no 
delight in it. —Jcr. 6:10 vss. 13T9. For 
from the least of them even unto the 
greatest of them every one is given to 
covetousness; and from the prophet even 
unto the priest everyone dealeth falsely. 
They have healed also the hurt of the 
daughter of my people slightly, saying, 
Peace, peace, when there is ■ no peace. 
Were they ashamed when they had com' 
mitted abomination ? 7^[ay, they were not 
at all ashamed, neither could they blush: 
therefore they shall fall among them 
that fall: at the time that I visit them 
they shall be cast down, saith the lord. 


Thus saith the Lord, Stand ye in the 
ways, and see, and as\ for the old paths, 
where is the god way, and therein, 
and ye shall find rest for your souls. 
But they said. We will not walf{ there - 
in. Also I set watchmen over you, say- 
ing; Hearken to the sound of the trum' 
pet. But they said, We will not hearken. 
Therefore hear, ye nations, and \now, O 
congregation what is among them. Hear, 
O earth: behold, I will bring evil upon 
his people, even the fruit of their 
thoughts, because they have not hear \- 
ened unto my words, nor to my law, 
but rejected it. 

Our organized religious bodies have 
devolved into such apostasy until today 
most groups are no more than social 
clubs.

But in vain they do worship me, teach - 
ing for doctrines the commandments of 
men. Matt. 23:15 Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 
compass sea and land to maf(e one pros' 
elyte, and when he is made, ye ma\e him 
twofold more the child of hell than your' 
selves. This Scripture is' brought home 
to me so vividly by the many letters I 
receive from people who profess to be- 
lieve and love the Kingdom identity 
message. They receive the literature we 
send, listen to the radio programs, write 
for-tracts to distribute, and then state: 

“Dr. Schiffner, my prayers are with 
you in the great ministry God has given 
you. I am sorry I cannot support your 
work as I would like to do, but because 
of my church obligations I cannot do so. 
At last Sunday's service I could hardly 
■ restrain myself when our minister re- 
ferred to the Jews as all of Israel and to 
us as Gentiles. Why, Brother Schiffner, 
cannot these minister see these marvel' 
ous truths of this Kingdom Message?" 

. How professing lovers of Truth can 
have such divided loyalties is. beyond my 
comprehension.

Then why al¬ 
low your family to be fed ecclesiastical 
error which, in the end, will be detri¬ 
mental to their future spiritual welfare?

It is because many refuse 
to-assume the responsibility that comes 
with knowledge, while others prefer to 
remain “wilfully ignorant” (Rom. 10:3, 
Eph. 4:18, II Peter 3:5-8), that the 
world languishes (Isa. 33:9). The Chris* 
tian Western nations are not perishing 
because they lack knowledge of God's 
plan of salvation (by grace); they are 
perishing for lack of knowledge of their 
identity, commission, and destiny as 
God’s Israel and are ignorant of God’s 
Kingdom plan for the earth. The Scrip¬ 
tures teach that all who reject knowledge 
in these days when \nowledge' is in- 
creased (Dan. 12:4) will in turn be re¬ 
jected as unwise and, therefore, unfit to 
enter the celestial Kingdom to rule and 
reign with Christ. 

Hosea 4:6: My people are destroyed 
for lack of knowledge: because thou hast 
rejected knowledge, 1 will also reject 
thee, that thou shalt be no priest to me:

Rev. L. B. Phillips writes in the Nation¬

Looking for a King who should 
deliver them from their enemies, they 
were not willing to accept the necessity 
and purpose of His humiliation, as so 
plainly revealed by the prophet Isaiah 
(Chapter 53). 

And there are those today, eveil with¬ 
in the church, who are rightly disturbed 
by the world conditions but are yet not 
prepared to receive Christ as the only 
one to bring order out of-'chaos. Just as 
the Jews were not ready to receive a 
suffering Messiah, so they are not pre¬ 
pared to see their Lord take His great 
power and reign. 

Well did the late Dr. Campbell Mor¬ 
gan write some years ago in The Chris¬ 
tian World upon “The Dawn of a Gol¬ 
den Age": “May.

He will be as 
directly and positively a ruler as any 
monarch whose name is upon our lips 
today; but His sway will be more abso¬ 
lute and powerful.” This surely is the. 
desire of all nations (Hagg. 2:7); but. 
there has never yet been found a man 
qualified to have world-rule without op¬ 
pression, Jesus is the only one whom 
God the Father has invested with all 
power to be exercised on earth (Matt. 
23:18), who is yet without sin or guile 
(I Peter 2:22)—the only one qualified 
for a righteous and empowered dictator¬ 
ship. 

Well did Peter announce in his in¬ 
spired utterance on the Day of Pente¬ 
cost: Whom the heaven must receive 
until the times of restitution of all things 
(Till the period of the great restoration, 
Moffatt Acts 3 :21).

'Even in Hollywood where THE MOTION PICTURE INDUSTRY 


IS RUN BY JEWS, I have a body guard.'" 

In' the bloody sequence leading to the partition of 
the Holy Land Crum also had the support of playwright 
BEN HECHT—labeled "Paleatine-terroriet-by-remSte- 8 
eontrol" in Time Magazine of June 23, 1947—whose 
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statement in his full-page ad, "Letter to the'Terrorist e 
of Palestine", has been widely quoted: "Every,time you 
blow up a British arsenal, or wreck a British Jail, or 
send a British railroad train sky-high, or rob a British 
bank or let go with your guns and bombs at.the British 
betrayers and invaders of your homeland, the Jews of 
America make a little holiday in their hearts." 

'in the interval between the murder of two young 
British sergeants aid exploding of their bodies in a 
carefully-prepared booby .trap, for which the underground 
terrorist group IRGUN ZVAI LEUKI claimed credit, and the 
assassination of COUNT FOLKE BERNADOTTE, U.N. mediator 
in Palestine’, presumably by the STERN GANG, 'Zionist ‘ 
leaders announced a pact by which ths three Jewish 
fighting forces, Haganah, Irgun Zvai Leumi, and the 
Stern Gang, would merge to create an army for the new 
Jewish state.

Striking'testimony that'tbe’factors of political, 
religious and' social upheaval) and the destinies of 
men'and of nations ride out-of-the distant past upon ' 
magnetic)' invisible rails to eui'inevitable, logical 
point of rendezvous can be seen in' the choice of the 
Chicago-stockyards as ths site of the 1952 Republican 
and'Democratic preeidenti&l nominating conventions.

bullets that wiped out the royal family of Russia in 
an Ekaterinburg cellar during the'first World War'. , 
Headlines of April 14, 1931—"ALFONSO OF SPAIN V 
ABDICATES...Wild Scenes Mark Dynasty's Passing; Repub¬ 
lic Launched"—foreshadowed the wilder scenes, a few 
years later, of Moscow's grab for Spain, camouflaged se 
civil war and glutted with assassination, torture,look¬ 
ing, and desecration of, Christian'shrines in'which, tha 
Saviour's presentment,' in marble and on canvas, was' ‘ 
beheaded, Btabbed and fired upon in demonstrations of 
atheistic hate. The cover of Life Magazine of AuguBt 
17, 1942 carries a reminder of this blood-lust in the, 
evil face of "Yank" Levy, Canadian-born guerrilla war¬ 
fare ace, to" whom^-aft’er he had won laurels in hand- 
to-hand combat’in Spain's ^civol war" as well as in ’ 
Palestine, Transjordan, Nicaragua’ and Mexico—was in¬ 
trusted the training' of American soldiers in the 
tactics of'ambush] and tha niceties’ of eye-gouging, ' 
neck-stabbing and. the like. Jewish solidarity m the 
interest of.red revolution was once again demonstrated

An INS dispatch of August 28, 1952, appearing m the 
San Francisco Examiner under the headline MARSHALL OK'S 
ADLAI AND IKE, ran: "General George C. Marshall said 
today he was touched by the tributes paid him by General 
Eisenhower and Governor Stevenson, lie said: 'They are 
my boys, I sent General Eisenhower to Europe. Governor 
Stevenson was with me while I was Secretary of State, 
and gave valuable assistance on both the United Nations 
and our program for economic aid to Europe.'" • 

Seems like every neighborhood had a sample of a cer¬ 
tain breed back in tne old days: onery bunch of young 
•uns that never had the right bringing-up; shiftless,' 
Sabbath-breaking toughles, always up to deviltry,raid¬ 
ing melon-patches Sunday mornings when other folks 
drove off to the meeting-house. And their paw never 
licked them for it, even when there was a trail of rinds 
clear to his own doorstep; but, then, the old man was a 
pretty tough customer too. He hod a mighty good forget- 
tery and couldn't remember where he was himself half the 
time, when the boys had been raising hob. 

Same thing when some of the breed turned up out 
west: the old man generally stayed holed up at the 
ranch till after the stage holdup or the raid on a 
smuggler train or a bunch of cattle had been run into a 
canyon hideaway, and.kept the door open for when the 
boys come home to roost. And his forgettery was always 
in first-class order. That bunch would even stir up 
Apache renegades against the whites when they could cash 
in on it. You could cut their sign most anywhere from 
Montana to the Mexican border, but it wasn't easy for 
the sheriff to throw his rope on such a slick outfit aid 
they always managed to beat the charges against them. 
Once one of the boys that wasn't as well-known as the 
rest rods with the sheriff's posse and nobody knew the 
difference. 

It's now the glorious era of One World. "Isolation¬ 
ism" must go, even if it's necessary to trick one's own 
nation, into a suicide pact andloose the hordes of. Asia 
against the flower of its youth.to bring it about. 
Through scientific advance the globe has shrunk to a 
neighborhood, in which the intriguing pattern of the 
Old-Man-and-hia-Boys con still be traced. 

Any reference in the news to General George C. 
Marshall should remind the reader that President Roose¬ 
velt Jumped him over the heads of 34 officers to the 
post of Chief of Staff; that he accompanied P.D.R. every 
step of the way in the devious process of inviting war 
and often prodded him on; that the evidence shows h6 had 
at least three days' warning of the impending attack on 
Pearl Harbor, but cannot remember hie own whereabouts on 
the eve of the tragedy or on that fateful Sabbath morn¬ 
ing of December 7, 1941; that he carried orders that 
forced inclusion of Conmuniats in the Chinese National¬ 
ist government, stopped the flow of surplus military 
supplies to Chiang Kai-shek, forced an armistice with 
the Chinese reds, and boasted of hie part in disarming 
Chiang's troops. A sequel to these meddlesome activities 
found Chiang Kai-shek exiled to Pormoea end restrained 
by the U.S. government from mobilising Nationalist troops 
for action against the reds in Koras, where our boys 
bore the brunt of the red onslaught for the United Na¬ 
tions. In his mission of turning China over to the reds 
Marshall had the co-operation of Dean Acheson, John S, 
Service, John Carter Vincent, Owen Lattimore, Alger Hies, 
Dr. Philip Jessup and other global strategists of the 
State Department and the subversive Institute of Pacific 
Relations, of which Marshall himself has been a member. 

In reference to Marshall's suppression of the Wede- 
meyer report on the China problem. Senator Joseph McCar¬ 
thy pointed out in hie book America's Retreat Prom Vlur 
tory the inescapable conclusion that Marshall lied, add¬ 
ing: "as he lied on the witness stand in September, 1950 
about the authorship of the China policy; as he lied a- 
bout hie whereabouts on the morning of Pearl Harbor Day, 
saying first that he was horseback riding, then that ho 
was at home at Port Myer, when. In Arthur Upham Pope's 
book on Utvimoff, Marshall's name appears as one of 


those Americans who met the Russian ambassador when he 
arrived by plane in Washington on that morning." 

Quoting Senator William Jenner of Indiana in a doc¬ 
umented review of Marshall's complicity in New Deal 
treachery from Pearl Harbor to Yalta and Korea: "With 
this background we can understand what a staggering 
swindle, what a horrifying hoax is the fool's paradise 
we have been living in for the past ten years. With 
this background we can help the disillusionment of the 
American people to run itB course by exposing General 
George C. Marshall as a living Bymbol of the swindle in 
which we are caught." 

For light on the otherwise-inexplicable fact of . 
continued New Deal progress under the Republican label 
it must be remembered that Eisenhower was jumped, dur¬ 
ing Marshall's term as Chief of Staff, over the heads 
of over 300 outranking officers to become Allied Com¬ 
mander in Europe; halted victorious American troops to 
permit Stalin to take Berlin; endorsed the savage Hor- 
genthau Plan; signed.the order used by the Soviets as 
authority to deport hundreds of thousands of Germans 
to slave labor; accepted a Soviet decoration with words 
of obsequious gratitude; was a party to the cover-up of 
the massacre by the Soviets of 4,500 Polish officers at 
Katyn Forest in World War II, which was one of the or¬ 
iginal charges against the Germans at the Nurenberg 
trials; was named with Stalin and Tito in a resolution 
by the U.S. CoBDunist Party as one of the three great¬ 
est men living; was associated with Alger Hiss in the 
Carnegie Endowment for International Peace; as presi¬ 
dent of Columbia University accepted a "Chair of Polish 
Studies" subsidized by the Connunist government of Po¬ 
land and headed by that government's appointee for the 
indoctrination of Columbia'a students; is mentored—as 
were General Marshall and Adlai Stevenson—by Elder- 
Statesman-of-Zion Bernard M. Baruch; was the choice of 
various left-wingers, including the Roosevelts and 
Chicago’s political boss Jake Arvey, for the Democratic 
presidential nomination in 1948; and in July of 1951 a 
drive.was started by Eastern internationalists to get 
him nominated on both .tickets to "remove America's 
foreign policies as .campaign issues m 1952 and thus 
present a united political front to the Connmnist 
world. With Ike on both tickets, the American people 
would vote only, on domestic issues...." (San Francisco 
Examiner of July 31, 1951). ' 

Adlai Stevenson was, of course, the heir-apparent cf 
the Truman regime; was mentored by Chicago'e Jake Arvey 
as well as by Baruch, and was a character witness for 
Alger Hies. In losing the election he qualified, in 
the Willkie tradition, to serve the now administration 
ae^a globe-trotting observer and specialist on foreign 

In campaign debate Adlai twitted Xko about his as¬ 
sociation with such Republican "reactionaries" as Sen¬ 
ators Joseph McCarthy, Everett Dlrksen and William 
Jenner; and Ike, who dared not tread personally on each 
shaky ground, let his running-mate, Richard Nixon, carry 
tha ball for him in twitting Adlai about Alger Hiea. 

But it's all in the family, as it were, and some day 
Old Man Marshall and his boys, Adlai and Ike, will get 
together and have a good laugh over it. 

The 3000 American boys struck dead by the bolt 
from the blue at Pearl Harbor wera not Old Man Mar¬ 
shall's boys; nor were those who have died in the 
Korean slaughter-pen. But—"They're both my boys," 
says the Old Man, affectionately, of Adlai and Ike.

The entertainment—a faet-paced 
revue—featured dusky Eartha Kitt, star of "New Faces 
of.1952", whose romance with even-duskier (coal-black) 
song-and-dance comedian Sammy Davis Jr. kept Herb Caen 
busy issuing, from his Fairmont Hotel beat, up-to-the-

was relegated to page 26 of the Oakland Tribune : 

"Berkeley, Dec. 18—'Bundles for Bethlehem', a 
project to prepare and eond layettes to Arab refugee 
mothers in the Holy Land, is being conducted as a 
Christmas work by the congregation of St. Michael's 
Lutheran Church. Six layettes have already been sent 
to an Arab camp near Bethlehem and will be followed ty 
others as soon as money and material are available.,, 
'Special gifts of food, clothing and medicine have 
helped to ease the suffering of Arabs in tent cities, 
eaves and other temporary shelters,* the pastor ex¬ 
plains. 'The recent raid on Kibya in-Jordan, which 
caused the death of 53 people and many injuries,also 
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destroyed a milk center operated by the Lutheran World 
Foundation." 

The torture, massacre and fiendish mutilation of , 
defenseless Arab men, women and .children by a detachment 
of the Israeli army in a lightning raid on the village 
of Kibya in Jordan,- last October,is just a late chapter 
in a grim history of world conquest-opening with the 
Crucifixion. • "We Jews," stated Maurice Samuel in his 
book You Gentiles . ^Ve. the destroyers, will remain 
destroyers forever. Nothing that you will do will meet 
our needs and demands. Ws will forever destroy because, 
we need a world of our own." 


■ THE TRAGIC CUT-OFF ‘ " , 

•' (An address to the Conference to..Abolish ' 

the United Nations, held in San Francisco 
on February 14, 1954 by the Christian Nstion- 
_allst Crusade.) ... * * 

It is a privilege at any time to address a Christian 
Nationalist audience, and an especial honor to be count¬ 
ed among patriots who are battling to preserve national 
sovereignty at the last point on American soil at which 
it is possible to turn back the forces of old-world 
dictatorship that are bent upon the' destruction of our 
Republic. 

It was no accident, but inevitable and foreshadowed 
throughout the long course of international intrigue 
leading up to the United Nations Charter Conference in 
1945, that San Francisco should be chosen by the enemy 
as the spot for springing the trap of political bondage, 
the tyranny that our forefathers faced so many dangers 
and sacrificed so much to escape. 

For ths course of Christian progress, carrying with 
it the ideal of freedom under just and orderly govern¬ 
ment, was always westward: across-Europe to-the British 
Isles, and across the Atlantic to the new world, where 
pioneers succeeded in founding a government undergirded 
with reverence for-God, and so plainly, bearing the stamp, 
of Christianity on its official observances and early 
statesmanship that the United States Supreme Court has 
declared ours to be a Christian nation. 

The westward trek continued—-on horseback, by 
prairie schooner, by stagecoach and at last by the 
long-hoped-for transcontinental railroad. And San 
Francisco was a focal point for these hardy pioneers 
drawn by the search for a home or by the lure of gold. 

In the wagons went the familiar household utensils and 
tools, the family heirlooms, a supply of garden.seedsand , 
at least one setting of eggs. - With .them also went the • • 

Bible and the majesty of the law. 

A book might be written on the subject of court ses- , 
eions held on the Emigrant Trail. Years ago I,had the 
privilege of reading a diary, written in pencil in a 
school copybook by a member of a nineteen-wagon emigrant 
train bound for California, which contained references 
to such sessions. On’a day in.July, 1861 the docket stood 
"Pallen vs. hatroue" and the account in the diary ran: 
"This huge bluff beside which we are camped seems to 
preside over the case, having heard all the testimony 
with even more dignity than magistrates usually manifest, 
neither party being troubled or dissatisfied with the 
rulings of the court." 

The problems of mail delivery were taken in 9 tnde by. 
couriers stayed by "neither snow, nor' rain, .nor heat,nor 
gloom of night"—nor by the danger of Indien ambush that 
lurked at every turn of the trail. Even fashion notes 
and helpful hints for gracious living—notably those of 
Godev's Lady's Book —transmitted in the mailbags of the 
pony express and the stagecoach, followed American woman¬ 
hood across the frontier and flowered in & new civiliza¬ 
tion west of the Rockies. 

The North Amem-an continent, held so long in reserve 
while empires rose.and fell in the old world, ha3 become 
the final testingAground on which to appraise the worth- 
of the rightist principles on which our nation was found¬ 
ed as opposed to the leftist system of bureaucratic reg¬ 
imentation, usury, and crushing'taxation that spelled 
the doom of nations in the past. We fought out the issue 
of slavery and abolished that evil institution. And 
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,,broham Lincoln put into the record his belief that the 
Founding Fathers, looking to its ultimate extinction, 
forbore to mention in the Constitution the vord slave 
or slavery but used instead covert language so that 
"after the.Institution of slavery had passed from among 
us, there should be nothing on the face of the great 
charter of liberty suggesting that such a thing as negro 
slavery had ever existed among us." Lincoln, vise from 
bitter experience of the lords of international finance, 
vas on the way, to effecting necessary monetary reforms 
when hie life was cut short by an assassin's bullet. 

Such nnmes as Lexington. Valiev Forge. Concord 
Bridge. Old Ironsides and Fort Sumter call to tha mind's 
eye a sweeping panorama of historic events and bring 
realization of the price that has been paid for our lib¬ 
erty. There ere others— Gettysburg . Ford's Theater. the 
battleship Maun and the like—so freighted with tragedy 
that it aeems as though the sound of- them should have 
imparted a foreboding chill m advance of the events 
that gave them grim new meaning. 

Out of the conquest of the West came poignant syn¬ 
onyms for heroism against all odds: the Alamo and 
Custer’s Last Stand . Less celebrated but long remembered 
as a tragic waymark on the old Qmgrant Trail is the 
name Hastings Cut-Off . 

The established trail to California, flaring widely 
with many wheel-marks on the open plains, narrowing to a 
deep-rutted wagon road through the mountain passes, had 
guided great migrations of homesteaders tlirough hardship 
and peril and delivered them at their destination with 
their worldly goods—the family mementos, the garden 
tools, the kitchen utensils and the settings of eggs— 
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In the fall of '1846 on emigrant band led by George 
Donner chose, in the hope of saving three hundred miles, 
to leave the beaten path at the Hastings Cut-Off and to 
risk a new route across the Great Salt Desert and over 
the almoat-inaccessible summit of a range of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains. The ordeal of suffering, starvation 
and death that left a trail of abandoned wagons and per¬ 
sonal effects in rocky gulchee, and held the party 
snowbound in the high Sierra throughout the winter, is 
one of the grimmest episodes of frontier history. When, 
in the spring, the emaciated survivors—about half of 
the original band—struggled through to Sutter's Fort 
the only treasured posseesion remaining was a tiny doll 
hidden-.and carried in the lining of a little girl's 

S Ristonans of the future, seeking the tragic cut-off 
at which we as a nation‘left'the path of true progress 
to flounder through a morass of disastrous global'war¬ 
fare, abandoning piecemeal the raoet precious of national 
institutions and hard-woii rights, and littering distant 
battlefields with the bodies of our youth, may very well 
find it in the words Pederal Reserve Act . ’ 

For while the trend was discernible within a short 
time after the assassination of Abraham Lincoln,' the 
decisive turning to the left awaited the delivery to 
the international moneychangers of a key with which to 
unlock and raid the United States Treasury.' The looting 
of our treasury involved tha traitorous transfer of cur¬ 
rency printing-plates to Soviet officials, and subsidiz¬ 
ing of the parasitic state of Iarael, which was born of 
criminal acta of aggression against the native Arab pop¬ 
ulation. It finances an assault upon our national sov-' 
areipity from within and from without.

The press of official 
duties never keeps him from pausing to smile at a child, 
or give an autograph if one is asked. Members of his , 
official family aay he is unfailingly courteous and con¬ 
siderate. He is also something of a hero to his tailor, 
"who suffered a near breakdown last year when General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower was selected over Acheson as the 
best dreeeed man in public life." ■ For’the record—if 
you care to know—Acheson wears a size 42 suit and has 
never selected anything more blatant than a mild-toned 

Pl31 *fiio' tribute to the dean of all Secretaries of State 
doesn't merely gush. It fairly dripB with-adoring su¬ 
perlatives; and-after this effusion it would be too cruel 
to give you in detail what she said about the features, 
build, voice,'gestures, posture,- gait and fit of clothes 
of Gerald L.K. Smith. ‘ Well, there'are-no two ways about 
•it: if you like Dean Acheson you don't like Gerald Snath.

The appointment of Acheson to succeed General George 
Marshall as Secretary of State was one;of the betrayals 
that was duly protested at the timej when his record ae 
a sponsor of Alger Hiss was reviewed. 'A'dispatch to the 
San Francisco Examiner of January 8, 1949 reads: "Presi¬ 
dent Truman's appointment of Dean Acheson aa Secretary 
of State was considered tonight ae 'pointing'toward a new 
Soviet appeasement' policy and an attempted peaceful end 
of the cold war. Acheson was purported head of the pro- 
Sonet bloc in the State Department when he was Under 
Secretary under Cordell Hull. Arthur Bliss Lane,former 
Ambassador to Poland, who fought bitterly Acheson*s ad¬ 
vocacy of a #40,000,000 loan to Soviet-controlled Jbland, 
consented tonight on hie nomination: 'God help the United 
States!'

We are a propaganda-drugged and demoralized people 
and, as a nation, aeem to have lost the will to resist.

irresistible rhythm which has caught the imagination or 
people all over the world. It asks how the white kids

belong to just the two groups usually singled out as 
targets for such feelings, End: "Have you ever been to 
a ’jam session' and seen the completely unselfconscious 
unity of color and nationality that results, on the 
bandstand as well as in the crowd?" Photographs feature 
Gene Krupa, who was so soon to be imprisoned on a nar-’ 
cotics conviction and who is now back in circulation 
with his own trio, at lest report supplying the jazz 
faro in "strip joints". 

In the news of April 13, 1952 is a pitiful echo of 
this Jewish article that glorifies jitterbugging “jam 
sessions" with dope-addicted Gens Krupa beating out the 
rhythm, A pallid eighteen-year-old heir to a 040,000 
estate wound up in the detention ward at San Francisco 
Hospital because he started taking marijuana and heroin 
the previous year to "pep him up" at a Fillmore district 
jam session. When the deathly-white youth bared his arm 
it was found to be so studded with holes from frequent 
injections that police described him as a "pincushion" 
case. Yesterday’s news played up a similar tragic case; 
two young gangsters losing a gun battle with police. One 
would-be killer who learned about dope when he was six¬ 
teen was in a critical condition in San Francisco Hos¬ 
pital and his pal, aleo an addict, was in city prison, 
booked with him on a charge of suspicion of assault with 
intent to commit murder. 

In January, 1952 Republican party leaders from every 
state in the Union converged on San Francisco for the 
first meeting of the Republican National Conmttee ever 
held on the Pacific Coast, many of them making their way 
through the worst storm in a half-century of Northern 
California's history. Doubtless many of you remember 
that the opening sessions shared the news spotlight with 
the plight of 196 passengers on the Southern Pacific 
streamliner City of San Francisco locked in the grip of- 
snow avalanches near Shu grant Gap in the high Sierra. 

Every expedient of mercy and relief, old and new, 
came into play. Ski experts with a snow tractor fought 
their way through a howling blizzard to carry emergency 
supplies of food and heating oil. A helicopter dropped 
food and fifty pounds of medical supplies. A doetor 
reached the stalled trein on a dog sled. Rotary snow 
plows and relief trains worked around the clock. 

The victims, huddled cold and hungry in the littered 
and dirty lounge of the million-dollar luxury streamlin¬ 
er and at times facing potential death from gas fumes 
that swirled through the coaches, recalled apprehensive¬ 
ly the ordeal of the ill-fated Donner party a'short dis¬ 
tance away and over a century in the past. One of the 
passengers told newsmen later that "people talked about 
it quite a bit." 

They did not know that one of their number had been 
driven by the storm to the pitiful Btate of the dope ad¬ 
dict denied hie narcotics. The addict, a prosperous . 
businessman in appearance, his system loaded with drugs, 
was high and happy when he boarded the train at Reno. 

He had brought none with him, for it wa3 only a short 
run to his destination, Sacramento. 

The doctor, summoned by the tram conductor, found 
him shivering, screaming, cursing and lashing about his 
compartment, which he had reduced to a shambles. The 
doctor had with him only a small amount of morphine. 

"I gave him an injection right away," he related later, 
"Thereafter we kept him locked in his compartment and I 
gave doses as small as 1 dared to make the supply last. 
He was in pretty bad shape by the time we got to Sacra¬ 
mento. They were going to take him away on a stretcher 
but he got off and darted away." 

The epic of the "modem Donner party" as it was 
called by newsmen ended in weary victory after an ordeal 
lasting seventy-two hours, the sick and injured being 
carried on litters and stretchers to the hospital car 
of a relief train. It should have served aa a warning 
reminder to the Republican National Committee then in 
session in San Francisco of the misfortune.that stalked 
the original Donner party from the moment of their ihtal 
decision to try their luck on the Hastings Cut-Off from 
the wall-worn Baigrant Trail, 

The Republican presidential nominating convention. 
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wa 3 coming up, offering a priceless opportunity to re¬ 
verse our course on the cut-off that is heading us to¬ 
ward complete loss of our national sovereignty to a 
Jewish world state. But the opportunity was lost. The 
Republican convention became instead Just another be¬ 
trayal, for a world-government advocate whom the New 
Dealers once wanted to run on the Democratic ticket 
emerged as the Republican nominee. 

We have yet to see any symptoms of real Republican¬ 
ism in President Eisenhower. His submission to inter¬ 
national control is evidenced by his opposition to the 
safeguards supplied by the pending Bncker Amendment,a 
matter in which he has no Constitutional license to 
speak; and the fact that he bent the Senate to his will 
to deprive our soldiers stationed abroad of the-pro¬ 
tection of the Constitution, subjecting them to trials 
in foreign courts and the thinly-veiled hostility of 
our so-called allies. What new word-symbols of tragedy 
and betrayal on the order of Pearl Harbor and Korea. 
what new variety of hole-in-the-head war will develop 
from trouble now brewing in Indo-China and the Middle 
East we can only guess. 

The ten high principles of this crusade and its call 
to abolish the subversive United Nations Organization 
are guideposts to direct us back to the true course of 
our Republic. The Christian Nationalist Crusade offers 
the opportunity to call upon God for help nationally,and 
in the name of Jesus Christ. 

We don't deserve it after so recklessly throwing 
away our precious birthright and the livas of our child¬ 
ren at the behest of Christ's enemies. And we are using 
borrowed,time to make amends. But these are DAYS OF

WHERE ANGELS WOULD FEAR TO TREAD ' 

It was Earl Warren, placed m the Nation's highest 
Judicial post by President Eisenhower mainly, it would 
seem, for this very purpose, who delivered the ultimatum 
to end segregation in the public schools, thereby pre¬ 
cipitating a crisis in Southern communities where Negro 
pupils outnumber the whites, dealing a shattering blow 
to States Rights and voicing the United States Supreme 
Court's virtual surrender to the demands of organized 
Jewry and the Communist Party. 

Though the voice was Warren's It earned undertones 
of the incessant propaganda that has succeeded m breach¬ 
ing racial barriers on a dozen fronts.

And of the repeal under Governor Warren of California’s 
law against interracial marriages. 

Ths Supreme Court, in rejecting the "tangible" 
equalities of separate school facilities as being inher¬ 
ently unequal due to such intangibilities as inferiority 
complexes and mental anguish, seeks a state of equality 
th8t can be realized only by inducing complete mongreli- 
zation. Thus it puts the seal of official approval on 
an amazing,variety of well-publicized adventures in 
interracial "brotherhood" that have mushroomed all over 
the American scene under the overall supervision of the 


Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith. These include 
brain-washing forums featuring pseudo-anthropologists 
who declare racial differences to be non-essentials and 
whose findings—echoed by susceptible clergymen in pul¬ 
pits across the land—boil down to the conclusion that 
the Negro ia an Aryan who stayed out in the tropical am 
too long.

Amencan Activities anthropologist Weltflsh took to

In an’article titled Anthropology Goes to Church the 
February, 1947 issue of The Methodist Woman, published 
by the Woman's Division of Christian Service of the Meth¬ 
odist Church, featured Ethel J. Alpenfels's Sense and 
Nonsense About Race as a "must" for serious study in 
bettering race relatione and endorsed the Joint appear¬ 
ance on a Town Hall program of Miss Alpenfels, Mrs. El¬ 
eanor Roosevelt and Hollywood crooner Frank Sinatra, in 
which Sinatra received a citation for increasing racial 
tolerance among impressionable teenagers, many of whom

Llfe Magazine had previously spotlightSd Sinatra 
leading b teenage interracial rally and added a number 
of photographs captioned Negro and White ICidB Gat Togeth- 
—* It was at about this time that Frank Sinatra was run¬ 
ning up a police record involving esaault and battery m 
a night-club brawl, making front-page news as a sponsor 
of Communist causes and flaunting his friendship with Al 
Capone mobsters as well as with the notorious paroled 
organizer of New York's prostitution racket and dope¬ 
ring chief. Lucky Luciano. "SINATRA BECOMES PISTOL 
TOTER AFTER HOBNOBBING WITH LUCIANO IN CUBA" ran the 
heading of a refresher on the crooner m the San Fran¬ 
cisco Examiner of April 14, 1947. It carried the news 
that Frankie's gun-toting days were over, his gun permit 
being revoked as a precaution after his arrest on the 
charge of slugging a newspaper columnist who had raised 
the question whether "gangsters are proper playmates for 
entertainers who have Influence over the minds of youth." 

CRADLE SONG. "Sleep, Kentucky babet Skeeters am a 
hummin' on de honeysuckle vine. Sandman am a cornin' to 
dis little coon of mine..." might, at a quick glance 
seem an apt caption for one of those camera shots with 
which Life Magazine played up interracial vacation jun¬ 
kets to rural areas in the good old suumertime. But this 
appealing suggestion of dusky mother love in the Deep 
South is fleeting, for upon close scrutiny the ebony 
heads upon the snowy pillows in the old-fashioned four- 
poster aro seen to be those of two husky adolescent girls 
from Chicago, obviously quite capable of tucking them¬ 
selves in; ur.d the ministering hands ore those of the 
white hostess as she hovers in strained, sentimental sol¬ 
icitude. 

This year's "Brotherhood Week" featured colored talat 
in everything from sports to blues-singing and swing balds. 
We learned that "Billy Eckstine, singer of popular songs 
and idol of the bobby-soxers, tells how he learned that 
faith and prayer can overcome prejudice and intolerance," 
and on news sheets devoted to notices of church services 
appeared the announcement that "Jackie Robinson, welJ- 
known Brooklyn Dodger baseball star, is serving as nation¬ 
al Community Organization chairman for Brotherhood Week, 
sponsored by the National Conference of Christians and 
Jew3." 

The power of this magic spell of Brotherhood to fuse 
all classes, races and creeds for the building of One 
World is shown by the association, on the letterhead of 
the United World Federalists of California Inc., of 
Methodist Bishop Donald H. Tippett with ban Francisco 
hotelman Benjamin H. Swig, whose pursuits have included 
sponsoring the Haganab army's efforts to carve out the 
Jewish state m Palestine, promoting the sale of Israel 

bonds and encouraging the interracial abandon so condu- 
cive to world unity• 

For nowhere is the interracial climate baljnier than 
in the Venetian Room of "Big Ben" Swig's Fairmont Hotel, 
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sinuous stops, the pulsing rhythms and the primitive 
witchcraft practiced by their Congo ancestors. Nightly 
from her back yard young Eros could hear the hypnotic 
tom-tom and see the frenzied invocation of jungle gods 
...On this page she dances the macumba with which 
Brazilian sieves once used to invoke fierce African 
deities to avenge their wrongs...Heretofore unreceptive 
to U.S. offers, she now contemplates a good-neighbor 
tour north." . 

JACOB'S LADDER. The real, spiritual needs of a prim¬ 
itive child race on the slow, painful climb from slavery 
and the jungle should be apparent to all Christians who 
have opened their churches to programs by colored guest 
choirs. The upturned black faces shine with the re¬ 
flected light of the glory they glimpse above and beyond 
the white audience that, plainly, ceases for the moment 
to exist for them. They are climbing Jacob's Ladder, 
they hear Jordan's waters roll, they see the Chariot 
swinging low. There is no "playing to the gallery") end 
no hint of a yearning to rub elbows with white folks at 
the dinner table or to settle for an education only on 
terms of checkerboard classroom seating.

For thsir contributions to the "great tradition of Negro 
music, its laughter and infectious drumbeat, the rhythm 
of dark dancing feet" this OKI pamphlet lauds Duke El¬ 
lington, Count Basie, Bill Robinson and Katherine Dunham. 

The dark, bare, dancing feet of Katherine Dunham 
carried her, virtually stripped, into the pages of Time 
Magazine of January 27, 1941, where she is shown writh¬ 
ing seductively over the caption: "Anthropologist At 
Work. Katherine Dunham, shown in her Broadway role as a 
seductive hussy in Cabin in the Sky , this week lectures 
at Yale. Subject: anthropology. Her audience: the Grad¬ 
uate School's Anthropology Club (facultymen and student^ 
nn authority on primitive dances. Miss Dunham has a B.A. 
from University of Chicago, won a Julius Rosenwald Fel¬ 
lowship, has written an M.A. thesis." 

VOODOO «T THE FAIRMONT. When, inevitably in the 
course of tune, these same dusky feet danced their way , 
to the well-worn crossroads of humanity with which Big 
Ben Swag etamps a large "X" on the map of San Francisco 
•Herb Caen reported in hie 8aghdad-by-the-Bay column in 
the Examiner that-Katherine Dunham, the anthropologist- 
.turned-dancer, brought her big troupe of fourteen guys 
and gals into the Fairmont's.Venetian Room and staged a 
spectacle that was a good, fat cut above the usual run 
of supper-room entertainment: "skimpily-dressed dolls 
writhing to the beat of voodoo drums...and some slick, 
slow-ootion sensuality involving Miss Dunham and a big 
guy who’s only great. Besides her expressive face,Kiss 
Dunham has a remarkably expressive and ungirdled derriere, 
which she has no qualms about displaying to full-beamed 
advantage." Caen'added that naturally this made her the 
butt of many a bad ringside Joke and that he liked her 
inoouciance in the face of it. 

THE NAKED JUNGLE. The April 28, 1941 number of Time 
Magazine gives a glimpse of s drumaer-tumed-anthropol- 
ogist in an,, experiment that the American Museum of Nat¬ 
ural History called a lecture and demonstration on "The 
Origins of Primitive Rhythms". Saye Time : "Crouching 
like a witch doctor over, a clattery battery of traps, 
perspiring, floppy-haired Gene Krupa beat out African 
war dances and eight-to-the-bar boogie-woogie bumpe..',. 
Lecturer Krupa's workout underlined a well-known point: 
that U.S. Jazz -stems from Africa, via the Southern Negro. 
Drunmer Krupa played records of drum-work by the Royal 
Watusi, a tribe of seven-footers. He banged on the Mu¬ 
seum's signal drums, war drums, dance drums. He showed 
how his own famed Blue Rhythm Fantasy (scored for 14 
percussion instruments) is based on Bahutu chants and 
dances, in which the savage handclapping is pure eight- 
to-the-bar." 

Check the entertainment fare advertised in the daily 
paper for evidence that the call to worship savage gods 
is sounded repeatedly by Jungle drums in night-spots . 
that have featured a steadily-increasing number of col¬ 
ored entertainers since Life Magazine of September 22, 
1941 presented this practice as a "good-neighbor"policy. 
"Brazil’s Eros Volu9ia Does Negro Witch Dance" Life cap¬ 
tioned a series of photographs of the visiting dancer 
in the set of creating a native ballet: "Aa a child 
Eros Volusia lived in the exotic Bala, where theinl 
habitants, predominantly Negro, have retained the 
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wondairl" What happened after that, warns Confidential , 
la strictly for adults. Nevertheless,this and other sim¬ 
ilar literary fare on the magazine stands is wide open 
for the edification of juveniles, many of whom are 
doubtless precocious enough to remember the featuring of 
Billy Eckstine in Brotherhood Week’s blurbs last Febru¬ 
ary. Officious spokesmen for the churches without a 
backward glance at the wrecksge strewn along their path, 
snap to attention as Jewry barks a command, and rush 
into fresh exhibitions of reckless folly.

Eleanor Roosevelt, called the 'first 
Lady of the World", is the guest of honor at the cele¬ 
bration of the fifth birthday of the Jewish state, mis¬ 
named Israel; she turns up again in the interest of the 
United Jewish Appeal; she boosts the sale of Israel 
bonds; she stumps the country to re-sell the discredited 
U.N. to the disillusioned public; she receives the An¬ 
nual Amenca-Israel Award of the Hierachi Women. James 
Roosevelt is guest of honor at a Jewish benefit dance 
and speaks scathingly on the subject of HcCarthyism; he 
electioneers, pledging support of the state of Israel; 
speaks again on McCarthyiam, 

Former Assistant Secretary of Defense Anna Rosen¬ 
berg receives a Jewish award. U.S. Senator Alexander 
Wiley and former Vice President Alben Barkley promote 
the sale of Israel bonds. The mayor of Los Angeles p\>- 
claims B'nai B'ritb Week, Histadrut Day, United Jewish 
Welfare Week, B’nai B'rith Israel Bond Month, Israel 
, Independence Week, and so on and on. Athletes from every 
> realm,of sports participate in an Israel Bond event, Leo 
“ Durocher being acclaimed as America’s baseball ambassa¬ 
dor of democracy at B'nai B'rith's Sportorama dinner. 

Of late this kosher' press has been flashing big 
six-pointed stars in full-page ads that scream "BE A 
STAR H0USSWIFE1" and picture kosher products marked with 
the circled letter U that denotes approval of the Union 
of Orthodox Congregations of America: Heinz Oven-baked 
Beans, Heinz soups (cream of tomato, cream of mushroom, 
cream of celery, and all the rest); Dromedary mixes 
(fruit cake, yellow cake, white cake, corn muffin, and 
gingerbread, so easy to make the kiddies can do it),and 
Dromedary dates; Breast-O'-Chicken Tuno; Instant Maxwell 
House Coffee—"good to the last drop" and endorsed by an 
imposing panel of leading Jowieh cantors; FAB, the all¬ 
purpose detergent (featured in a "Strike It Hich" contest 
offering television sets to winners); VEL, instant rich 
suds ao effective for dishes and yet so kind to delicate 
hosiery and your nicest undies I AJAX, the cleanser with 
the "foaming action" that floats dirt and grease right 
down the drain; and you can get kosher baby foods too. 

If you live close enough to thie advertising fount and 
want to go the whole hog—or, to be more exact, the 
whole dog—you can drop in at the Kosher Puppy (open 
noon to midnight) and regale yourself on strictly kosher 
hot dogs and burgers. For more items—Spic and Span, 
Draft, Soilax, and for products marked with the letter 
K, which ia also kosher—oheck the shelves of the near¬ 
est grocery. You’ll be surprisedl 

American women, already recruited into the ranks of 
Star Housewives through unwitting addiction to such 
kosher products, are being sold an ideological bill of 
goods as well, to condition them for a complete Zionist 
takeover through revision of the U.N. Charter in 1955* 

The goods distributed wholesale by the First Star 
Housewife of the World, Eleanor Roosevelt, through U.N.

LAST ROUNDUP 

As time runs out m 1954 we may well take a backward 
look at events and personalities that mark this os a * 
year of crisis on the eve of a great and decisive cleav¬ 
age to the right and to the left, for our beautiful, 
traditionally hospitable land is overrun by despoilers 
bent upon stripping us of the last vestige of national 
sovereignty, honor and freedom—this to be accomplished 
through revision of the United Nations Charter,scheduled 
for 1955. 1 

Of late we teve seen, in the midst of organized vice 
and corruption, evidence of patriotic zeal akin to that 
of the Founding Fathers and a resurgence of the Christ¬ 
ian faith that characterized the soul-winning revivals 
of the late Nineteenth Century, in which many of the 
beat-loved Gospel hymns—"The Ninety and Nine", "When 
the Mists Have Rolled Away", "Jesus of Nazareth Passes 
By", and the ‘like—were set to music and sung to huge 
congregations by such inspired soloists aa Ira D. Sarkey 
and Charles Alexander until, it is said. Heaven's very 
portals seemed to open. The spectacular response to the 
evangelistic call of Billy Graham, both here and abroad, 
carries echoes of the oldtioe Moody-end-Eankey revivals. 
Indeed, the corridors of time are full of echoes of the 
pdBt, for the current world crisis has been long in the 
making and the life paths of the celebrities of 1954 
have crossed many times and shared front-page news space 
in the journey down the years. 

The venerable seer Nostradamus, watching the cen¬ 
turies unroll, with uncanny accuracy singled out indi¬ 
viduals destined to play leading roles in the great 
drama; a vintner named Saules, who, over two hundred 
years in the future, would be the one to recognize the 
fleeing King Louis XVI of France and betray him to the 
revolutionary populace; another traitor, the Count de 
Narbonne; and many more, identifying them by name and 
the performance of historic acts. 

In view of an AP dispatch of last July 16 from Tokyo 
reading: "The communists have an armada of 7,500 war 
planes m the Far East, outnumbering U.S. combat planes 
3 to 1, Gen. Earle E. Partridge, America'e top air com¬ 
mander in the Pacific eaid today," — 

In view also of an INS dispatch of August 13: "Gen. 
James A. Van Fleet, former comzander of United Nations 
forces in Korea, said that he is in full accord with 

Gen. Hark Clark on the natter of ta - eklI, 8 Russia out of 
the U.N....Commenting that theTmmediate danger from 
Coumuniem lies m asia, the hard-hitting veteran of the 
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Xorean camp&iffi added, 'There's an old saying: "The way 
to Paris leads through Peiping,"'" — 

And, lastly, in view of the servile cordiality with 
which the Jew Mendes-Prance welcomed Red China's prenler 
and foreign minister Chou En-lai when he flew to Geneva 
from Peiping: it might be well to taka a close look at 
a Nostradamus riddle that awaits interpretation in the 
present winged era, for it states: "The Oriental shall 
come forth from his seat, to pass the Appenine Mountains 
to soe France. He shall pass through the sky, the wa¬ 
ters and the snow, and shall strike everyone with his 
rod." » 

"To see Prance..." —and to give England the once¬ 
over too? INS dispatch, London, August 23: "Former 
British Minister Clement Attlee has reportedly told 
Soviet Premier Malenkov and Chinese Premier Chou Qi-lai 
his Labor Party would gladly welcome them on a visit to 
England." 

Such a visit seems a likely development in the one- 
two-three moves of a devious, diplomatic game that bids 
fair to become known as Operation Rod Carpet. Such is 
the very headline phraseology used in this connection: 
"NEHRU GETS 'RED CARPET' TREATMENT ON PEIPING ARRIVAL" 
—"MOSCOW ROLLS OUT RED CARPET FOR ATTLEE (UP, November 
8 )...Russia's Premier Georgi Malenkov tossed off a drink 
to the health of Queen Elizabeth II tonight and proposed 
his own toast to 'peaceful coexistence' at an unprece¬ 
dented dinner party given at the British embassy in hon¬ 
or of former Prime Minister Clement Attlee and his party 
of Laborites who stopped over in Moscow on their way to 
visit Red China." 

The Red Carpet was rolled out for the self-confessed 
one-twelfth American, Gen..Dwight Eisenhower on the oc¬ 
casion of his acceptance of the jeweled Soviet decora¬ 
tion of the Order of Surovov, when he "deemed it a great 
honor to drink to Marshal Zhukov," following hi 3 own 
obliging co-operation in the coverup of the Soviet war¬ 
time massacre of thousands of Polish officers at Katyn 
Forest and his delivery of an American victory to Stalin 
at the surrender of Berlin. 

In the midst of the current furore over the impris¬ 
onment of eleven American flyera by Soviet Russia's 
junior partner Red China, Operation Red Carpet found 

U. S. Ambassador Charles Bohlen and Dr. Hewlett Johnson, 
the "red" Dean of Canterbury, at a reception at the 
Kremlin, where Soviet leaders and foreign diplomats.in¬ 
cluding Communist China's ambassador, had assembled to 
celebrate the 37th anniversary of the Bolshevik revolu¬ 
tion. Bohlen offered a toast to Soviet Foreign Minister 

V. M. Molotov as "the most experienced diplomat in this 
room." Among the gue'stB at a similar reception at the 
Soviet Bsbassy in Washington, D.C., was the American 
Negro singer Paul Robeaon,who wore a Stalin peace medal 
pinned to his lapel. 

The Red Carpet never took a rougher beating from 
Bolshevik boots than at the U.N. Charter Conference in 
San Francisco, in 1915, stage-managed by Alger Hiss, 
where the insolent Molotov spurned all inquiries regard¬ 
ing the fate of sixteen envoys of the exiled government 
of Poland, who had' vanished on leaving London in March 
of that year for consultation with Russian representa- 
tivea concerning the Yalta pact. The explosive news of 
their arrest and imprisonment in Moscow was quickly 
followed by a lavish cocktail party for Molotov at the 
St. Francis Hotel, at which the guest of honor was pho¬ 
tographed drinking with Harry Bridges. 

TheBS are but a few examples of many present-day 
paradoxes indicative of primeval savagery erupting, at 
the instigation of a crafty international cabal, from 
the jungle into the parlors of civilization for one last 
grand fling before Its final curbing—necessary to the 
survival of a Christian society—takes place. They seem 
to fall roughly into the category of a collection of 
believe-it-or-not news items that have turned up In my 
files and now rest in a pocket labeled, for want of a 
better overall title. Last Roundun. The items run like

"Huge posse himts man-killing leopard which has all 
Oklahoma City behind locked doors after escaping from a 
pit at .he city zoo..." — "Black Panther Hunted by 
Soldiers in Marin: (Aug. 28,1952) Fourteen armed soldiers 
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were on safari yesterday in the tall grass around Fort 
Berry in Marin County, searching for a black panther, 
seen early yesterday morning kibitzing a post midnight 
canasta game...Those who saw the animal, peering .through 
a window in the half light of 2 a.m. insisted it could 
not have been an out-sized dog or cat...Footprints,large 
but unidentified, were discovered later..." —"Fox Hunt 
Held in San Francieco Hotel (March 30,1951): The police 
were Just as skeptical as ths telephone operator at the 
Hark Hopkins Hotel, but the report was true—there was 
a fox running around loose in the hotel garage at 3 a.m. 
yesterday. Patrolmen Cornelius Ryan and Thomas Callaghan 
dismounted from their prowl car and pursued the elusive 
critter under and around scores of automobiles but with 
no success,. He fled through an open door, down Califor¬ 
nia Street and was last seen heading for the financial 
district." —"Yippee! Cows Roaming m S.P.: Cops Become 
Buckerooa to Halt Stampede. Cops, you see, played a big 
part in the roundup of about sixty head of cattle that 
thundered out of a corral at the H. Moffat slaughterhouse 
at Third Street and Evans Avenue along about 3:30 a.m. 
Some animal lover had cut the lock off the corral door. 
There was enough action to make a range rider saddle- 
sore and a cop turn m his prowl car for a horse. Special 
Policeman George Hughes, a some-time rodeo rider, rode up 
on a horse and started right off by laesoemg a steer.

...RED CARPET ROLLED OUT FOR ATTLEE IN PEI PING...LITTLE 
PHINCESS ANNE OPENS BIRTHDAY GIFTS AT BALMORAL CASTLE.... 

Caught by tha camera-nj^a roof-to-roof leap, sighted 
briefly sitting atop a drainpipe, warily skirting baited 
traps and making off with the pr’offered bananas and ham¬ 
burger to nearby rooftops, eludings^ posse composed of 
scores of men, housewives and children, Slippery Sally 
was reported still on the town, apparently having a many 
time. As the hunt finally closed in 'Sally made a last 
bid for' freedom, lost, and was picked up after a 15-story 
spill "alive but in pretty bad shape" and taken to U.C.

What happens when a Congressional poBse, led by an 
ex-Msnne possessing the necessary grit, begins to close 
in on a atrange-looking beast, the product of 22 years 
of New Deal treason, that has been tracking dirty red 
footprints over all our governmental, educational, re¬ 
ligious and social institutions?

the Baruch demand for international control of the atom 
bomb. The slogans "Atoms for Peace" and "Peaceful Co¬ 
existence" were foreshadowed by Bernard Baruch's words, 
quoted by A. Victor Lasky, Stare and Stripes staff writ¬ 
er, in an April 5, 1965 dispatch from London on the eve 
of the "Peace and Security Conference" m San Francisco: 
"And one reason I am over here is to hold the big stick 
over the big boys to make damn sure they're not going to 
foul up the peace." Lasky reported that during the in¬ 
terview at the Clandge, the telephone rang and Baruch's 
secretary told him the Prime Minister was calling. Bar¬ 
uch, according to Lasky, gave Churchill the brush-off, 
saying, "Hello, Winston, this is Bernie. Look, Winston, 
I'm busy this afternoon. I'll drop over later.*" 

Winston Churchill, who in 1962 thundered that he had 
not become Prime Minister "to preside over the liquida¬ 
tion of the British empire," has shuttled over the water 
between London and the palatial residences of Bernard 
Baruch during the steady decline of the British Bnpire 
from World-War-One days to the lately-executed terms 
for withdrawal of British troops from Suez. He recently 
revealed himself as a longtime Zionist, and has watched 
complacently the composition of Parliament and the pro¬ 
file of British aristocracy becoming increasingly Jewish. 
In a choice exhibition of Jewry basking in the sunlight 
of royal favor the controversial sculptor Jacob EpBtein, 
whose long record of debasing Biblical subjects was cli¬ 
maxed by the display of a blasphemously hideous carica¬ 
ture of Christ, early this year knelt before Queen 
Elizabeth, Defender of the Faith, and arose a knight 
deemed worthy to carry on the tradition of Arthur, 
Gawam, Lancelot and Galahad. 

The young queen is but one of many figureheads 
caught m the irresistible tide of world events that 
will ultimately, no doubt, transfer the base of U.N. 
dictatorship, with its stockpile of nuclear weapons— 
the atom bomb, the hydrogen bomb, perhaps the suicidal 
cobalt bomb—from New fork to Jerusalem at the cross¬ 
roads of the world and in the vicinity of the world's 
most ancient and bloo ( d-soaked battleground, the Plain of 
Armageddon. 

The same course of events is preparing the way—m 
an age of mechanized ground warfare—for a cavalry In¬ 
vasion of Europe and the Middle East such as these lands 
have not seen since the days of Genghis Khan; for "the 
Oriental", though he may fly Europeward in that 7,500- 
plane armada, will also, on Nostradamus’s showing, move 
by land and sea. 

In an article headed "Fierce Mongol Cavalry Born and 
Bred to Fighting" the San Prancisco Examiner of December 
13, 1950 points up the heavy odds faced by our troops in 
Korea with a photographic glimpse of Communist Chinese 
cavalrymen over the caption: "MONGOL RIDERS—Two divi¬ 
sions of Mongolian Cavalrymen, equipped with herdy 
pomes and camels capable of moving swiftly over the 
most rugged terrain, have augmented the Chinese Commun¬ 
ist troops in Korea. The group above is typical of 
these barbaric fighting men, who are said to be descend¬ 
ants of Genghis Khan's thirteenth-century hordes that

A photograph of the new red war lord Chou ai-lai aa 
he appeared eighteen years ago, mounted on one of those 
brastle-oaned, hardy ponies, is used by Time Magazine 
of last May 10th in a rundown on Chou's reputation as a 
red revolutionary since the first World War and an as¬ 
sassin capable of wiping out an entire family right down 
to the babies. Says Time : "This is a aide of slick Chou 
En-lai that the world has never been permitted to see. 

His more familiar talent—the ability to bob, weave and 
pirouette—was developed in party intrigues..." Time 's 
account of Chou'a involvement in the kidnapping ofChiang 
Kai-shek 1 b echoed (how the corridor of time does echo 
with the paet performances of today's headliners!) by a 
Universal Service dispatch [ram Nanking on the front 
page of the San Francisco Examiner of December 13,1936: 
"Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Bhek, China's virtual dicta¬ 
tor, was held prisoner by hie own troops tonight after 


he was kidnapped and made a hostage m a grave revolu¬ 
tionary movement clamoring for immediate war with Japan." 
An adjoining column headlined "GEORGE PROCLAIMED KING: 
EDWnRD GIVEN TITLE OF DUKE, SPEEDS TO AUSTRIA" ran: 
"Edward, now Duke of Windsor instead of King of England, 
sped by train tonight toward the Austrian Tyrol and a 
probable early reunion with the American woman for whom 
he has renounced his throne..." A small item on the 
same page announced: "CEN. GRANT'S MESS BOT IS DEAD"— 
John H. Cowley, 91, mess boy.to General U.S. Grant dur¬ 
ing the Civil War, had died in his sleep. 

Among the notables who passed away within the last 
few months was the German scientiet Dr. Hugo Eckener, 
who circled the globe in the Graf Zeppelin in 1929, and 
whose efforts to popularize lighter-than-air craft for 
global travel ended in the flaming explosion of the 
Zeppelin Hindenburg at Lakehurst, New Jersey in 1937. 
Echo answers through an AP dispatch in the May 13,1937 
San Francisco Examiner : "CLUE POUND TO ZEP BLAST...The 
theory that a whirling propeller blade may have broken 
and pierced the fabric covering of the dirigible Hin¬ 
denburg, thus starting the hydrogen explosion, was con¬ 
sidered tonight by a Commerce Department Board investi¬ 
gating the cause of the disaster in which 35 persons 
died..." *And sn INS dispatch ran: "Mary Pickford was 
home from a European trip today, revealing that she 
plane to marry Charles 'Buddy* Rogers in about five 
weeks and that 'only a hunch' saved her from being a- 
board the ill-fated airship Hindenburg. 'I wanted to 
book passage on the Hindenburg for myself and my niece 
Gwynn Pickford,' the former actress said, 'but Owyrui 
said she had a funny feeling about the Zeppelin.'" 

Amelia Earhart was then poised for an around-the- 
world flight that carried her into the silence of a 
mystery unsolved to this day. Frederick B. Snite Jr., 
stricken with infantile paralysis while on a world 
cruise, was resting in an iron lung m Peiping, pre¬ 
paratory to making the long Journey home on the liner 
President Coolldge. Spain was in the throes of a so- 
called Civil War that was so patently .an international , 
issue, with Jewish funds (notably those of Bernard Bar¬ 
uch according to Time Magazine of Jen. 2, 1939) et the 
coll of the red forces, that diplomats were beginning 
to call it "Spain's Little World War." But Coronation 
Day in fogland dominated the news. The detailed acoount 
of the coronation rites referred to the anointing as the 
"oldest segment of the ritual reaching back to the Bib¬ 
lical days when the prophet Samuel anointed Saul King 
of Israel" and added that imbedded in the framework 
of the coronation seat in St. Edward 'b oaken chair "was 
the ancient Stone of Scone, upon which legend says the 
Patriarch Jacob once rested his head." Boxed in the 
center of this page is the information that the lively 
antics of six-year-old Princess Margaret Rose virtually 
"stole the show" in Westminster Abbey, and that she had 
started the day with a tantrum in Buckingham Palace on 
discovering that there was no train on her dress like 
the one her sister Elizabeth wae wearing. The King 
capitulated and gave permission for the train, which 
was hastily attached. In France the Duke of Windsor 
and his bride-to-be listened to the account of the cor¬ 
onation carried by radio. 

To informed observers it is a matter of absorbing 
interest to contemplate the diverse company that drops 
out of the twelve-months march of the passing parade, 
and vanishes with the dying year from the earthly seme. 
Among the departures bb the year 1956 draws to a close 
are i 

Smile Dionne, aged twenty, first parting .among the 
famed Quintuplets. Mrs. Evangeline Lindbergh, mother of 
the Loae Eagle. Senator Pat McCarran, George W. Arm¬ 
strong, Forest C. Samsons end longtime Republican Con¬ 
gressman from Michigan Paul W. Shafer.whose passing 
thins the ranks of crusading patriots. Thomas Evans 
Riddle, aged 107, one of the four surviving Confederate 
veterans. Frederick B. Snite Jr. (mentioned in the 1937 
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throe daughters. Former Representative Vito Marcantomo 
died suddenly m New York and his funeral drew a throng 
of prominent left-wingers,ona of the most conepieuoue 
mourners being the Negro red, Paul Robeson, who wears 
s Stalin "peace" medal on his lapel. Saburo Kuruau, Jsp- 
anese envoy to the U.S. at the time of'the Pearl Harbor 
attack. Andrei Vishineky, Soviet deputy foreign minis¬ 
ter and Moscow's mouthpiece at the U.N. Associate Jus¬ 
tice of the U.S. Supreme Court Hobert H. Jackson,execu¬ 
tor of Jewish vengeance—in the name of the United States 
—at the Nurenberg "war crimes" trials. And former Con¬ 
gresswoman and diplomat Ruth Bryan Hhode, daughter Of 
William Jennings Bryan, 

Truly, the corridors of time aro-full of echoes of 
the past, and today's notables have shared front-page 
space many times throughout the long march of events 
leading to the present world crisis, which must result 
in a laet roundup and curbing of evil forces if civili¬ 
zation is to endure. 


THE GOLIATH-OF AMERICAN POLITICS 
(An address to the conference held m Loa 
Angeles in February, 1955, by-the Christian 
Nationalist Crusade.) 

We are meeting m one of the most significant and 
urgent conferences in the history of the Christian 
Nationalist Crusade, and in the midst of global turmoil 
that ia interpreted by many news analysts as heralding 
a third world war. Scare headlines point up the fact 
that you stand at this moment at a great crossroads of 
deatiny, and in the shadow of the atom and hydrogen 
bombs. Mock air attacks are staged, hypothetical atom 
bombs fall on San Francisco, Oakland, Los Angeles and 
San Diego, and cities are declared to be "wiped out". 

One headline shrieks: MASS FLIGHT HELD THE ONLY DEFENSE 
IN ATOM ATTACK; to be followed by another thBt screams: 
FLIGHT TO .THE EAST IN H-BOMB ATTACK CALLED PERILOUS. ,.p- 
parently-.they.have ua coming and going. It's a toas-jp 
whether we-are to .go or to stay when thB terror strikes. 

Now as never before it is imperative to put only 
loyal Americans on guard; and yet the'very citizens who 
are herded about in these test drills,, including the 
schoolchildren marching to the nearest air-raid shelter/ 
surely know at last that the nation's defense, from the 
patrolling of the home front to the deploying of our 
troops in the field, is in the wrong hands. They should 
know that there can be no shelter from an enemy entrmch- 
m our midst. The atomic Energy Commission, the Penta¬ 
gon and the State Department ore proved to have been 
riddled with treason. , Patriotic army officers were 
thwarted, and-fired or retired while-our boys, sentenced 
to a planned defeat in Korea, were shot in the back by 
trigger-happy politicians in Washington, D.C. —all of 
them casualties in the drive of an international gang 
for control of the entire earth. Of course our soldiers 
are wanted at various hot spots around the. globe. Where 
"X" marks a site of international intrigue it automati¬ 
cally marks a potential rendezvous with death for young 
Americana. 

Across the Atlantic the plot was centuries-old when 
pioneers sought freedom on the North /imencan continent 
and pushed the bounds of civilization to the Pacific 
Coast, where you now stand waiting to learn whether you 
Will be herded eastward or made to dig in and await the 
fury of the predicted atom or hydrogen blast. 

THE CROSS ON THE MaP. You stand on the western rim 
of an area that is marked with a very special "X" on the 
world-government blueprint. It ia a terrain that is 
historically crisscrossed by the trails of Franciscan 
and Jesuit missionaries, Spanish conquiatadores, Apache 
marauders, sheriffs' posses and the 20-mule teams of the 
mining and lumber companies; where tales of Geronimo's 
last stand, of Billy the Kid and other trigger-happy 
outlaws of the old frontier are still told around the 
family fireside and the heating stove of the trading 
post and the general store. 1 remember hearing ny father 
tell of hi3 early cowpunching days "over on the dry 
Cimmaron"; how an old Indian chief, dressod in a soldier's 
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coat and stovepipe hat that some one had given him,used 
to bring his band to sit around the campfire and to run 
horse races with the whites. 

But the hitherto.slow march of time has quickened to 
s giant stride and a vast expanse, where almost within 
the memory of the oldest inhabitant herds of buffalo and 
antelope grazed, has become the proving-ground for nu¬ 
clear weapons and a field for spectacular demonstrations 
on annihilating power. 

This huge arena was already distinguished by a cross 
on the map. Not the one that denotes the legendary 
hoard of pirate gold, but the cross that marks the only 
pin-point on the map of the United States where four 
states "converge. 

The "Four ComerB" lies in the isolation of treeless, 
wind-whipped mesas and buttes; but the invisible lines 
of the cross, extending into the far distance as bound¬ 
aries of Arizona, New Mexico, Colorado and Utah,embrace 
an area m which the wealth of scenic grandeur rivals 
all the riches of the Spanish Main. It claims the Grand 
Canyon of the Colorado, the prehistoric Aztec ruins,the 
Continental Divide, the Carden of the Cods, and the 
Carlsbad Caverns that are estimated to have been sixty 
million years in the making. It now Wolds the WhiteSands 
Proving-Ground and that,as a forge of atomic flame and 
fury and the base for science seeking new worlds to con¬ 
quer, outranks them all. Here a new and terrible Goliath 
paces in giant strides and challenges all comers; for 
nuclear sabre-rattling has become big business in Amer¬ 
ican politics and in the supreme gamble for world do¬ 
minion. 

It was from here recently that a sounding rocket 
carrying intricate camera equipment'was dispatched to 
photograph this strategic section of the earth'o surface 
from an altitude.of 100 miles. ’ 

ATOMIC SABRE-RATTLING AT YUCCa FLaT. Is another 
world watching7 If so, the focal point of observation an 
March of 1953 must surelyhave been Yucca Flat, Nevada, 
where an elaborate drama of atomic destruction was given 
.a week's.run, -counting the advance news buildup, .Whether 
this nuclear, sabre-rattling was designed to reach -the 
ears of visitors from outer apace,'or'to warn would-be 
-aggressor nations, or..to-terrify. and - condition-the pub- 
-lic to accept'regimentation in-a national emergency, is 
an interesting question. 

Whatever the motive of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
the picture of the American home in the shadow of the 
atom bomb, carried in preliminary photographs of living- 
rooms peopled with mannequins, located at varying dis¬ 
tances from ground zero, and subsequent views of these 
test houses reduced to rubble, was 6 message straight to 
the American Citizen and no other. 

The homely details of these family scenes—Father 
seated before the fireplace. Junior in the familiar T- 
ehirt and overalls, the toddler pulling himself up to 
coffee-table level—were underscored by a zero-hour 
news dispatch that ran: "The macabre stage was set .to¬ 
day for the'annihilation by atomic device of a section 
of a typical American town and its tools of living;.a-• 
'Doom Town' lay in the sinister shadow of!a slender 300-- 
foot tower atop-which a nuclear explosion equal-.to,,that 
of 15,000 tons of'TNT will'blaze in blinding - fury at* > ' 
5:20 a.m. Tuesday, The annihilation of the littleiset-• . 
tlement, its cars and its 'people'—lifelike department 
store dummies engaged in a variety of familiar tasks— 
will be'viewed by millions - on television, a spectacular 
sermon on the-need of'a stronger civilian defense..." 

The shattering climax knocked all other news off 
Page One.' It was visible as a flash of false dawn as 
far away as the Pacific Coast. It shines liks sunrise 
in the background of an INS soundphoto of the glittering 
paradise, for gamblers and racketeers that monopolizes 
the town of Las Vegas, Nevada, approximately eighty 
miles away. In tha foreground of the silhouette photo¬ 
graph a neon-outlined figure glows, in its sombrero-and- 
neckerchief ensemble, like an eerie ghost of frontier 
days, and suggests that the eyes of the famed gunmen of 
the Old West—Billy the Kid, Jack Ringo, "Curly Bill" 
and their kind—would fairly swivel in their sockets 
to see tha hair-trigger operations of the atomic era.To 
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say nothing of their'amazement if they could behold the 
new breed of gunmen that has overrun the very range where

Such a 
law—enabling the Government to draft men and women for 
farms and factories as well as military service—was one 
of three that Baruch suggested should be put on the law 
books now, because 'with the new instrumentalities of 
destruction, we will not have tune to improvise.' Other 
important changes he urged were: Universal Military 
Training. *j) industrial plan ready to go into effect 
with full control of production, distribution and prices 
‘with the power of allocation, priority'and even exclu¬ 
sion. A wartime tax bill to take effect upon hostilities 
which would”regulate prices and savings and take 'tnfair 
profits out of war.' Restrictions on civilian use of 
manpower and materials 'tougher than those of World War 
II, when too much went for wants rather than needs.'" 

On another occasion a UP dispatch stated: "Bernard 
M. Baruch says it is time that America stop'talking and 
start acting to win the cold war. The elder statesman 
urged an immediate 'stand-by mobilization’ plan. It is 
needed to prevent a shooting war or to win one if euch 
is 'forced upon us,' he told a seminar on economic 
mobilization planning at Columbia University. General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, president/of Columbia,'promptly 
seconded Boruch'e plan and said it should be 'enlarged 
on an international scale.'" , 

Well, of course Ike would say that. In 1952 presA 
ldential candidate Elsenhower publicly declared his 
allegiance to Baruch, adding, "I waa one of those who 
for the past quarter-century had the privilege of sit¬ 
ting at his feet and listening to his words of wisdom." 

And in thot humble position our president still' sits. 

a peace based on coexistence with this evil inter¬ 
national regime can be nothing less than the peace of 
slavery, the chains for which are being wrought in the 
forge of atomic flame and fury at White Sands, New Mex¬ 
ico, and Yucca Flat, Nevada.

That and 
Pegler*s sketch of cotton-picking slaves for Old Massa 
Baruch add up to the same thing.

We are treated to prophetic drawings of cities re¬ 
duced to shattered ghost towns or to goat pastures. The 
April 12, 1947 numoer or Collier’s Weekly carried a 
story titled The Blast , purporting to be an account by 
the last witness of the fall of modern civilization,the, 
last man in a wilderness of atomic destruction. It has 
lurid Illustrations. The final one 3hovs the narrator 
in cave-man attire, wandering about with three huge dogs 
in the wilderness of what was Rockefeller Center twenty 
years agone. The only other living denizens pictured 
are a vulture on a, tree-limb and two diapinted-looktng 
animals that resemble Texas longhorn steers. If there 
are other humans, unknown to the eurvivor who telle the 
story, presumably they are lurking in the ancient cliff 
dwellings, the Carlsbad Caverns or other hideaways in 
various hinterlands. This devastating blast was supposed 
to happen in 1947, and by that, calculation we have lured 
seven years'on borrowed tine. 

When Roosevelt said there's nothing to fear but fear 
he unwittingly Bpoke a great truth, for the fear that 
endangers civilization today is a psychopathic one in 
the minds of those who, nervously fingering the trigger 
of nuclear force, attempt to drive us in the direction 
they want us to go. Burdened with the guilt of criminal 
acts ranging from the violent seizure of Russia to the 
ruthless eviction of the native Arab population of Pal¬ 
estine, they are the most fear-ridden people on earth.

when well-wishers by .the hundreds of thousands jam¬ 
med the airport and lined the streets of San Francisco 
to welcome General Douglas MacArthur and his little fam¬ 
ily on April 17, 1951, and thousands more joined the 
throng through the magic of television, we felt a sym¬ 
pathetic thrill to hear thirteen-year-old Arthur MacAr¬ 
thur stammer excitedly into a radio announcer's micro¬ 
phone, "I'm glad to be home!" 

We little dreamed—until Time Magazine of the follow¬ 
ing September 8th enlightened us—that this happy land¬ 
ing and spontaneous ovation could chill the heart of 
anyone who calls himself American. But the American 
Jewish Committee's magazine Commentary , as quoted by 
Time, classed MacArthur and McCarthy as "twin super¬ 
menaces of such terrifying dimensions as to eclipse to¬ 
tally such trumped-up bogies as Stalin," and continued:! 
"MacArthur! McCarthy! Can one recall anything like the 
wave of terror that swept through’ the ranke of the en¬

the popular'paper-bound form,-would easily crowd out 
other'Sizzling contenders for top place on the revolving 
r book-rack at the'comer drugstore. 

The'course of international■intrigue haB brought'the 
Holy Land into news-focus in the very 'language of BibL 
lical prophecy. At the height of hostilities between 
Arab and Jewish forces AP staff writer Carter Davidson, 
surveying the scene from behind the Arab lines, reported:

By its decision to partition Palestine between the 
Jews and the Arabs, the General Assembly of the United

. lead to an explosion in extreme western Asia which can 
unloose dreaded World War III between America and Soviet 
Russia." Six years later he wrote: "The historic Bermuda 
meeting beginning among the chiefs of government of the 
United States, Great Britain and Prance will take place 
under 'the deepening shadow of a Medusa-headed global 
crisis...In the midst of the greatest progress the world 
has ever known, spiritual and moral values have made on 
appalling descent into the depths. The reverence of 
humor, life has startlingly declined. Frankenstein war 
machines and weapons capable of unimaginable mass de¬ 
struction, are applauded as the world moves steadily to¬ 
ward the Biblical ’Armageddon.*" 

The feverish activity of the global diplomats is 
8inraering down to an ominous lull on the eve of a titanic 
tug-of-war climaxing a ten-year trial run of the United 
Nations Charter.

a unification of all religions. Its blueprint for World 
Order calls for a world super-state including an "Inter¬ 
national Executive adequate to enforce aupreme and un¬ 
challengeable authority on every'recalcitrant member of 
the commonwealth," a world parliament, a supreme trltunal 
and a world conreunity in which "the clamor of religious 
fanaticism and strife will have been forever stilled." 

On the authority of the Baha'i World. Vol. VII, Sir 
Herbert Samuel, presiding as chairman of the 1936 session 
of the World Congress of Faiths In London, declared the- 
comparatively little known Baha'i community to be closest 
to the aim and purpose, of the congress—-that "the Baha'i 
faith exists almost for the sole purpose of contributing 
to the fellowship and the unity of mankind." The unity 
or "oneness of mankind" to be achieved is racial aa well 
ae religious. Baha'i prophets—the "Bab", Baha'u'llah 
and Abdul Baha—are declared to have been of the lineage 
of Abraham, through Ishoael and Mohammed. Their burial 
places at Haifa make Mount Carmel a shrine that Baha'is 
call "the center of the world". 

CUT FLOWERS. Guest speaker Dr. D. Elton Trueblood 
arrived to keep his appointment at the Baha'i symposium 
in San Francisco on Jan. 14, 1944, in breathless haste 
after conducting funeral services at Stanford University 
for Mies Ann Brokaw, daughter of Congresswoman Clare 
Booth Luce, who was killed in an automobile crash. In 
hie remarks he employedia "cut flower" simile by refer¬ 
ring to the van-loads of. flowers that were delivered at 
the chapel on that occasion. After the service they 
were disposed of—Just an expensive, useless heap of 
wilted cut flowers. The Baha'i speaker who' followed 
him snapped up the expression and applied it to present- 
day Christianity, picturing Christ ae a teacher whose 
day la past and who contributed lees to civilisation 
than did Mohamad. No protest from'Dr. Trueblood, nor 
from Dr. T uny Knoles, who shared the platform with him. 

The Baha'i magazine World Order of February, 1945 
reviewed Dr. Trueblood*s book. The Predicament of tbdern 
Man, pointing up his contention that present large church 
memberships are deceptive, many of the members merely 
giving, lip service to the principles and-practices of the 
church, with the result that so long aa this condition 
continues, we will be living in a "cut-flower" civiliza¬ 
tion, with the flower separated from its roots and source 
of strength, and doomed ultimately to die. World Order

new Prophet of God, who implanted directly within the 
Faith the seme spirit which Christ gave to Christianity 
and-Muhammad to Islam, at ths time of their founding and 
their greatest glory. Surely, if this be true the Baha'i 
Faith has a more dynamic impetus and a greater chance to 
bring the world back to religion than any new. variation 
of a weakened Christian Church." 

Everything ia grist for the Baha'i mill. World Order 
of May, 1947 notes that it ia interesting to see that 
UNESCO director Julian Huxley finds none of the religions 
of the world such aa Judaism, Christianity, Hinduism and 
Islam workable ee a philosophy for solving UNESCO's prob¬ 
lems since they are divisive rather than unifying, and 
therefore accepts humanism aa the beet working philosophy 
of UNESCO, which must be scientific, evolutionary and 
global. The article continues: "Baha’lo watoh UNESCO with 
great' interest...Surely UNESCO can be one means of in¬ 
creasing the light of seme of those candles which Abdul 
Baha eaya must burn with great brightness ere this unity 
is assured. In its plans we see a brightening of the 
candle which is 'unity of thought In world undertakings'

HOIDCAUST 

The greet fire of London, the Chicago fire, the San 
Francisco fire and earthquake—all will pale into insig¬ 
nificance in the lurid glare of the conflagration that 
will bring down the worldwide, mystical city of Babylon, 
in warning of which a prophetic fire alarm, sounded.by 
St. John the Divine in the 18th chapter of Revelation, 
has rung down the centuries. 

Eye-witness accounts of those historic spectacles 
serve as a composite preview of the supreme holocaust yet 
to come: they picture the swift sweep of disaster upon a 
populace preoccupied with its customary rounds of busanes 
and pleasure, the ensuing scenes of wholesale confusion, 
the stampede to ever-receding areas of safety, the frantic 
attempts to salvage personal effects, the losing battle 
of newsmen to hold their posts and maintain press cover¬ 
age of the catastrophe, and the wailing over a mounting 
toll of lives and property. 

Through the eyes of that prolific diarist Samuel 
Pepys we may view the London scene on the eve of the 
great fire of September, 1666, at vantage points shift¬ 
ing from the shops of small tradesmen and the popular 
playhouses of that day to the court of King Charles the 
Second, where the revelry in progress suggests that many 
in the king's retinue would welcome the opportunities far 
self-expression afforded by the present riotous "Jitterbug" 
era if granted another go at earthly life. The teen-age 
Duke of Monmouth, according to Pepys, "is the most skit¬ 
tish leaping gallant that ever I saw, always in action, 
vaulting or leaping or clambering." A citywide demonstra¬ 
tion of thanksgiving for victory over the Dutch at sea 
found the celebrants flinging fireworks and "mighty 
merry, smutting one another with candle grease and soot, 
till most of us were like devils." 

Pepys had just completed the refurnishing of his hose 
for the better display of his books, maps and pictures. 

On September 2nd: "Same of our mayds sitting up late last 
night to get things ready against our feast to-day .Jane 
called us up about three in the morning to tell us of a 
great fire they saw in the.City. So 1 rose and went to 
her window, and thought it to be on the back-eide of 
Marketlane at the farthest; but, being unused to such 
fires as followed, 1 thought it far enough off; and so 
went to bed again and to sleep...By and by Jane comes and 
tells me that she bears that above 300 houses have been 
burned down to-night by the fire we saw, and that it is 
now burning down all Piab-atreet, by London Bridge. So I 
made myself ready end walked to the Tower, and there got 
upon one of the high places. Sir J. Robinson's little son 
going up with me; and there I did see the houses at that 
end of the bridge all on fire, and an infinite great fire 
on this and the other side the end of the bridge. So with 
mj heart full of trouble, I down to the water-eide, and 
there got a boat and through the bridge, and there aaw a 
lamentable fire...Everybody endeavouring' to remove their 
goods, and flinging into the river or bringing them into 
lighters that lay off; poor people staying in their houses 
as long ae till the very fire touched them, and then run¬ 
ning into boats, or clambering from one pair of stairs by 
the water-eido to another..." 

There followed the packing and removal of Pepys’a own 
goods—his bags of gold, the ledgers pertaining to his 
post in the Navy Office, his costly silver plate and 
treasured bound-to-order books—to Join the mass evacu¬ 
ation of the raging inferno from which a blackened Londxi 
finally aserged when the flames flickered out for want of 
accessible houses to burn. It is recorded that thirteen 
thousand houses and eighty-nine churches lay in ashes, 
with damage amounting to ten million pounds. 

"About IX o'clock at night (Sunday, October 8, 1871) 

I was awakened by some masher of my family, who reported 
there was a terrible fire-to the south of our house," ran 
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the account written by Joseph Medill and quoted some 
tine ago by his grandson, Colonel Robert R. McCormick, 
in a radio address. "I Jumped up and looked out of the 
window and saw the whole heavens to the east and south 
lighted up as If it were day. 1 hastily dressed and 
started out to see the fire, never dreaming that it 
would cross the river. But to my horror, when I got to 
Randolph and Canal Streets, the fire had already reached 
the river. I stood among a great crowd that filled the 
bridge to a dangerous extent, and saw the flames jump, 
with a bound as it were, in sheets across the stream a 
couple of blocks south and ignite frame buildings and 
sheds, and push their way rapidly to the northeast. 

While X stood there the Madison Street bridge was all in 
flames...! became alarmed about the Tribune Building(thai 
at Madison and Dearborn). 1 found, however, that 1 could 
no longer reach it by moving eastward on Randolph Street. 

I saw the eaves and belfry of the old courthouse catch 
fire, and city and county officers and police and many 
citizens were carrying out and trying to save in wagons 
and in their arms papers and documents. The Jail was in 
the basement, end I heard a report that the Jailer had 
opened the doors and let all the prisoners loose to pre¬ 
vent them perishing in the flames...1 found the printers 
(at the Tribune Building) at work setting up the report 
of the fire as far as it had been prepared, and learned 
that all the reporters were out getting fire news...l 
could see people fleeing through the old cemetery at the 
head of Dearborn Street. 1 saw the wooden palings around 
the graves on fire and also masses of furniture, bedding 
and other property burn up. Over all this terrible scene 
was a sullen roar, much like one hears when close to Ni¬ 
agara Palls, but mixed with crackling sounds and cons tart, 
reverberations, loud as thunder, from falling walls and 
explosions, and could sse the great bnck buildings tum¬ 
bling and masses of flame thrown high in the air...The 
crashing end noise, and smoke and flames, and the retreat¬ 
ing of the people reminded am of the description of the 
Battle of Waterloo and the rout and confusion of Napoleon% 
army when it gave way. Shot and shell could not have been 
louder'or more terrific. Everyone about me likened the 
awful ecene to his fancy of the Judgment Day...About 7 
o'clock a pressman told me that they had attempted to go 
to press, but the basement was so hot that the rollers 
had melted into a mass and nothing could be done with 
them...so the printing of any papers containing an account 
of the great fire bad to be abandoned. But we continued to 
make a fight on the roof and in the front rooms to prevent 
the fire from getting in through the west and north window 
...About 8 o'clock...! went to the roof and told the men 
the battle was IobI; that we could not save the Tribune 
block. They were more dead than alive, and in one sense 
glad to get the order to retreat." 

The great Chicago fire took—Including the Tribune 
Building, the Federal Building with $2,000,000 in coin and 
paper in ite vaults, and the McCormick reaper works-^a 
toll of approximately 17,450 buildings and a money loss of 
$200,000,000; and rendered a hundred thousand people bone¬ 
less. Two hundred and fifty persons lost their lives. 

"Boys, looks like the end of the worldl" exclaimed 
Jack Barrett, City Editor of the San Francisco Examiner , 
minutes after the convulsive upheaval that struck the 
sleepy city by the Golden Gate in the early dawn of Apnl 
16, 1906, according to the eye-witness account given by a 
fellow newspaperman. Visiting celebrities, rudely awakzn- 
ed and routed out of the Palace Hotel to mingle with the 
panic-stricken thousands that fled into the streets, in¬ 
cluded the Metropolitan Opera Company. Enrico Caruso is 
said to have escaped in his nightshirt, vowing never to 
return. The reunion held in April by the "Late Watch", a 
group founded by the reporters who covered the disaster, 
la an annual reminder of San Francisco's ordeal. With the 
presses dislocated and news headquarters in shambles, at¬ 
tempts at normal operation were abandoned in favor of a 
morning edition on April 19, carrying the triple headline 
of the Examiner, the Chronicle and the Homing Call , 
printed in the plant of the Oakland Tribune across the 
bay—a slim and sketchy bulletin on the plight of the 


city battered by’ the quake and reduced to a charred 
skeleton by the fiery sequel. "Death and destruction 
have been the fate of San Francisco," it reported. 

"Shaken by e temblor at 5:13 o'clock yesterday morning, 
shock lasting 46 seconds, end scourged by flames that 
raged diametrically in all directions, the city is a 
mass of smouldering ruins." Thousands of homeless people 
were "making their way with their blankets and scant pro¬ 
visions to Golden Gete Park, The Presidio and the beech 
to find shelter. Everybody is preparing to leave the 
city, for the belief ia finn that San Francisco will be 
totally destroyed." 

A rising scale of misfortune end desolation regis¬ 
tered—in this third and last of the senes—400 lives 
lost, 29,188 buildings destroyed and a total lose of 
$350,000,000, with twenty insurance companies forced out 
of business. Yet in each instance a renovated city of 
better, more sanitary construction arose from the ruins 
of the old. 

The above scenes will be repeated and intensified a 
hundredfold when God's Judgment.rips through the glitter¬ 
ing web of makebelieve that makes great Babylon the fitr- 
eat city of them all to strike the "habitation of devils, 
the hold of every foul spirit and cage of every unclean 
and hateful bird...by whose sorceries all nations were 
deceived"; and In which will be found "the blood of 
prophete, and of saints, and of all that were slain 
upon the earth." 

The prophetic words of the Book of Revelation carry 
a true picture of the stronghold of global red dictator¬ 
ship that is in the making; for the reign of the Anti¬ 
christ, employing every ancient Babylonian device, can 
come only through a deliberate program of hot and cold 
wars, famines, massacres and assassinations; as well as 
financial, economic, physical and mental enslavement,and 
mongrel!zation induced for the destruction of the white 
race. 

Jn the face of documented proof of crime and deprav¬ 
ity in high places Babylon's Who's Who continues to give 
top billing to the betrayers of Christian civilization. 

But the handwriting is on the wall, and apprehensive 
recognition of it troubles the faceB of the conspirators 
even as Belshazzar's countenance changed when Judgment 
was pronounced, on the eve of disaster m Babylon of old. 

A guilty conviction that it's now or never may precipi¬ 
tate a crowning act of idolatry and blasphemy such as 
that foreshadowed in 11 Thessalomans, chapter 2, bring¬ 
ing the cup of iniquity to overflowing. God's judgment 
must strike swiftly after that. 

A cataclysm is forecast in Revelation, chapter 16: 

"A great earthquake, such as was not since men were upon 
the earth." So great, indeed, as to divide the city into 
three parts. The first edifice to topple and craah may be 
the glaesy-and-braasy U.N. Tower of Babel, resting so in¬ 
securely on the sands of deceit and treachery that even 
now it shifts and sways in the chill winds of adverse 
public opinion. Its lone religious symbol, the statue of 
the pagan god Zeus, will be shattered to bits and lost in 
the resulting debris. 

Fires breaking out simultaneously in all parte of the 
city will leap m fierce, crackling sheets of flame from 
one treasured Babylonian institution to another—the ec¬ 
clesiastical octopus, known as the Fellowship of Faiths, 
that fronts for the Synagogue of Satan; the great banking 
houses that flourish on an intricate system of usury, 
endless debt, and taxation to the point of confiscation; 
the bureaus staffed with planners dedicated to the econ¬ 
omics of scarcity, who reach far out into rural areas to 
clamp on price controls, order the plowing under of crops 
and the like; the forums of the "liberal" intelligentsia 
who have usurped the functions of tbs public schools to 
train the young Idea toward world government and an intar- 
racial society. 

All these institutions, highly inflammable by reason 
of their fraudulence, will burn like tinder in the holo¬ 
caust that will quickly engulf the entire city while the 
fleeing populace gathers afar off,clinging to a few sal¬ 
vaged possessions, notably hoarded gold that becomes 
worthless through the destruction of the Babylonian stand- 
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ards that had made it an all-powerful madium of exchange 
and maintained its psychological value even when with¬ 
drawn from private possession and replaced with paper. 
(See fifth chapter of the Epistle of St. James.) 

The Babylonian press, so warped by the practice.of 
slanting news and suppressing vital facts as to be in¬ 
capable of issuing an honest extra on the disaster even 
if left Intact, will have been reduced to ashes. For 
"Late Watch" bulletins on the fall of Babylon the public 
must turn to the inspired words of Bible prophecy! the 
kings of the earth bewail her, and lament for her when 
they see the smoke of her burning, standing afar off fbr 
fear of her torment. The merchants of the earth (most 
particularly the Rothschild bankers whose tribal patri¬ 
arch's watchword was "Permit me to issue and control the 
money of a nation, and I care not who makes its laws,” 
and the muxutions-makers and war-makers who trads across 
the battle-lines in the lives of our boys) shall weep and 
mourn over her; for no man buye their merchandise any 
more. 

When the flsmes have flickered out, when the heavy 
pall of smoke has lifted, and clean-up crews have cleared 
away the charred rubble of the Babylonian system devised 
by Satan for the overthrow of God’s kingdom and plan of 
salvation, the world can look forward confidently to the 
long reign of a righteous Christian peace. Nation (nation¬ 
al sovereignty re-enthroned) shall not lift up sword a- 
gainst nation. And they shall sit every man under his 
own vine and fig tree, and none shall make them afraid 
(private property right and the right to life and liber¬ 
ty affirmed). A Late Watch bulletin reads: "Great Bab¬ 
ylon came in remembrance before God, to give unto her 
the cup of the wine of the fierceness of His wrath."

tomette? —or on that of John Wilkes Booth, shot and 
killed, according to the official record, twelve days 
after the assassination of Abraham Lincoln, but persis¬ 
tently rumored to have escaped and lived for many years 
in the Southwest? Was it suicide or murder that took the 
lives of Crown Prince Rudolph of Austria and the Baron¬ 
ess Marie Vetsera in the royal hunting lodge at Meyer- 
ling? Did the Grand Duchess Anastasia survive, in the 
person of a forlorn, drifting refugee, the Bolshevik 
fury that supposedly wiped out the Czar and hie entire 
family in an Ekaterinburg cellar in the dawn of July 
17, 1918? 

Does Franklin D. Roosevelt’s casket, sealed against 
inspection and rushed to the grave in unseemly haste, 
hold the secret of his passing: whether in death from 
natural causes, suicide or assassination, or into en¬ 
forced seclusion? In any event those of us who listened 
to the radio broadcast of his last address to Congress 
and noted that his speech, toward the end, became less 
intelligible by the minute, could have little doubt that 
after twelve years of obedience to his Zionist masters 
he had become unfit for public display; and at the very 
opening of a new term of office. 

That he had served them well m granting United 
States recognition of the gangster regime of Soviet 
Russia, virtually 100$ Jewish, and in the betrayals of 
the American people at Cairo, Teheran and Yalta is a 
matter of record. It is in establishing the identity of 
the masterminds, their responsibility for global crimes 
and the satanic nature of their objectives that circum¬ 
stantial evidence and insolent confessions—even boast¬ 
ing—of guilt pile up to such a staggering, fantastic 
total that the benumbed public, whose very existence as 
a free people is at stake, is unable or unwilling to 
grasp its deadly import.

thrown down the gauntlet to the Rothschild international

"Permit me to issue and control the money of a nation," 
said wily old Mayor Anselm Rothachild, "and I care not wto 
makes its law3.?

The identical performances of Rathenau in Germany and 
Baruch 1 in the U.S.A. supply one of many glimpses we get 
of the 300-oan executive board running both sides of the

captioned a cover picture of the top man of the "Big 
Three" of the Cairo-Teheran-falta meetings, the stubborn 
facts (having to do with the criminal route by which Jo¬ 
seph Stalin rose to poweri "Stalin, always practical, 
undertook to make the Tsar finance the revolution. He 
organized a aeries of profitable holdups (called ’expro¬ 
priations*) of Imperial Bank trucks. One such attempt 
netted $75,000, resulted in the death of 20 people whai 
one of the comrades, in the heet of expropriation,tossed 
a bomb 1 . Besides, the expropriated bank notes had been in 
large (denominations, and all over Europe comrades (among 
them Soviet Foreign Vice Canni8aar. Maxim Lltvinoff) wore 
jailed for passing the hot money." The tribute paid by 
one of Jewry’s" top spokesmen, the late Rabbi Stephen 
Wise, to the Bolshevik revolution as one of the noblest 
achievements of his people is typical of many admissions 
on the highest authority of the Jswlehneaa of Comminism.

Tua reserved the cream of the grisly Joke Hr 
a footnote: "The Sverdlov ie named for Old Bolshevik 
Leader Takov Sverdlov, e crony of Lenin, and the man who 
m 1918 ordered the execution of Czar Nicholas II and his 
family." (The bullet-riddled, bsyonetted and clubbed vic¬ 
tims of this massacre being, of course, cousins of’ Queen 
Elizabeth.) 

All in all,./It seems as though her slater’s rumored 
wish to marry Royal Air Force Group Capt. Petor Townsend, 
once vividly described by a London newspaper as "the oily 
one of Princepa Margaret’s beaus with a chin in his pro¬ 
file," should be the least of the Queen's worries.

THE MOON CAN WAIT 

An A P dispatch from Montreal of August 12, 1955, 
headlined RIGHT TO OUTER SPACE NEW FROaLat, ran: "Join 
Cobb Cooper, authority on international air law and legal 
adviser to the International Air Transportation Associa¬ 
tion, today raised the question of ownership of outer 
space in connection with the proposed earth satellites. 
Cooper said nations should reach agreeraoit on how far the 
rights of all countries-extend above the earth's surface. 
Orbiting of even one satellite around the earth could in¬ 
volve both abstract and practical questions of interna¬ 
tional law not now covered, he told ah interviewer. If 
both the United States and the Soviet .Union sent up 
satellites, he said, the problas could be doubly serious." 

Thus Hr. Cooper struck the first Jarring note in the 
happy chorus with which the.prase hailed the cmdoorsaiiaat 
by the President of the United States of the Defense De¬ 
partment's "Project Vanguard" for launching an artificial 
moon 200 miles from the earth's surfaco; a chorus that 
started with speculation anent the man-made satellite and 
ended in conjuring up a vision of an American space ship 
landing precariously among the jagged mountains and <r*ga 
of the very moon itself. The contagion leaped the wide 
Atlantic at a bound. HAN IN THE MDON AIRKABT BORN? was the 
way the San Francisco Examiner headed an INS dispatch ftoa 
London: "British imagination ran rampant today follo wi ng 
the announcement that the United States plana to launch 
a satellite within two years. The News Ctoonicle's scien¬ 
tific editor commented: 'With the American announcement, 
we can say that the Columbus who will venture to the 
moon has already bean born.'" 

The Examiner gave front-page space to an artist's 
conception of the new-age Columbus clad in a weird Bpace- 
auit designed to maintain internal body pressures in the 
"weightless" void; and in an adjoining colusn played up 
the situation under the heading, U.S., RUSSIAN RACE TO • 
MOON FORESEE. Time Magazine of Sept. 19th forecasts tbs 
launching of from six to ten satellite "vehicles" in 1957 - 
195B, says any interested party can track them or pick up 
their radio signals, and quotes Dr. Homer B. Newell of the 
U.S. Naval Research Laboratory as saying, "The satellites 
will appear in their orbits ae a gift package fran the 
U.S. Department of Defense." We are not told who are the 
intended recipients of the gift—whether earth-chfellero 
or/and interplanetary visitors—or who is to be defended 
against whom. « 

All this seems to have some bearing on America's and 
Britain's Second Honeymoon with the U.S.S.R., for Corauv- 
I3t party chief Nikita Krushchev, still exuding the sweet¬ 
ness and light of the Geneva "sumit" talks, announced 
from Moscow that "if President Eisenhower's earth sat¬ 
ellites program is in the interests of mankind then the 
Soviet government is Aways prepared to support it." At tie 
same time Krushchev stated to U.S. Ambassador Charles E. 
Bohlen that the Iowa-Soviet farmer exchange was the big¬ 
gest thing that had happened since the end of World Warn 
—"in some ways even better than Geneva." 

Nowadays Moscow can be a smaller world than Capitol 
Hill according to an INS dispatch of Sept. It "A Republi¬ 
can senator (Malone of Nevada) and a Republican congress¬ 
man (Holt of California) were introduced to each other ftr 
the first time yesterday in—of all places—a Moscow hotel 
lobby. The chance meeting also provided an mining demon¬ 
stration of the Soviet drive to increase tourists' visits 
to Russia. Malone and Holt are only two of the American 
visitors who have been streaming into the city this simmer ' 
...At a reception at the Jugoslav embassy last night Use 
senator, an engineer by training, chatted amiably with two 


Russian engineers who have Bede good in politics. They 
were Deputy Premier laser Kaganovich and Former Frasier 
Georgi Malenkov."(Loa Angeles Herald &&Brese. Sept. 1,1955- ) 

Time Magazine of Sept. 19 reports cm the British- 
Soviet phase of) the Second Bcneymocn: "At the seaside 
resort of Bl a c k pool in industrial Lancashire, Soviet Am¬ 
bassador Jacob A. Malik found an unlikely path to the 
heart of the British aasses. Be pulled a silver-handled 
switch, turning on 450,000 colored lights that run for 
seven miles and 1 cause illtzxinated tableaux, moving fig¬ 
ures and patriotic portraits to glitter brilliantly 
against a background of 50 miles of electric bulbs. The 
lights are the pride of the working class of Lancashire, 
and the wily Soviet ambassador praised lights, people, 
town, county, aiwl even allowed that the celebration was 
not unlike certain Soviet celebrations before crying, 

'Lang live light!' to the cheers of the crad." 

So, dazzled by the sweetness and neon-light of the 
Second Honeymoon, we arrive right on schedule at the 
milestone forecast by Dlmetry A. Manuilsky (destined to 
preside over the 1949 sessions of the United Nations Se¬ 
curity Council)] when 1,0 bold the Lenin School of Political 
Warfare in Moscow’in 1930: "War to the hilt between Com¬ 
munism and Capitalism is inevitable. Today, of course, we 
are not strong enough to attack. Our time will case in 20 
or 30 years. To] win we shall need the element of surprise. 

So we shall 
begin by launching the most spectacular peace movement 
on record.

If we are to 
learn from all this we should have a real investigation 
to find out just how much the Russians are using of our 
war potential for manufacturing special mechanized parts 
and then having them shipped to Guatemala or Brazil for 
reshipient back to Russia behind the Iron Curtain. I have 
reason to believe that many highly technical devices such 
as radar and electronic parts could easily be made here 
and later assembled in Russia.

(Herb Caen: "Big Ben Swig flew to Houston this 
wk, for his firBt look at the 12 million bux worth of bldgs 
he bought last wk.—sight unseen!"..."Ben Swig surprised 
the money players by unloading his big block of Hilton 
Hotel stock.") Between times Big Ben rolls out the rad 
carpet for U.N. dignitaries, presides at Jewish fund-rais¬ 
ing banquets and is chairman of "brotherhood" publicity 
stunts. He has occasional set-backs, as when he was called 
to account on delinquent tax warrants dating over a span of 
years and when his Pairmont Hotel liquor licenses were sus¬ 
pended on a charge of selling intoxicating beverages to 
minors. But he always weathers the storm and columnist 
Herb Caen continues to exclaim, "Ah,that Ben!" in rapt ad¬ 
miration.

When the Nitla. the Pinta and the Santa Haria dropped 
anchors off the outlying islands of a nsw continent and 
Columbua leaped to the wrong conclusion in identifying 
the welcoming cosmittee as natives of India, one of his¬ 
tory's great dramas broke on the crest of a wave of the 
Age then at high tide—the Water Age, the age of maritime 
exploits and discoveries, the age of steam and water pow¬ 
er. History was made by Columbus, Cabot, Amerigo Vespucci, 
Magellan, Vasco da Gama, Leif Ericson, Balboa, Hudson, 

Sir Francis Drake; and by Robert Fulton, whose Clermont 
deserves to share the immortal glory of the Mayflower, 
the Golden Hind . Old Ironsides, and Admiral Nelson's 
flagship Victory . 

It was the age that saw the Christian gospel carried ■ 
by missionaries over the world's water routes "from 
Greenland's icy mountains to India's coral strand." In 
the dying glow of the preceding fiery age, symbolized by 
the Pillar of Fire and by embers and burnt offerings on 
sacrificial altars, Christ had ushered in the new age as 
He walked on the waves of Galilee and was baptized in the 
waters of Jordan. 

Familiar hymns, ballads, patriotic songs and literature 
of all types have struck the keynote of the age. The Chris¬ 
tian, embarking on life's tempestuous sea with Jesus as the 
Pilot, is ever ready to throw out the lifeline to some sink¬ 
ing soul, and ,he is pledged to keep the lower lights of the 
Father's Lighthouse burning. His last, great hope le voiced 
by Tennyson: "Sunset and evening star, and one clear call 
for,me! And may there be no moaning of the bar when I put 
out to sea..." Columbia is the. gem of the ocean. When we 
sing the Star-Spangled Banner we stand with Francis Scott 
Key on the British frigate Surprise , straining to discern 
Old Glory still waving over Fort McHenry. Our Ship of 
State, carrying legacies from the Mayflower Compact and 
the charters and constitutions of the various Colonies,and 
ironclad by Supreme Court ruling, is a Christian vessel ftoo 
stem to stern. Adventure on the high seas, pirate treasure, 
exploration and discovery—these were the themes of muchof 
the literature of the past several centuriSB. To such clas¬ 
sics as Robinson Crusoe and Treasure Island on the book¬ 
shelves of young readers were added ssemingly-endless 
senes of salty yarns by lesser 19th-century authors, one 
of the most prolific being Oliver Optic, who, starting nth 
Outward Bound , repeatedly sent a fictitious academy ship 
"Young America", manned by its students, on entertainingly 
educational tours of foreign lands. 

The path of empire was by way of the sea. It was 
streaked by the dark current of the Nsgro slave traffic, 
infested by buccaneers and strewn with the wreckage left 
by two great powers struggling for mastery. The question of 
naval supremacy was settled when Drake's fleet and a raging 
storm battered the Invincible Armada to bits. Britannia 
ruled the waves; and when, in the course of time, an ideo¬ 
logical threat arose across tha Channel where godless, 
subversive forces carrying legacies from the ancient.out¬ 
moded Age of Fire on the altars of Baal, and flying red 
colors more sinister than any piratical black banner 
ever seen on the Spanish Main, had scuttled tha French 
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ship of state, it was God's great human instrument and 
one of England's greatest sons, John l.'ealey, who placed 
a steadying hand on the helm and brought Britannia through 
the atora- 

Hany brave souls slept in the deep or—m the vernac¬ 
ular of the sea—in Davy Jones's locker. Poetry and‘song 
took note of the drama of human destiny that so often 
sent the voyager, carrying sealed orders, to a destination 
other than the one intended, Por Columbus it was a new land. 
Others vanished in the mist of an unknown fate. The wife 
of the governor of North Carolina never completed a voyage 
undertaken in 1612 to visit and brighten the miserable lot 
of a man without a country, her father, Aaron Burr. The 
mystery that closed in on Theodosia Burr Alston was never 
solved. 

Now and then the press carries reminders of historic 
maritime exploits or tragedies. In 1937 excitement ran 
high in the San Prsncisco Bay area over the discovery— 
and the question of authenticity—of a grime-encrusted 
brass plaque that named the region Nova Albion and, ever 
the name of Francis Drake, claimed it for her majesty. 
Queen Elizabeth of England. We are told that Admiral Nel¬ 
son's Victory is still afloat and used as a training ship 
for British naval officers. In July, 1955, a 51,000toward 
was offersd for finding the U.S. ironclad ram Monitor that 
foundered off Cape Katteraa ten montha after fighting to 
a draw with the Confederate Morrimac on March 9, 1862, a 
battle that marked a turning-point in naval history; for 
as a result of this test of ironclads against wooden ves¬ 
sels the navies of the world had to be rebuilt. The news 
of 1952 recorded the death of Commander C.H. Ugh toller, 
last surviving officer of the ill-fated Titanic . 

The name Titanic evokes a sense of the shudder of 
horror that shook the world at the news of a disaster 
that took a toll of more than 1500 lives. The scene on 
board, as the ship plowed on through the night,presnted 
in miniature the gay, war-free world of 1912—from top 
specimens of the Pour Hundred and unassuming tourists In 
holiday mood to veteran card-sharps intent cn plying their 
trade. The dinner menu had featured out-of-season luxuries. 
The band played the popular ragtime of the day. A poker 
game was in progress. When tragedy struck and the giant 
liner went down the band was playing "Nearer, my God, to 
Thee". The call for assistance, "CQD, CQD, CQD",flashed 
from the wirelese following the iceberg's grinding im¬ 
pact. It ie recorded that an assistant opeiwtor urged, 

"Send SOS. It's a new call and this may be your last 
chance to send it." And so the SOSI of a later period 
carried the frantic appeal that brought the Carpathia to 
the rescue of the survivors in the lifeboats. 

Among these were the bride of Col. John Jacob Astor, 
the former Madeleine Porce,and "Lucille" (Lady Duff Gor¬ 
don), the fashionable dress-designer, then at the peak 
of her vogue. Among those who went down with the ship 
were the captain, who was making hla last voyage before 
retiring, hundreds of steerage immigrants, end such well- 
known people as Col. Astor, Issdor Strauss and wife, 

George Widener and Major Archibald Butt, aide to Pres¬ 
idents Taft and Theodore Roosevelt; and William T.Stead, 
journalist, psychical scientist and associate'of Sir Oli¬ 
ver Lodge and Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, one long accustomed 
to contemplate and anticipate the sunset crossing of tbe 
Bar. 

Out of the misfortunes of those who follow the see 
arose that indispensable and durable institution, Lloyd's 
of London. According to The Romance of Lloyd's by Worslcy 
and Griffith, tho giant linerB of today are insured under 
a policy expressed in the phrases which have come down'■to 
ue from the time of Charles II. Lloyd's, incidentally,1s 
credited with causing the decline of the slave traffic, 
which was recognized as a legitimate branch of business 
with a legal ruling that if a slave "destroys himself 
through despair, which often happens", it should be re¬ 
garded as a natural death: Underwriters at Lloyd's "re¬ 
fused to pay losses on a cargo of slaves whom the master 
of the ship had thrown overboard on account of an outbreak 
of smallpox, to whioh tbe conditions of slave-carrying 
rendered them liable. The case was carried to the High 
Court, and created a great public sensation. The conditio® 
of this appalling action were ghastly enough to strike the 
9^4 wh0 heard it. even at a time not re¬ 
markable for indulgence in tbe finer sentiments. The 
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outbreak of public indignation was so intense that it 
was one of the most important steps in the' agitation 
which led to the abolition of the slave trade and the 
emancipation of the negro." 

The news of the year.1952, covering the death of the 
last surviving officer of the Titanic , also noted that of 
John Thomas Moore,.last surviving witness to the opening 
event of a new age at Kitty Hawk, North Carolina, when 
the Wright brothers succeeded in getting their home-made, 
rickety crate off the ground and launched m the first 
sustained, powered flight. Lloyd's of London has capably 
adjusted business negotiations to the current transition 
from the ebbing Water Age to the Age of Aviation, of jet 
propulsion, supersonic speed and radio coununication, 
for danger lurks on the skyways as it always has in the 
ocean depths', and the passenger's ticket is too often 
stamped by fate, "destination unknown". This year marks 
the 17th anniversary of the attempt at an around-the- 
world flight that carried Amelia Earhart into the silence 
of a mystery unsolved to thie day. Echoes of the crash 
against Medicine Bow Peak, Wyoming, of an airliner carty- 
ing 66 persons to their deaths—the worst comnerclal- 
sviation tragedy in U.S. history—have not yet died fran 
today's headlines. But for the Christian the ultimate 
destination is never unknown and his watchword is, in the 
words of Tennyson, "I hope to see my Pilot face to face 
when I have crossed the bar." 

The drama of many lives converging to one rendezvous 
with destiny gains in mystery when reservations for the 
Journey are found to have been signed, sealed and deliv¬ 
ered a lifetime in advance. Our nation was in the early 
throes of the Depression, Herbert Hoover was president, 
the present Queen of England was a youngster seemingly 
far removed from succession to the throne and disastrous 
U.S. recognition of Russia's bloody Soviet regime was 
still in the-future when a prizefighter named Frank Cam- 
illi, who used the ring name Frankie Campbell, went down 
in a San Francisco bout with Max Baer and died shortly 
after, leaving a widow and unborn son. Prominent citizens, 
feeling a responsibility, raised funds and secured for the 
boy an appointment to West Point. In the succeeding march 
of events the New Deal came to power, an English king ab¬ 
dicated and his brother was crowned, a second world war 
wbb fought, from which emerged the United Nations Charter, 
and American boys were shipped to Korea to fight an inter¬ 
national "police action" that they were forbidden to win. 

At the close of the 1951 Christmas holidays in the San 
Francisco area nineteen cadets hitch-hiked their way on 
a C-l*7 transport plane en route back to West Point and 
all were lost when the plane crashed in the mountains of 
Arizona. A spread of their portraits in the San Francisco 
Examiner showed an outstanding representation of the flows- 
of American youth. Among them waa Cadet Sgt. Francis C. 
Camilli, aged 22, who had picked up the long-standing res¬ 
ervation for hie lost Journey right on echedule. 

In the news on New Year's Day, 1952, this disaster 
shared front-page space with tbe announcement that the 
Chinese reds, in the long-drawn-out truce talks at Panmun- 
Jom, were at last ready to bare the fate of 50,000 U.N. 
prisoners; and an INS dispatch from Washington ran: "Sen¬ 
ator Longer, Republican of North Dakota, critic of econ¬ 
omic aid to Europe, today asked that two lanterns be hung 
in the belfry of Boston's old North Church to warn of the 
approach of the Queen Mary and Prime Minister Churchill. 
Longer made public a telegram to the pastor of the church, 
recalling the 'British are coming' signal which touched off 
Paul Revere'a historic ride..." Churchill duly arrived and, 
after a round of talks with President Truman and Pentagon 
and State Department officials, got down to cases in'private 
conference with his old friend, the "unofficial president" 
of the United States, Bernard M. Baruch, in the latterte 
luxurious home. Almost simultaneously Rep'. John T. Wood,' 
Republican of Idaho, addressed a nationwide committee or¬ 
ganized for that purpose, saying, "the United States must 
get rid of this noisome hodge-podge at the earliest possible 
moment," - - referring to the U. N, 

It was a momentous year on both sides of the Atlantic. 
The death of King George 71 brought a second Queen Eliza¬ 
beth to the throne of England, summoning her from the 
Jungle environs of Nairobi, Kenya, intne opening stage 
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of a scheduled tour of the diminishing British Qnpire. 

An international cabal captured the Republican'party and 
gave us for Secretary of State an advocate of world gov¬ 
ernment, John Poster Dulles, one peculiarly fitted from 
a pseudo-religious standpoint to assist a piratical 
boarding party to haul down the Stars and Stripes and 
scuttle our ship of state. These self-appointed arbiters 
of our destiny will allow no other solution of our prob- * 
lem of the rising tide of color that results from the 
old, iniquitous slave traffic than to absorb it-into our 
own racial bloodstream; while, in a stunning reversal of 
the traditional course of empire, Britain, once the proud- 
ruler of the waves, is being flooded by a well-financed 
invasion—both by sea and by air—of Jamaican blacks, 
resulting, according to Birmingham city police, in "the 
most revolting vice racket the country has over known."

TO SUPPORT ISRAEL" —Congressman James Roosevelt urges the 
House Foreign Affaire Committoo to adopt a resolution to 



provide for the immediate posting of U.N. patrols along 
the borders and neutral zones of Kiddle East countries 
wherever armed conflict is threatened, and calling for 
a positive declaration by the government of the United 
States that armed invasion of Israeli soil would result 
in complete military support of Israel by U.S. forces. 

This explosive situation has been long in the making. 
The fuse was lighted early in the present century. The 
magazine Jewish Life of March, 1953 carries a refresh¬ 
er on Theodore Herzl and Zionism: for help in seizing 
Palestine for a Jewish state he contacted (a) the Sultan 
of Turkey, who turned him down, which, Jewish Life says, 
"may be one of the reasons why the Turkish feudal ruling 
class and His Sultanic Majesty .went out of business as 
a ruling class"} (b) the German Kaiser, but the Germans 
thought they could do better with other allies, a de¬ 
cision, Jewish Life suggests, they had later reason to 
regret; (c) the Russian Czar, who would make no such 
deal, and Jewish Life Bays: "Maybe that's one reason why 
the tsarist ruling class is out of business as a ruling 
class." England and the United States proved more amen-' 
able and the taor&l of the story seems to be that these 
two great officially-Christian nations ought to be very 
happy with their bargain. . 

The reward to the Zionists of America for bringing 
the United States into the first World War on the side 
of England rather than that of Censany was the Balfour ' 
Declaration in favor of granting the Jews a home in Pal¬ 
estine. The sequel was tbs violent seizure of the Holy 
land by veterans of red revolution, descendants of the 
Asiatic Khazare who were inoculated with the poison of 
the Babylonian Talmud by the devil's agents who, on the 
authority of Jesus, compass sea and land to make one 
proselyte and in so doing make turn two-fold more the 
child of hell than themselves. The demoniac cruelties of 
the Jewish terrorists in Palestine fully justify Christas

The recurrent bark of guns on the and Gaza strip, 
where a quarter-million evicted Arabs huddle in privation 
and misery, is the logical aftermath of years of terror¬ 
ism on the 'part of these usurpers who pose as "Israel" 

—assassinations, explosive traps, bombings and all 
manner of infernal devicec designed to make the land too 
hot to hold its British custodians, accomparued'by illeg¬ 
al entry of Jewish immigrants by the thousands. The Holy 
Land became a vast battlefield, leced with baroed wire 
and drenched with blood. In e complicated campaign that 
might have been designated Operation Hands-Across-the- 
Sea, and in defiance of Title IE, Section 960 of the U.S. 
Criminal Code setting a fine up to *3,000 or a prison 
term up to three years, or both, to be imposed on anyone 
within the United States "who knowingly begins or sate on 
foot, or provides the means for, or furnishes the money 
for or takes part in any military or naval expedition or 
enterprise to be carried on from thence against the ter¬ 
ritory or dominion of any foreign prince or state or of 
any colony, district or people with whom the United a. ates 
is at peace," American Zionists and their non-Jewxsh dupes 
aided and abetted the Palestine underground in ams-rumong, 
illegal entry, and violent demonstrations of revolt. On 
April 23, 1947 Viscount Hall, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
said in London that American financial backera of the Jew¬ 
ish underground were responsible with terrorists in Pal¬ 
estine for "wicked loss of British lives.” 

A UP dispatch from Haifa, Palestine on July 19, 1947 
ran (underlining added): "British seamen boarding the 
illegal immigrant ship President Warfield injured fatally 
one American and arrested three othere in a 2^-hour battle 
it was disclosed today. The dead American was First Hate 
William 3emstein. 24, Los Angeles, who succumbed to a 
fractured skull after he wae removed to a Haifa government 
hospital. Americans arrested were the ship's captain,Ber¬ 
nard Harks, of New Tork City and Ohio; and Seamen Cyril 
Weinstein and Arthur Stanley Ritzer. both of Brooklyn. 

They had tried to run the President Warfield, a former 
Chesapeake Bay ferry, carrying about 4,500 illegal immi¬ 
grants, through the British blockade which prevents more 
than a limited number of Jews from entering Palestine." 
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The long train of violence was luridly highlighted 
by the assassination m Cairo in November, 1944, of 
Lord Moyne, British Resident Minister in the Middle 
East, by two members of.the Stern Gang; by the blowing 
up, in July, 1946, of the Xing David Hotel in Jerusalem, 
used as an office housing.the Secretariat of the Pales¬ 
tine Government and British.Army headquarters, taking a 
toll of 92 dead and 45 injured—the'lrgun Zvai Leumi ad¬ 
mitting responsibility for the crime and claiming the 
prior consent and approval of the Hagenah Command; the 
killing in 1947 of two British soldiers and the wounding 
of eight others by a booby trap on an underground cable 
they were attempting to repair on the outskirts of Jeru¬ 
salem, terrorists having' out the cable and installed the 
booby trap;^the kidnapping of two young British sergeants 
whose presence on the scene was simply in the line of 
duty in carrying out Britain's assignment under a League 
of Nations mandate over the Holy Lanh. An AP dispatch of 
July 31, 1947 reported: "The blackened and bloody bodies 
of the two 20-year-old sergeants, Clifford Hartin and 
Mervyn Paice, who were seized as hostages by Irgun Zvai , 

Leumi nearly three weeks ago, were found today swinging 
at the end of nooses in a eucalyptus grove south' of Nir . ’ 
tanya. A booby trap exploded.and scattered bits of'flesh . 
for 100 yards when the first body was cut' down." Time . 
of August 11, 1947 stated that Mthey died slowly’, by 
clumsy strangulation." “ 

On August 22, 1947 Britain ignored urgent Jewish 
appeals to the United States, Russia and Prance and car¬ 
ried out her threat to ship 4,360 defiant Jewish refugees 
to Germany unless they landed'in southern France before 
the' transports proceeded to British-occupied Hamburg. An 
AP dispatch from Hamburg, Germany, the following Septem¬ 
ber 9 ran: "British troops emptied the last of three 
transporte which brought the 'Exodue 1967* Jews to Ger¬ 
many after a pitched battle today. The soldiers used 
fire hoses and clubs. The Jews fought with such impro¬ 
vised weapons as broken bottles and sticks tipped with 
barbed wire and razor blades...Thus was completed another 
phase of the odyssey which began July 10 when the Jews 
made-a futile attempt to reach Palestine aboard the Ex¬ 
odus 1947 from the port of Sete, France.” A London Daily 
Express dispatch added that "wildcat Jewesses" urged their 
menfolk to' attack the British with knives and bottles. Jews 
yelled at the British, "You are the new Nazisl You are worse 
than Hitlert” 

In November of that year the United Nations approved a 
plan to partition Palestine. Jews here and abroad were ju¬ 
bilant, the Arabs bitter and threatening a "holy war". 
Hostilities developed into full-scale war that raged on 
through the year 1943, with the troops and armored forces 
of Egypt, Syria, Lebanon, Trans-Jordan, Iraq and Saudi «- 
rabia involved. , 

Jewish terrorism was stepped up. An AP dlepatch of 
3, 1943 from Wolverhampton, England stated: "A parcel post 
bomb today killed the younger brother of Captain Hoy Ferrary 
a British war hero whom the Jewish underground has sworn to 
hunt down 'to the end of the world'." The bomb was ad¬ 
dressed to him. His brother Rex took the full explosive 
charge in the abdomen when he unwrapped a hollowed-out 
volume of Shakespeare's plays containing the death trap. 
Scotland Yard, mindful of a previoua widespread but un¬ 
successful explosive letter plot against cabinet members 
and other prominent Britons, moved into the case icmediate- 
ly. AP, May 11: "Published'rumors of a Jewish underground 
plot to sssossinate or kidnap Princess Elizabeth during ha- 
visit to Paris this week are reported under French police 
study today.” Another AP dispatch on the same day stated: 

"A foot-long bomb was delivered by mail today to the coun¬ 
try home of General Sir Evelyn Barker, former British com¬ 
mander in Palestine, Home Office experts announced. A 
servant became suspicious and called Scotland Yard. Gen¬ 
eral Barker was put on the Stem Gang's death list in 
November, 1946, shortly after he had written a letter for¬ 
bidding British troops to fraternize with Jews and declar¬ 
ing the best way to punish them for terrorist acts was 'by 
striking at their pockets and showing our contempt for them.'" 

These events were followed within a few days by President 
Truman's surprise recognition of the newly-born State of Is- 
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rael, shortly after the six-pointed Star of David flag 
was raised in Jewish appropriation of the Holy Land. 

The Arab-Jewish war mounted in fury and engulfed Je¬ 
rusalem. In the news of May 21, 19 A8, headlined JERUSALEM 
TOTTERS UNDER ARAB ATTACX, it was announced that the Unit¬ 
ed Nations had named Swedish Count Folke Bemadotte med¬ 
iator to work out a peaceful settlement of rival claims. 

The dally run of the news thereafter showed Bemadotte 
treading a hazardous path of diplomacy across the mined 
and barbed-wire-entangled terrain of the globe’s leading 
hot spot. 

Count Bemadotte said he would offer his peace pro¬ 
posals for Palestine to the United Nations Assembly when 
it convened in Paris September 21. On September 17 he and 
Col. Andre Serot, a.French aide, were assassinated in Je- , 
rusalem by four men in Jewish uniforms, 'presumably members 
of the Stern Gang. Col. Frank Begley, who was at the wheel 
of the Count's sedan and whose face was seared by gunpowdar 
burns, said: "It was planned and deliberate. They knew we 
would have to come back that way from Government House and 
they were ready. The trigger men are probably holed up now 
in the Stern compound in Jerusalem. Jewish authorities have 
promised a cleanup but it’s up to them to make good, and 
what will the United Nations 'do? Slap the Jews' wrist with 
a powder puff?" 

An INS dispatch stated: "Among United Nations personnel 
there was a feeling of sharp concern over the manner in 
which the Israeli government, press and radio waged a cam¬ 
paign of scathing criticism against Bemadotte's mission 
since June. They pointed to posters on the walla of Israeli 
buildings showing a caricature of Bemadotte being booted 
out of Israel and to editorial attacks, some of which ap¬ 
peared on the day of his assassination." 

The net result of this crime wasthat Ralph Bunche, 
Bemadotte's successor, profiting by tbe lesson thus 
learned, ironed out the disputes to Israel's satisfac¬ 
tion, was awarded the Nobel peace prize, showered with 
many other awards, medals and honorary degrees and given 
a United Nations post. 

In the meantime the British lion, singed by incessant 
gunfirs, dynamited, booby-trapped, and scarred from mane to 
tail, had had enough and retreated to the isles of home to 
lick his wounds. An AP dispatch from Haifa, Israel, June 
30, 19L8 stated: "The remaining handful of British troops 
began early today their final evacuation from Palestine. 

Lt. Gen. Hugh A. MacMillan, conmander of British troops m 
Palestine, issued a proclamation formally ending Britain's 
military jurisdiction in the Holy Land at midnight tonight. 
Then, for the first time since Viscount Allenby marched into 
Palestine during World War I, Britain's military occupation 
will be at an end. It was apparent that angry feelings be¬ 
tween Briton and Jew would persist right to the end. As a 
parting gesture Jewish officials here invited Gen. MacMillan 
to luncheon today. But the intended love feaet was a washout 
because of the daring theft of three British tanks last nigtt. 
—army sources said MacMillan promptly canceled his plans to 
attend the luncheon when told of the tank theft. Three Cram- 
well medium tanks—considered among the British Army's best ' 
—were dnvsn out of Haifa Airport hangar early today. Sur¬ 
prised guards chased the tanks as they smashed through the 
airport fence. Only one was recovered. It was abandoned." 

Earlier in the year, March 7» Zionist leaders announced 
a pact by which the three Jewish fighting forces—Haganah, 
Irgun Zvoi Leumi and the Stern Gang—would merge under a 
single high command to create an army for the new Jewish 
state. Huge ads, sponsored by Americans For Haganah, ap¬ 
peared in American newspapers to urge support of Israel's 
brave army: "Kelp us win America's full support for Haganah 
...Fill out and mail the coupon below—and get your clubs 
and associates to Join!" On the National Council of Americans 
For Haganah',’ Inc. were (mark the namea and remember Title IB, 
Section 960 of the United States Criminal Code): Bartley C. 
Crum, Eddie Cantor, Senator Herbert Lehman, Senator Robert 
Wagner, Sumner Welles, William O'Dwyer, Philip Murray,and, 
among others, Benjamin Swig, perennial chairman for the 
sale of Israel bonds and other aid-to-Israel projects,and 
would-be autocrat of San Francisco. 

Now these congenital aliens are doing business again 
at the same old stand. Rallies are held on the steps of 


city halls across the nation to drum up intervention 
to rescue the state of Israel. 

Christ said in His parable of the tares and the 
wheat: "Let both grow together until the harvest, and 
in the time of harvest I will say to the reapers,'Gatho- 
ye together first the tares, and bind them in bundles to 
bum them, but gather the wheat into my barn.'"

Associated Press, Jerusalem, December 12: "Israeli 
troops' staged a night attack on Syrian positions over¬ 
looking the northeast shore of the Sea of Galilee. Major 
Dan Gov, army spokesman, said today they killed fifty 
Syrians and captured about thirty." 

United Press, Cairo, December 15: "Prime Minister 
Gamal Abdel Nasser announced Egypt wae informing the 
United Nations today that Egypt and Syria will attack 
Israel on two fronts if there xe 'any further Israeli 
aggression.' The virtual ultimatum brought the Middle 
East crisis to one of ite most critical points since the 
Palestine fighting stopped six years ago." 

, Thus Jerusalem and its environs become increasingly 
a "cup of trembling" and a "burdensome stone for all 
people." In the march of events in these past bix years 
can be heard the echoing centuries-long tread of two op¬ 
posite forces—those of Christ and those of Antichrist 
—headed for an inevitable Armageddon in the near or the 
far future. The past is as yesterday in a hundred in¬ 
stances that turn up daily in the news. "Ghoet of the 
Crusades!" was the flashy title, twenty years ago, of an 
item in a Strange As It Seems series that ran in the Oak¬ 
land Tribune: "Nomad African warriers of the Sudan wear 
the same armor and carry the some swords that Christian 
crusaders of the Kiddle Agee took to the Holy land." 

Evidences of the Christian's crusading instinct to 
hold the gains of civilization against seductive opposite 
trends toward destruction and corruption are noted many 
times in the day-by-day entries of that prince of diar- 
lBts, Samuel Pepys. The overall picture of hie engaging 
weakness for fancy dress,, for impressing hie eseoclates 
with the sumptuous appointments of his home, for casting 
up the year>8 gains in terms of hi3 hoard of gold and 
evidences of royal favor, is impressively highlighted 
by an abiding concern for national honor, honest busi¬ 
ness dealings, and for the welfare of the nation's 
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children of high and low degree. And Pepys, too, could 
sense the echo of ancient history in the events of the 
modem world of the Seventeenth Century. 

Upon a pilgrimage to the rustic home of hie childiood 
Pepys wrote, July 14, 166?: "And bo the women and W. Hewer 
and I walked upon the Downes, where a flock of sheep was; 
and the most pleasant and innocent sight that ever X saw 
in my life. He find a shepherd and his little boy reading, 
far from any houses or sight of people, the Bible to him) 
so I made the boy read to me, which he did, with the farced 
tone that children do usually read...and I find he (the 
father) had been a servant m my cozen Pepys’8 house,and 
told me what was become of their old servants. He did con¬ 
tent himself mightily in my liking of his boy’s reading, 
and did bless God for him the most like one of the old 
patriarchs that evsr I saw in my life, and it brought 
those thoughts of the old age of the world in my mind for 
two or three days after." 

And, on May 14, 1667’ "To my Lord Chancellor's,where 
I met Mr. Povy, expecting the coming of the rest of the 
Commissioners for Tangier. Here I understand how the two 
Dukes, both the only sons of the Duke of York, are sick 
even to danger, and that on Sunday last they were both 
so ill as that the poor Duchess was in doubt which would 
die first...And it was pretty to observe how, when my Lord 
sent down to St. J ernes’s to see why the Duke of York come 
not, and Mr. Povy, who went, returned, my Lord Chancellor 
did ask, not how the Princes or the Dukes do, as other 
people do, but ’How do the children?' which methought was 
mighty great, and like a great man and grandfather. I find 
everybody mightily concerned for theee children, as a mat¬ 
ter wherein the State is much concerned that they ahould 
live." (Mithin a few days the little' Duke of Kendal,aged 
ten months, succumbed, and the following month the older 
child also.) 

The American rank-and-file that anxiously awaited 
reassuring news from the White House in the days preced¬ 
ing the passing of Calvin Coolidge Jr; responded with 
sympathetic grief to the president’s cry that "When he 
went the power and glory of the presidency went with him," 

This is so characteristic of civilization that the 
spectacle of the representatives of Christian nations 
clasping, at the "sunmit", the bloody hands of Soviet 
barbarians whose evil reign has butchered, tortured, 
corrupted or debauched every child it ever touched, is 
simply staggering. It staggers the imagination to picture 
officials of the British government welcoming envoys of 
the Soviet Union aooard the cruiser Svardlov. named for 
the Bolshevik leader who, in 1918 ordered the execution of 
Czar Nicholas XI and his family; the clubbed and bullet- 
riddled victims of this massacre including the frail, 
aickly little Czarevitch, being cousins of the British 
royal family. The Czar had abdicated months before. He 
was out of the royal picture. The Bolshevik butchers were 
Just tired of having them around. 

It makes you wonder if a radical brand of journalists 
in England today, planning toward eventual world-government, 
have caught the virus. A writer in the New Statesman and 
Nation, determined to see lose of royal prestige in an un¬ 
happy romance that he terns a "royal soap opera", relieved 
his mind In this fashion last October: "There probably are 
quite a lot of people—more than might be supposed—who, 
like myself, feel that another newspaper photograph of a 
member of the royal family will be more funny than they 
can bear: even Princess Anne, a doubtless estimable child, 
becomes abhorrent by constant repetition. Already she has 
that curious characteristic gesture of limply holding up 
Her hand to acknowledge applause..." Why pick on pretty 
little Princess Anne? Is he tired of seeing her and,perhaps, 
the heir to the throne, around? It is hard to believe that 
true Britons will echo his callous sentiments. If the feel¬ 
ing is widespread England has surely deteriorated since the 
year 1667 when my Lord Chancellor, like a grandfather,asked 
so solicitously, "How do the children?" 

Surely the Great Day of Accounting, the great "Day of 
the Lord", cannot be far away, as 1955 draws to a close in 
the lurid light of creeping.Soviet domination of the globe

DEEP FREEZE 

As the new year dawns on a troubled world icy drafts 
sweop into the news from the polar enow-capa north and 
south. Apprehensive speculation increases relative to the 
distance in hours over a polar route from Russia to the 
United States as the Jet bomber flies. With the departure 
last October of an armada of ships carrying supplies and 
equlpsent, the Navy took the wraps off the United States- 
Canadlan sky-watch project DEW (distant early warning) 
requiring an arc of semi-automatic radar stations stretch¬ 
ing 3000 milee from Alaska to Greenland along the Arctic 
Circle.' News dispatches from the opposite end of the earth 
report the progress of "Operation Deep Freeze" led by Rear 
Admiral Richard E, Byrd m search of new data on earth 
tremors, weather, cosmic rays and the like, and in the hope 
of establishing a permanent Antarctic base. Admiral Byrd 
told newsmen that this region holds'perhaps the world’s 
richest store of untapped natural resources. The Stars 
and Stripes have bean raised again over the desolate rem¬ 
nants of hie first two camps, known as Little America. 

"ANTARCTIC COLD PRESERVES FOOD SUPPLIES 47 YEARS" 
headlines a report from this expedition as it establishes 
a base on HcMurdo Sound, the site of previous encampments 
that mark the historical trail of Antarctic exploration: "It 
is 47 yaarB since England's Ernest Shackle ton made his gal¬ 
lant attempt to reach the South Pole. Forced to turn back 
85 miles short of his goal, he and his parties did much 
notable exploratory and scientific work in the Antarctic 
...Scattered around his hut are cans, bales and boxes. 

They contain hams, aoup, marrow fat, com kernels, con¬ 
centrated fruite and other foodstuffs for man and beast. 

Those that remained unopened are still edible...Caribou- 
skin sleeping bags are still about. On the wall is a picture 
of King Edward VII and Queen Alexandra..." 

It is a small-scale reminder of the discovery in the 
deep freeze of Siberia’s Arctic wasteland of perfectly- 
preserved specimens of hairy mammoths, the victims of»me 
sudden catastrophe that, ushered in the ice age, «nd of the 
reported discovery, in an ancient log stable, of a little 
troop of horses—"Ten frozen ghosts from Russia's prehis¬ 
toric ice-box" to quote the American Weekly ’s account, 
published in 1939 and illustrated with an artist's concep¬ 
tion of the dramatic discovery captioned: "The archeolog¬ 
ists flashed their light into the chamber and stood in s*- 
struck wonder. Eyes wide open and staring at them, were ten 
horses, saddled and bridled, as if waiting for their masters 
—and there they had stood waiting for 10,000,long yearal" 

Colder than the news from the polar ice-caps is the 
chill in current headlines that scream: DULLES AFFIRMS 
"BRINK OF UaK" STATEMENTS....KNOWLaND DEFENDS DULLES IN 
FUROR OVER "BRINK OF WAR" STATEMENTS...NIXON SAYS HISTORY 
WILL BACK DULLES ON "BRINK OF WAR":..EDEN TO ASK IKE IF 
U.S. BACKS "BRINK OF WAR" VIEW... —While those having 
the greatest power to plunge us into another global con¬ 
flict menacingly rattle the weapons of nuclear fission. 

„P dispatch from Washington, D. C, January 7: "A new super 
hydrogen blast, dwarfing both this country's and Russia's 
previous best efforts, reportedly will be set off by the 
United States this year. Congressional sources said the 
test would be part of a series the atomic Energy Commissioi 
is planning in the Pacific Ocean testing area." 

Those involved in development and exploitation of the 
atom bomb, the personnel of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
and the spokesmen for our nation on the United Nations 
level are markedly representative of organized Internation¬ 
al Jewry, whose motto appears to be "rule or ruin" and whose 
worldwide activities add up to a struggle for control of the 
entire earth. A few of the names tell the tale: Band Lal- 
xenthsl, Robert Oppenheimer, fi.F. Bacher, albert Einstein 
(named by Pravda as one of Stalin'9 best friends in the U.S.), 
Bernard Baruch (Talmudic adviser to presidents from Wilson 
to Eisenhower;, Lewis L. Strauss (longtime partner of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., underwriters of the Bolshevik revolution in Rus¬ 
sia). as careless trigger-fingers toy with the awful poten¬ 
tialities of the atom, hydrogen and cobalt bombs ws may well 
wonder if the struggle for possession of the world portends 
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a new cataclysm that will make this old earth stagger as 
drunkenly in actual fact as It has done morally and psy¬ 
chologically through a succession of world wars and bloody 
revolutions. 

In the summer of 1897 our people had every reason to 
expect steady progress in Christian culture and peaceful 
pursuits. The Spanish-Amencan war was Just around the 
corner of the next year, but the United States had notyet 
embarked on the course of internationalism that now finds 
our servicemen scattered around the globe, subject to for¬ 
eign arrest and trial and therein deprived of their right¬ 
ful protection by the U.S. Constitution, as reflected in 
the leading magazines of the day, social life from the 
White House down to "moderately-priced homes for young 
couples" was staid and gracious. The Ladies’ Home Journal 
designed for the young couple a two-story bouse seemingly, 
as pictured, capable of housing a family of twelve and 
priced it at yl500; and ran a series of articles by ex- 
President Benjamin Harrison on "The Social life of the 
President" evidently slanted to be helpful to the new 
president and first lady, Mr. and Mrs. McKinley. A page 
was devoted to a new Cospel song by Ira D. Setnkey. Stor¬ 
ies threaded their way between advertisements of Ivory 
and Pear’s soap; Sapolio, guaranteed to make everything 
■shine like a diamond; and "Onyx" black hosiery, aptly 
trademarked with four little pickaninnies and the assur¬ 
ance that "Wo never change color." 

It was in this period of calm that a Swedish explorer, 
Saloman August andree, led the first aerial expedition in 
search of the North Pole, taking off by giant balloon from 
Spitsbergen in July, 1897 with .two companions, Knut Fraen- 
kel and a brilliant young scientist, Nils Strindberg. ■„ 
last-minute telegram went to his royal patron. King Oscar 
II of Sweden: "July 11, 2:25 p.m. At the moment of their 
departure the members of the expedition to the North Pole 
beg Tour Hajesty’to accept their very humble salutations 
and the assurance of their deepest gratitude. Andree." 

An on-the-spot account by the French balloon expert 
Alexis Nachuron related in part: "The solemn hour has ar- 
nvedl Strindberg, who has always been a great friend of 
mine, begs me to send his fiancee proofe of the last 
photographs that I 3hall succeed in developing...When will 
he see again that charming Swedish girl whose photograph 
he has so often shown me?...What anxiety, what suspense 
await that poor young girl? But what Joy will follow the 
glorious return of her belovedI What firm bonds will bind 
them together after this long, hard separation!...We all 
stand breathlessly watching the various phases, rapidly 
following one upon another, of the conrnencement of this 
stirring and unprecedented aerial Journey. The balloon, 
which has now righted itself at about 50 meters above the 
sea, is rapidly speeding away...we estimate it3 speed 
from 30 to 35 kilometers an hour. If it keeps up this in¬ 
itial speed and the same direction, it will reach the 
Pole in less than two days...For one moment, between the 
hills, we perceive a gray speck over the sea very, very 
far away. Then it finally disappears...There is nothing 
whatever in the distance to tell us where our friends are 
—they are now shrouded in mystery." 

The adventurers va nished into the unknown and were 
lost to the knowledge of the world for 33 years. The - 
honors of making successful North-Pole and South-Pole 
flights went to Admiral Byrd. The outcome of the first 
World War and the Bolshevik capture of Russia had greatly 
advanced the global ambitions of the international mas¬ 
terminds, and it was a drastically changed world in many 
more respects than that of scientific progress when, in 
the euBBier of 1930, the Arctic ice and snow gave up the 
secret of the fate of the Andree expedition and the skel¬ 
etons of the three daring aeronauts. Among the weather¬ 
beaten effects were a sledge, remnants of balloon baskets 
and boats, tin cans and packets, instruments, guns,cook¬ 
ing utensils, several atill-legible diaries and a letter 
of birthday greetings to Miss Anna Chorlier, Strindberg’s 
fiance, Strindberg's engagement ring,vhich helped to iden¬ 
tify his skeleton, and several rolls of exposed photograph¬ 
ic film, portions of which,when salvaged and developed, 
served with the diaries to unfold for banner headlines and 
front-page news the saga of the ill-fated pioneer flight 


in quest of the North Pole. The succession of mishaps 
that resulted in dragging guide ropes becoming entangled 
in jagged ice floes where they were forced to land on 
the fourth day of the flight; the abandonment of the 
balloon; and the arduous trek toward home over drifting 
ice, ending on White Island, were recorded; th<* last 
word being a orief entry written by Strindberg in his 
almanac on October 17, 1897. The manner of their deaths 
remained a mystery. Says tho San Francisco Examiner of 
November 23, 1930 regarding the photographic record: "The 
films were taken to Stockholm and developed by Swedish 
scientists. Many had been spoiled, but others had with¬ 
stood the ravages of time and the elements for 33 years 
and proved to be the most amazing pictures In the annals 
of photography." The Examiner reproduced photographs 
showing the downed balloon on the ice floe, Fraenkel and 
Strindberg standing gun-in-hand by the carcass of a polar 
bear, and the like. By an odd trick of fate the former 
nnna Charlier was present in her home-town when the news 
broke, and weeks later saw the arrival of the Swedish 
cruiser Svensksund bringing the oaken coffins home and 
received the engagement ring and the long-overdue birth¬ 
day letter. But the changes of 33 years found her there 
merely as a visitor after long absence as Mrs. Gilbert 
Hawley, wife of a school instructor in Concord, New Hamp¬ 
shire! U.S.A. , 

The changes of those 33 years found a new, red breed 
of "intellectuals" in the ascendancy, and in incongruous 
juxtaposition to the flashback report's on scientists An¬ 
dree, Strindberg and Fraenkel.an AP dispatch from Berlin 
found the father of the relativity theory bracing himself 
to face a battery of cameras and the crossfire of news- 
reporters* questions upon arrival in New,York: "With a 
puzzled air Albert Einstein revealed that tens of 
thousands of dollars had been offered him by American 
firms dealing in disinfectants, toilet waters, haber¬ 
dashery, musical instruments, clothing and whatnot, if he 
would consent to sign his name to statements that he had 
used the articles and found them satisfactory." 

In view of Einstein's deep-red record that.not even 
Sapolio could cleanse and cause to "shine like a diamond", 
his patent aversion to soap and water, his occasional re¬ 
fusal to wear socks in public, and his preference for don¬ 
ning an ancient overcoat and knitted skull-cap to mingle 
with a fashionable assemblage in evening attire, one is 
forced to question the business acumen of these dealers 
m disinfectants, toilet waters and haberdashery. Though 
gone in the flesh after the passage of another quarter- 
century of war and revolution, Einstein’s influence lives 
on in the form of a "Renounce War or Die" manifesto that 
its co-author, Bertrand Russel^ UNESCO authority, notorious 
free-love advocate and ardent admirer of Soviet Russia, is 
now publicizing as the answer to the world's ills in the 
era of imminent atomic devastation. 

Many of the products dear to the hearts of manufactur¬ 
ers in the late 'nineties are gone with the snows of yes¬ 
teryear. Those that ronain—Old Dutch ^leansor, Heinz 
canned foods. Junket Rennet powder and the like, are rap¬ 
idly becoming kosherized to match a flood of new kosher ' 
foods and cleaning detergents; with the result that the 
non-Jewish public must pay hidden taxes imposed by the 
guarantee of rabbinical inspection of the cooking or man¬ 
ufacturing process. 

Onyx black hosiery, with Its trademark of four cute 
little pickaninnies, could not for long maintain its proud 
boast that "we never change color" against the propaganda 
drive for Integration of whites and blacks conducive to the 
ultimate production of one coffee-colored mass of humanity, 
to which, under the Jewish lash, the editors of publica¬ 
tions now littering the magazine stands have abjectly sur¬ 
rendered. .The standards of racial self-respect that gave the 
world the blessings of white civilization are being system¬ 
atically lowered, while the Biblical record is distorted and 
falsified to gain the desired end.

As of this date there is a dearth of momentous news, 
a dead calm in world affairs; or so it seem3 in a glance 
at What is played up and what is played down in the press. 

President Eisenhower has ended his vacation in Georgia, 
where he hunted quail, played golf and pondered the deci¬ 
sion for which the nation ia sipposed to be waiting with 
bated breath; and returned to Washington coy and evasive. 

The most disastrous cold wave in fifty years has swept 
over kngland and the European continent while Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth, in sheer dress and simmer sandals, braved the trop¬ 
ical sun to review Nigerian troops, receive the tribute 
of tribal chieftains and to make royal progress in an 
open Rolls-Royce along roads lined with fierce-looking 
Berber horsemen. Some of the warriors, says Time Magazine 
of February 13, wore chain mail, wide-blsded swords and 
helmets of Crusader descent. Life Magazine's caption'for 
a head-on view of these horsemen, snapped at ground level, 
reads: "Warner tribesmen at the Kaduna durbar, starting 
200 yards out across a polo field, charge at full gallop 
in waves directly at the queen, brandishing their swords 
and staffs as they come. In swirling dust they pulled 
their horses up short only a few feet from the platform 
on which the queen and her party sat watching." In London 
—citadel of the historic Anglo-Saxon pageantry of tour¬ 
nament and chivalry that these dusky riders, clad in the 
spoils of ancient war, so weirdly reflect—springlike 
sunshine today sent temperatures above freezing for the 
first time in 163 days. 

A decorative postage stamp Issued by the principality 
of Monaco to commemorate the approaching marriage of movie 
star Grace Kelly and Prince Rainier III adds a glint of 
fairy-tale glamour to the day's news. 

Winding up the day's news: "Brotherhood Week" is in 
full swing. This is an annual publicity stunt that hyp¬ 
notically blinds the naive Christian to abundant evidoice 
that the foundations of our society are mined with time- 
bombB by the devil's agents for the eventual destruction 
of Christianity. 

Satan's Underground could, if it wished, shBtter this 
dead calm on the news front as easily as it pulled the 
trigger to assassinate Archduke Franz Ferdinand and de¬ 
tonate World War I; as expertly as it loosed the terror of 
the French Revolution, directed the Bolshevik slaughter of 
Christians in Russia, and produced "civil war" in Spain in 
the 1930's; as ruthlessly as it generated the bolt from 
the blue that knocked out our fleet at Pearl Harbor,struck 
down 3000 American boys and opened the way into World War 
II through the Pacific back door.

(Mjrber 3, Protocols of the Learned Elders of Zion.) 

Meanwhile—and tending toward this grand finale of 
evil—kings and queens, presidents and governors must 
tread warily over an ideological terrain that is mined 
and booby-trapped as thoroughly os was that of Palestine 
when the Stern Ceng and the Irgun Zvai Leumi held terror¬ 
ist siay. Ikjr institutions—educational, religious .social 
—are honeycombed ~ith subversion and disfigured with a

"SATANIC SWBOLISK.—Students of the secret side of 
politics are aware that those who live in this element,al¬ 
though thriving in darkness, have a compulsive urge to sign 
their own handiwork in symbolic writing. The murderers of 
the Russian Royal Family made a cabbalistic sign on the 
wall of the room where the Czar was done to death. The 
star painted on all vehicles and equipment used for the in¬ 
vasion of Europe in 1944 undoubtedly had symbolic signifi¬ 
cance. So had the depiction of Masonic implements on the 
Victory stamps. The Illuminati, progenitors of the great 
modern conspiracies, were worshippers of Satan. Their evil 
cult persists. Bearing that fact in aond, the reader is ask¬ 
ed to examine the illustration here reproduced. It is a 
freehand drawing of the Queen's head as engraved on Canad¬ 
ian dollar and other banknotes. The face of Satan lurks m 
the hair. It cannot be mistaken. As the engraver is unknown 
to me, so necessarily are his intentions. I am prepared to 
believe the Devil's likeness was fortuitous. What cannot be 
regarded as fortuitous.however, will be the continued circu¬ 
lation of these notes once the attention of the Canadian 
Government has been directed to this doubtlessly unconsciiws 
adventure in diabolism.

"WHY SENATOR WHEELER AND LINDBERGH WORK TOGETHER — 
Thought-provoking pros and cons of a puzzling partnership 
....Is the White Houee its goal’" This is the title of 
the article in Liberty Magazine of August 9, 1941 embel¬ 
lished with the weird cartoon referred to above. A back¬ 
ground indication of the White House, Hitler's face 
sketched in the semblance of a radio microphone, Senator 
Burton K, Wheeler's head depicted as the sun radiating a 
blaze of light or heat, and the sinister, enigmatic pre¬ 
sentment of Lindbergh combine to form a "thought-provoking" 
jumble that can lead to only one clear conclusion: that it 
carries a message not intended to be understood by the un¬ 
initiated among the readers of Hacfadden Publications, 
which pursued the same course of Jewish internationalism 
as that of their ideological kinfolk, the Henry Luce and 
Gardner Cowles publications. 

The initiates must necessarily have included editor- 
m-c!uef Fulton Oursler, whose name appears, on the ed¬ 
itorial page of the October IB, 1941 issue of Liberty , 
directly over a blistering denunciation of Lindbergh as 
"The Most Dangerous Man in America," —Lindbergh's was 
"the voice that called out to the lowest instincts in 
humanity, to the cruelty and savagery of intolerance. His 
was a cry to whip up hatred, a summons to the pogrom. It 
no longer matters whether Lindbergh is sincere or not. He * 
is America's number one Nazi. Whether he means to be that 
or not, he is the forerunner of Hitler, ambassador of the 
Antichrist, Fuehrer of the forcee of hell. Charles Augustus 
Lindbergh le the most dangerous man in America," .And much 
more to the same effect. 

The persistent grooming of tainted personalities to 
pose as authorities on questions of Christian theology 
gives a glimpse of Satanism in action. Thus Fulton Ouraler 
was given the right of way with his The Greatest Story Ever 
Told and The Greatest Book Ever Written : the Old Testament 
Story . Look Magazine (Gardner Cowles publication), which, 
m the December 27, 1955 issue, showed its true bias by 
featuring a painting of the Infant Jesus and the Virgin Mary 
in a coarse and Negroid aspect that amounted to a caricature, 
serves as the forum from which Dr. Norman Vincent Peale gent¬ 
ly guides the thinking of hie readers along lines of one- 
worldism and away from the Scriptural premise that the Jews 
caused the Crucifixion. 

Boake Carter, noted radio commentator, maintained his 
standing as an exponent of Americanism and authority on 
just about everything, in spite of the fact that he spon¬ 
sored a satanic, Black-Mass type of "Bible" titled The 
Bible in the Hands of Its Creators , compiled by a Russian 
Jew, one Mosea Guiborry, who pilgrimaged from Russia to 
meditate and study the Cabala in a cave somewhere in the 
vicinity of Jerusalem. This masterpiece of Talmudic blas¬ 
phemy and obscenity, branding Mary a harlot and Christ a 
bastard who deserved to be put to death, is too vile to 
quote in detail. That a man of Boake Carter's reputation 
would endorse such a project aeems incredible, but endorse 
it he did in published articles; and an answer (received m 
April, 1943} thanking me for my "kind inquiry regarding our 
publication, THE BIBLE IN THE HANDS OF ITS CREATORS" carries 
Boake Carter's and his Bister Shoelah'e names on the latter- 


head as members of the executive board of the society fcr 
the propagation of its teachings. Tha letter is signed by 
David Horowitz, Director. 

Death called Boake Carter to hie reward in November, 
1941. No late returns on Moses Guiborry. Perhaps he crawl¬ 
ed back into ths dark, dank hermit's cave in which he 
hatched the Devil's "Bible". David Horowitz writes aweddy 
Jewish press feature titled Behind the Scenes at the Unitai 
Nations that is carried by the Loe Angeles B'nal 8'nth Mes ¬ 
senger . The tone of his article on "Israel's Role in the 
United Nations in the Yaar 5715", published on September 16, 
1955 according to our calendar, suggests that the "Chosen 
People" are marching to victory on the double-quick and 
that their enemies will soon hang as high as Haman. One can 
almost hear the blare of trumpets that herald the approach 
of "our Sovereign Lord of all the World". As to who their 
enemies are: well, one of them is you, gentle reader,-If 
you believe in the divinity of Jesus Christ and stubbornly 
cling to that belief. Many of the "anti-Semites" of Haman's 
day weakened and "became Jews, for the fear of the Jews fell 
upon them." Two years ago the B'nai B'rith Messenger de¬ 
clared editorially: "But we must not fool ourselves that we 
can celebrate a perpetual Purim~the Hamana of the world are 
far from extinct...As long ae there is one anti-Semite— 
there is one incipient Haman." And in the next issue Sena¬ 
tor Joseph McCarthy was found guilty of anti-Semitism by 
reason of the fact that almost 100% of the names turned up 
by his conraittee on subversive activities "happen to be 
Jewish." 

The VOICE of Universal Brotherhood, published at 
Southwick, Sussex, Sigland, in the March/April/May, 1955 
issue includes David Horowitz in the double-page spread of 
portraits of authors, religious leaders, sages, philosoph¬ 
ers and spiritual teachers who are helping to "build bridges 
of understanding, to forge fraternal links of coordination, 
and to contribute towards illuminating the way for the New 
age Civilization." (Underlining added.) This Is the voice 
of the Fellowship of Faiths that includes in its wide em¬ 
brace 'Talmudists, Buddhists, Theosophists, Shintoists, 

Hindu swamis. Humanists, Baha'is, leaders of the World 
Council of Churches and all manner of faiths and strange 
cults. The painstaking cultivation of this multilingual, 
multicolored interfaith "brotherhood" by the subterranean 
irrigation system of Satan's Underground, burst into efful¬ 
gent flower in the "Festival of Faith" staged at the Cow 
Palace in San Francisco last year to commemorate the U.N. 
Charter's tenth birthday. The assembled brothers pooled 
their gods and, in a jumble of liturgy culled from the New 
and the Old Testaments, Buddhist' readings, the sayings of 
Confucius, ths Bhagavad-Gita and the Koran—with prayers 
to match and prominently featuring the message of Baha'u'- 
llah, prophet of the Baha'i "world religion"—attempted to 
invoke a divine blessing on the United Nations Organization, 
whoae New York headquarters mounts skyward as a veritable 
Tower of Babel and houses, as its one religious symbol, a 
statue of the pagan god Zeus. 

n month earlier San Francisco had a peculiarly appro¬ 
priate prelude in dazzling full-page newspaper ads of the 
cinemascope product-on of "The Prodigal" starring Lana 
Turrer in a pagan role: "SEE A ifYRIaD OF THRILLS.. .Unpar¬ 


alleled wonder and splandorl «mazing rites of the pagan 
love goddess Aatartei Sacrifice on the Innocents on the 
flaming altarl Revolt of the dungeon slaves in sinful Damas- 
cusl The Vulture Pit, an awsome sight!....." 

'The borderline between Christian faith and pagan idol¬ 
atry wears thin and often completely disappears in the 
perilous progress of these interfaith experiments. And>for 
good reason; for the poisonous black arts of Babylon are in 
continual circulation just beneath tha surface via Satan's 
underground system. The occult links connecting the priests 
of Baal at Mount Carmel and the filthy groves enshrining 
the altars of Ashtoreth with the haunts and practices of the

zine section of the newspapers from 25 to 30 years ago. 
He was pictured gating hypnotically at the reader, with 
a thumb raised like a horn at each side of his head, 
and he did Indeed look like the very Old Nick. It Is on 
record that he was a student of the Talmud and the Cabala. 

The San Francisco and East 8ay area had a alight 
brush with Crowley according to "The Clubman" page of 
the Oakland Poat-Qiquirer of June 2, 1923: "’The Beast' 
Known Here: A great deal has been written in the news¬ 
papers of this country and England about the revolting 
cult of Satanism founded by Aleister Crowley who calls 
himself 'The Beast' and who was last heard of in Sioily. 
Crowley sought to establish his cult in Detroit and fled 
when it became too hot for him there. He hae duped many 
men an! women-of intelligence with his-literary and ar¬ 
tistic pretensions. Those who have interested themselves 
in his cult of diabolism are, I suppose, morons. It ib 
not generally known that Crowley waa in San Francisco 
some years ago. At that time he had not organized 'the 
cult of The Beast'. He posed as a painter and poet,and 
won admission to many circles of our intelligentsia. 
Crowley did not wear well and when he found one door 
after another closed to him he shook the duet of San 
Francisco from hie shoes. It was a very acute Piednont 
woman who did more than any other to dampen Crowley's 
social ardor hereabouts. She read him aright, and her 
snub was too much for him to survive." 

Sharing apace with Crowley in the Sunday supplements 
was one Lead: Hersig whom William Seabrook met when he 
pursued the witchcraft trail to Crowley's door. "She was 
naked as a Jay bird," he wrote, "and Just aa unconcerned 
as one. I gathered that Leah was a high prieatesa, and 
that she also occasionally turned into Aatarte.Aehtoreth 
and laia. Since these ere goddesses with a precedent 
dating back some hundreds of centuries, her lack of em¬ 
barrassment became more easily understandable." 

A favorite rendezvous of these and others of the 
devil's brood was Dartington Hall, England, run by a 
former American, Mrs. Dorothy Straight Elmhlrat,whose 
son Michael Straight, planner of a "brave new world" 

(to quote Pic Magazine of March 16, 1943) and protege of 
his parents’ close friend. Supreme Court Juetice Felix 
Frankfurter, acted aa toastmaster at a meeting commemor¬ 
ating the tenth year of the New Deal'and—as quoted by 
the Chicago Tribune on March 8, 1942—declared that the 
"New Deal is more dynamicthan Fascism and more revolu¬ 
tionary than Communism." 

Mystics of Crowley's stripe come a dime a dozen, it 
seems—so many of them crop up along the revolutionary 
trail'to the "brave new world". One of them—a "god man" 
named Nicholas Roerioh, from Russia—turned up on Man¬ 
hattan’s Riverside Drive and found a ready disciple m 
starry-eyed Henry Wallace when he was U.S. Secretary of 
Agriculture, Wallace even put Roerich on the government 
payroll, dispatching him to the Gobi Desert on a mission 
that waa never clearly defined. Time Magazine of December 
29, 1947 stated that it was to collect drought-resisting 
grasses for the U.S. dust bowl; other reports hintsd at 
experiments seeking to ensure perpetual youth. Be that 
ae it may, available facsimiles of letters from Wallace 
to‘the greBt Guru (Roerich), publication of which might 
have prevented Wallace's election to the Vice Presidency 
in 1940, were barred by some sort of "gentlemen's agree¬ 
ment," since both parties operate under leadership that 
is answerable to a common control and the New Deal 
marches on with increased vigor under Eisenhower, who 
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was seriously considered for presidential nomination on 
the Democratic tieket in 1946. A headline in the San 
Francisco Examiner of February 9, 1944 blazoned: "REVO¬ 
LUTION SURE, WALLACE SAYS —OrOy question if it will be 
bloody." An INS dispatch of the following March 3rd ran: 
"A petition seeking the impeachment of Vice President 
Henry A. Wallace was circulated m Olympia, Washington 
today...It urges Congress to impeach the Vice President 
beceuse, says the document: 'He has stirred tip class die- 
sention when we need unity. He made the following public 
statement in Seattle (while on a west coast tour, Feb¬ 
ruary 9): "Those of us who realize the inevitability of 
revolution are anxious that it be gradual and'bloodless 
instead of sudden and bloody.,.."'" Henry Wallace, too, 
has been named as a frequent vioitor at Dartington Hall. 

To complete the revolutionary picture at Dartington 
Hall, meetings were held there by representativee of 
the oriental Baha'i organization according to the Baha'i 
World. Vol. VII. Thie political, interracially-eocial 
"faith" calls for a world dictatorship with authority to 
regulate the life and adjust the relationships of all 
races and peoples. It branches out into all nations froti 
its shrines on Mount Carmel, Palestine, an area that its 
leaders call "the center of the world." And its pro¬ 
gram advances in harmony with Zionism, for many leading 
Jewish rabbis have participated in its forums. 

Mention of Mount Carmel evokes the thought of 
Elijah and Queen Jezebel, and brings us, by way of 
Satan's underground circulatory system, back to the an¬ 
cient site of neighboring founts of good and evil, ftm 
one of which we will continue to suffer contamination 
Just so long as we allow devotees of the Babylonian Tal¬ 
mud and the Jewish Cabala to run a pipe line into all 
our institutions: aa witness the diabolical capture of 
the mind of Boake Carter, and the planting in the Sunday 
School paper Classmate {June, 1948) of a prayer to Venus, 
a pagan deity identical with Astarte, Ishtar'arid Aahtor- 
eth; the composite goddes6 of all immorality. This and 
many other such blemishes make it useless for unhappy 
followers of John Wesley to contend that Classmate is 
consistently a character-building institution m the 
lives of young Methodists. ^ 

The usurpers of the Holy Land expect to be there a 
long time, judging from their practice of planting me¬ 
morial groves to honor their departed leaders. It ,is to 
be the scene of their final triumph when the buried stoiy 
of Satan's Underground reaches and merges with the sur¬ 
face story in open victory for their cause. There is no 
room in their calculations for the stunning reversal 
that will take place when God's appointed hour Btrlkes 
and Christ's reign begins. The diagram on page 31 holds 
good, even to the surprise ending so popular in current 
story-technique: the denouement is -the downfall, not the 
triumph, of the unmasked criminals.

JUNGLE DRUMS 

' Since ICRS last went to press the dead calm prevail¬ 
ing at that time on the nowa front has ended in erashirg 
echoes of a cliain of diplomatic explosions in the Med¬ 
iterranean area. A report compiled from UP and INS 
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wires on March 10th ran: "Alarmed U. 3. officials 
called today for urgent United Nations action to bait 
the deterioration of peace in the Middle East and North 
Africa. Comments ranged from 'things are coming unalp- 
pared all over the place' to predictions that 'all 
hell's going to break loose.'" 

Lieut. Gen. John Glubb, British'commander of Jor¬ 
dan's Arab Legion was curtly dismissed by King Hussein 
and departed for gland, ending thirty years of service 
in the Middle East. Britain, according to an AP dispatch, 
pulled more of her waning power out of Jordan and grim¬ 
ly decided to stack all her remaining Middle East might 
on Cyprus. The Pentagon in Washington ordered a battal¬ 
ion of 1,800'Marines to join the Sixth Pleet in the 
Mediterranean. A "summit"'meeting of government chiefs 
of Saudi Arabia, Syria and Egypt convened in Cairo. 
Syrians and Israelis continue to clash on the Sea of 
Galilee. Guns blazed again across the Gaza border. In 
the interest of "promoting peace, order and good govern¬ 
ment" Britain deported from the troubled island of Cy¬ 
prus Archbishop Makarios, leader of the Cypriot union- 
with-Creece movement. This was followed by Greek riots 
against the British and a general strike paralyzed 
Cyprus. United States senators registered dismay; hoped 
Britain would reconsider and return the archbishop. A 
number of them asked~the State Department to urge Britain 
to grant the "legitimate aspirations" of the people of 
that embattled island. Britain, bristling with resent¬ 
ment, demanded that our government explain an American 
ambassador'e expression of sympathy for Greece in the 
Cyprus dispute, whereupon the State Department press 
officer shuffled'his feet, cleared his throat and re¬ 
plied to the questions of news reporters, "If you ask me 
the direct question, 'Is the United States taking sides 
in this matter?' the answer is no." 

Briefly, no one knowB the real score except the 
masterminds of Satan's Underground, who have advance 
knowledge of all moves on the international chessboard 
and play one nation off against another to their own 
advantage. 

Continuing the news eurvey around the world: Dr. 
Eugene Corson Blake, president of the National Council 
of Churches, and party of nine Protestant leadsrs, soak¬ 
ing fellowship with the Conmiunist-eppointed clergy of 
the Soviet Union, were welcomed yesterday in Moscow; all 
this to pave the way for an exchange visit of Soviet 
churchmen to the United States in June. 

In the same spirit of good-fellowship President 
Eisenhower has renewed hie "open skies" invitation to 
the Soviets to exchange with the United States tours of 
aerial inspection and full information on military in¬ 
stallations. Incidsntally, Iks has at last said yes, 
he'll run; thus leaving old-guard Republicans, who voted 
for a change in 1952 and didn't get it, nowhere to go. 

Yesterday Queen Elizabeth of England, with the beat 
of African tom-toms still sounding in her ears, arrived 
with a royal party at Corsica to begin a week's vacatiw 
cruise of the Mediterranean; which takes this eurvey bait 
to the general area in which today's news spotlight has 
brought into focus Biblical sites sacred to all Chria- 
tlans: Calvary, Gethsemane, Bethlohem, the Sea of Galilee 
and the Isle of Patmos. It plays, also, over many an¬ 
cient haunts of evil in the same area: Babylon, Mount 
Camel (defiled by the altars of Baal and the adjacent 
groves of Ashtoreth, whose high priestess wicked Queen 
Jezebel undoubtedly was; see Revelation 2:20-23), and 
"Satan's ssst" at Pergamoa. 

His Satanic Majesty's earthly seat of government has 
necessarily been shifted many tiraee since the Synagogue 
of Satan (Revelation 2:9-14) based itself at Pergacsa; 
but through all succeeding centuries its underground 
system, designed to keep the poison from these ancient 
founts of enl in constant circulation, has been kept in 
serviceable repair by expert maintenance crews. Its ef¬ 
ficiency is evident, for example, in the major pipelines 
leading to such centers of Socialist planning as Dar¬ 
lington Hall, England, and the London School of Econom¬ 
ics, from which Israel Moses Sieff carried his PEP ("Po¬ 


litical Economic Flan") serose the Atlantic for the 
stealthy sovietization of the United States, and be¬ 
came chief consultant to the New Deal's OPA and other 
war agencies; where political planners end devotees of 
strange cults rub elbows in happy, often interracial, 
harmony and pool their resources when some emergency— 
as, for instance, the Spanish "civil war"—arises. The 
San Francisco Examiner of September 18, 1949 published 
photographs of Clement Attlee, by then Prime Minister 
of England, giving the clenched-fist salute In Madrid 
in 1937. The account stated that upon Attlee's return 
to London he addressed a meeting of members of the 
Labor Party, held to raise funds for the Spanish reds, 
at which the American Negro Communist Paul Robeson as¬ 
sisted. As late as May, 1954 Robeson, aa quoted by the 
Communist press abroad, reaffirmed his belief in peace 
and democracy as exemplified by the Soviet Union, linked 
victims of Jim Crow in Dixie with the "massacre of my 
brothers in Kenya", and concluded in this buret of ora¬ 
tory: "The doom of imperialism has been sounded in all 
Asia and soon Africa and other colonial lands, now 
straining against their chains, will rise in mighty 
freedom...Change my mind? Gentlemen of the press, you 
had better change yours because what I believe In is 
happeningI" • , 

That, satanxc power works to forge such bonds of 
comradeship is manifest in the fact that the Mau Mau 
terrorist leader Jomo Kenyatta can, with the elite of 
the Fabian-Socialist planners, claim the Marcist- 
indoctrinating London School of Economics as his alma 
mater. Time Magazine of April 20, 1953 carries a portrait 
of this sinister, ape-visaged specialist in red-and- 
black magic and reports that in 1934 he made several vis¬ 
its to Moscow, where he chummed with Comrade Paul Robe- 
eon, the friend of Comrade Clement Attlee. Tom-toms 
sound a new note in the call to world revolution as Sa¬ 
tan's underground agents invade the jungle bold of can¬ 
nibalism and ritual murder to recruit the primitive 
blacks to join the hordes of Asia in the long-planned . 
assault upon white Christian civilisation. The drive to 
tear down all social barriers between the races in the 
United States and the well-financed flooding of England 
with Jamaican blacks flashes the red eignal of danger to 
the whites and raises the spectre of abject surrender 
through racial amalgamation. 

Long shadows were falling on the reign-of Queen 
Elizabeth three yearB ago when the American Negro press 
boasted of the vast number of dark faces to be seen in 
the midst of the pomp and glitter of the coronation 
ceremonies, simultaneously blamed Kenya's Mau Mau .ter¬ 
rorism on the whites' "race persecution", and gloated 
over the fact that the marriage of blond Peggy Cripps, 
daughter of red-aiding Clement Attlee's close political 
associate Sir Stafford Cripps, to the black son of an 
African tribal chief was "church approved", being held 
under the auspices of the Church of &igland. 

A dark and diabolical victory, surely; but the 
autocrats empowered to slant the news before it can 
reach the long-suffering public were pleased to hail it 
as a gleam of the golden dawn of social progress. The 
sequel was played up in the London Pally Worker in a 
photograph captioned: "This beautiful gold-coloured 
baby with a quiff of black hair will today receive the 
name The-Crow-Wlll-Always-Fly-Straight-In-Spite-Of- 
Every-Im pediment, or its Gold Coast equivalent. Hie 
father, Mr. Joseph Appiah, seen here with his wife Peg¬ 
gy, the daughter of Sir Stafford Cripps, explained yes¬ 
terday that for the first week of the baby's life, 

'while he decides that he likes it and wants to live,' 
he was Just called Kwame. That means he's a boy born on 
a Saturday. Peggy Appiah's mother. Lady Cripps, is also 
in the picture." On November 21, 1954, the 3undav Ptbsb 
of Dublin captioned a later pioture of a much darker 
Kwame, snugly clad in knitted wool from chin to toes: 
"Six-months-old Kwame Appiah, with his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Appiah, and his grannie. Lady Isobel Cripps, 
pose for a pioture before the departure of the Appiahs 



for their heme in the Sold Coast, West Africa. Little 
Kwame wears wellies bare, but, says his mother, 'when 
he reaches his new home he'll wear nothing except his 
neppie.' n 

Officious spokesmen for the Christian churches are 
always quick to applaud every drive to destroy social 
restraints against such experiments in miscegenation,as 
witness this news item from fort Worth, Texas on Jan. 7, 
1955: "CHURCHES URGE DESEGREGATION—The Texas Council 
of Churches today urged Against 'attempted evasion of 
the U.S. Supreme Court decision to desegregate public 
schools. Representing 1,250,000 Protestants in Texas,the 
council In a message to the churches of Texas called 
upon Christians 'to face the implications of this issue 
with all honesty and integrity rather than with attempt¬ 
ed evasion.'" (Underlining added.) And they ere bitter 
in denouncing the stand taken by desegregation's South¬ 
ern foes who spell out the Implications in stark terms. 

An excerpt from an editorial in a Jackson, Mississippi 
paper last April: "We ere making our plans for resis¬ 
tance to the fullest extent. We know that mixed schools 
mean mixed marriages end mixed marriages mean a mongrel 
race. There is too much mongrelizatlon in this country 
already." (Now let the church spokesmen give an honest, 
non-evaaive answer to that. Do they advocate inter¬ 
breeding of blacks and whites and, if so, why?) 

Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, NCC president, declares 
from the church aumnit, "The National Council of Church¬ 
es is highly in favor of the recent decisions by the Su¬ 
preme Court eliminating racial segregation." This is a 
reminder of Dr. Blake's current visit to Moscow, which, 
in turn, is a reminder that the Christian Advocate, of¬ 
ficial publication of thp Methodist Church, stated in 
the issue of October 25, 1945: "When Paul Robeson, the 
great American Negro, came back from Russia, ha had 
nothing but praise for that nation's handling'of the 
racial problem. He said, 'I saw with my own eyes that 
people are not "backward" because of blood or color,but 
because they are kept back. And I saw what great strength 
is added to the whole nation when all the people are 
given a chance to do their part,'" And then the Chris¬ 
tian Advocate adds: "To the extent that this is true wo 
would have to asy that Russia is mors'truly Christian 
than America for our faith tells us that justice and 
righteousness belong to all men—or else they are im¬ 
possible to any man." This is the same Paul Hobeson vho 
aided the rad church-burning raiders of Spain, and who 
insolently made himself the spokesman for his race when 
he declared that American Negroes would never fight for 
their country against the Soviet Union, a declaration 
that brought angry protests from leaders of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, who stamped it "solely his opinion and 
not the feeling of 14,000,000 loy&l American Negroes." 

This is the day of minority reports affecting to 
speak for the great inarticulate, disfranchised major¬ 
ity, and it ia typical of this procedure that Interna¬ 
tional Jewry, which masterminds the interracial game, 
speaks for the President on the racial issue. An item in 
the London Jewish Chronicle of August 6, 1954, quoting a 
correspondent's report from Washington, D. C. ran: "Pres¬ 
ident Eisenhower has 'given mors attention to the race 
problem than any President since Lincoln,' according to 
Mr. Maxwell M. Rabb, the President's Administrative As¬ 
sistant and Cabinet Secretary. In a broadcast recently 
Mr. Rabb, wbo is a Jew, referred to the many steps token 
by the present Administration to improve race relations, ' 
such as ending discrimination in Government agencies, 
inserting non-discrimination clauses in Government con¬ 
tracts, implementing the Supreme Court ban against 
Bchool segregation, and eliminating segregation in the 
armed forces." (Trust a Jew to falsify, by inference at 
leaat, the record of Abraham Lincoln, who went on record 
against integration of the races.) 

Thus the American people are pressured from all 
sides into social chaos by the Synagogue of Satan's Tal¬ 
mudic representatives; by the president of the United 
States; by misguided church leaders who, in the greatest 
gamble of all time, recklessly spin a coin with death- 


death for the white race, death for our national sover¬ 
eignty via United Nations treason, death for Christian 
civilization.

In interracial and interfaith "brotherhood" stunts that 
are staged by the National Conference of Christians and 
Jews, as when the featured personality is quoted during 
Brotherhood Week on how he learned that faith and prayer 
can overcome prejudice and intolerance, and shortly 
thereafter turns up in a spread of lurid expose magazines 
at the comer drugstore as the hero of a sizzling inter¬ 
racial sex escapade. Confidential. On the QT. Ebony . 

Our World. Jet, and like magazines that play up the sup¬ 
posedly irresistible lure of black men for white women 
and vice versa are a revolting phase of our daily life 
that confronts the teenager, se well as the adult, at 
every turn; and they should be required reading for the 
pastor who lectures his congregation on "racial preju¬ 
dice" from the pulpit. Incidentally, a recent issue of 
Jet gives late returns on the Applah-Cnpps marriage: 
little Kwame, long since graduated from his "nappie"— 
and, to Judge from the picture, no longer golden but 
several shades nearer to ebony in color—has a little 
sister. 

The sinister side of tho coin flips up repeatedly in 
the mere turning of the San Francisco Examiner 's church 
page devoted to announcements of Sunday services; for 
more often than not the reverse side of the same sheet 
of paper carries a spread of ads of night spots,ranging 
from the "Kacumba" and the "Downbeat" to the Venetian 
Room of Big Ben Swig's swank Fairmont Hotel, and features 
a steadily increasing number of colored entertainers who 
invoke the power of savage jungle gods in "hot" drumbeats 
and dance sinuously to voodoo rhythm. Pearl Bailey sings 
huskily while her white husband, drumer Louis Bellaon, 
gives her the background beat. Eartha Kitt—whose tele¬ 
vision performance in the role of Salome was so piti¬ 
fully poor as to make it certain she owed the opportunity 
solely to the circumstance of being a Negro—writhes and 
darts her blazing syos as befits one who had a youthful 
brush with voodoo ( Time Magazine of May 2, 1955 says she 
still recalls how voodoo charms were found in the mat¬ 
tress after a relative died). The caBt of the night-club 
circuit includes Nat "King" Cole, Duke Ellington, Louis 
"Satchmo" Armstrong, Sammy Davis Jr., Lionel Hampton 
and many more whose ebony faces (with tawny Billy Eck- 
stin'e—featured in Brotherhood Week of 1954—and Harry 
Belafonte thrown in for good measure) often register 
their shadowy imprint—together with the words "Greatest 
jazz show in America", "Two bands—Mambo vs. Rock 'n 
Roll", and the like—in reverse on the dignified ohurch 
page. 

life Magazine's caption for a recent photograph of 
Queen Elizabeth watching an open-air version on its 
native heath of what goes on in San Francisco night 
spots reads: "Dancing tribesman from Miango area,dressed 
in leather-thonged loincloths, gyrate in rows of eight 
through a set pattern of ateps while queen and duke 
watch from royal Rolls-Royce. Drums and tiny seeds rat¬ 
tling in the grass pods tied in rows around the perform¬ 
ers' legs provide the beat for their dancing." Time of 
Fehruary 13, 1956 presents another picture of the queen 
and states: "Beside the Kaduna River one day last week, 
a gaudy explosion of sound and color broke over Britain's 
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largest colony. Spearmen whooped and'Baddlery creaked. 
Drums bongity-bongity-bongitied. Reed pipes wailed, 
wooden kafo horns growled out Louis Armstrong blue 
notes. 0 The global Beene has become one vast macabre 
Floor Show set to jungle rhythm. It is on television. 

It is everywhere. 

Can it be that it has taken only about forty*years 
since Booth Tarkington wrote his entertaining novel 
Seventeen to carry us so far on the path of retrogres¬ 
sion? 17-year-old Willie Baxter, wearing father's 
cut-down tuxedo, theatrically approached the Parchers* 
picket fence that enclosed the festive scene of Miss 
Lola Pratt's going-away party after a susiner-long visit 
during which May Parcher's dad had suffered acutely from 
the intrusion of the town's love-3truck youth en masse. 
But with relief in sight Mr. Parcher leaned elbows on 
the fence and shared Willie's appreciation of the ro¬ 
mance of the scene. 

"But what Mr. Parcher contemplated as romance arose 
from the fact that these young people were dancing on a 
spot where their great-grandfathers had scalped Indians. 
Music made for them by descendants, it might well be, 
of Romulus, of Messalina, of Benvenuto Cellini, and, 
around behind the house, waiting to serve the dancers 
with light food and drink, lounged and goseiped grand¬ 
children of the Congo, only a generation or so removed 
from dances for which a chance stranger furnished both 
the occasion and the refreshments." 

Romance has fled with the sudden turning up of the 
other side of the coin. The grandchildren of the Congo 
have come out from behind the house and the most irre¬ 
sponsible specimens dominate the scene to the injury of 
both races. 

"Return to Africa her stolen children" was the 
keynote of the planning of George Washington, Thomas 
Jefferson, John Karshall, James Monroe, Abraham Lincoln 
and other far-sighted statesmen toward the only fair 
means of righting ancient wrongs. Senator William E, 
Langer's bill S-276, pending in the Senate Foreign P.e- 
lations Conmittee, is a long step in this direction.

DATES WITH DESTINY 

"I came in with Halley'3 Comet and I shall go out 
with Halley's Comet," said Mark Twain, or so the otory 
goes. The advent of the great American humorist and 
his departure from the earthly scene were indeed syn¬ 
chronized with the flaming passage, m 1H35 and 1910, 
of that spectacular visitor from outer space. And nany 
are the recorded instances of lightning flashes of in¬ 
tuition that reveal these dates with' destiny. 

It is said that Abraham Lincoln expressed an uncanny 
foreknowledge of the manner of his own death and under¬ 
stood its significance in relation to the destiny of the 
nation. 

Lady Duff Gordon, one of those who lived to tell 
the tale of the ill-fated liner Titanic , related in her 
autobiography the earlier experience of an English cli¬ 
ent for whom—as the fashionable dress-do3igner "Lucile" 
--she had supplied a wardrobe for attendance at the cor¬ 
onation of Czar Nicholas II of hussia: "She told me that 
she had not been able to shake off a feeling of sadness 
since the coronation ceremony of the Czar. She had,sne 
said, seen an extraordinary Bhadow extended over the 
Czar during the whole proceedings. It was like a gigan¬ 
tic human figure with its hand outstretched, but quite 
nebulous, end it struck her as indescribably sinister, 
ns she had never been in the least psychic and had a 
strong aversion to daoblmg in the occult she had been 
greatly troubled by it..." (Discretions and Indiscretions 


by Lady Duff Gordon, published in 1932.) 

The prophetic shadow of oasassination, war, athe¬ 
istic revolution and mass enslavement, both physical and 
mental, was in actual fact upon the Czar, his family and 
his nation, 

"I had not meant to sail on the Titanic . although 
urgent business In New York forced me to take the first . 
available boat," wrote Lady Duff Gordon. "To this day 
I cannot explain the curious reluctance I had when the 
booking-clerk at the White Star offices said: 'The only 
berths we have for the next three weeks are on our new 
liner, the Titanic, which will be making her maiden 
voyage in a day or two.'" The clerk reaeaured her with 
the information that the Titanic was the last word in 
comfort, luxury and safety devices. "This first voyage 
is going to make history in ocean travel," he said, and 
with ominous truth. 

The embarkation, among others on the passenger-list, 
of a doomed company that had pursued more than fifteen 
hundred separate life-paths to reach this final rendez¬ 
vous is the great historic dramatization of life's voy¬ 
age from birth to death as that of a ship sailing with 
sealed orders. 

The drama in miniature and in a different setting 
is given in Thornton Wilder's novel The Bridge of San 
Luis Rey wherein a bridge on the highroad between Lima 
and Cuzco, rated the finest in all Peru, broke on a 
July day in the year 1714 and precipitated five travel¬ 
ers into the gulf below. It had been woven of osier by 
the Incas a century earlier and though a mere ladder of 
thin alats swung out over the gorge, with handrails of 
dried vine, hundreds of people passed over it every day. 
"Horses and coaches and chairs had to go down hundreds 
of feet below and pass over the narrow torrent on rafts, 
but no one, not even the Viceroy, not even the Arch¬ 
bishop of l ima, had descended with the baggage rather 
•than cross by the famous bridge of San Luis Rey. St. 
Louis of Prance himself protected it, by his name and 
by the little mud church on the further side. The bridge 
seemed to be among the things that last forever; it was 
unthinkable that it should break. The moment a Peruvian 
heard of the accident he signed himself and made a men¬ 
tal calculation as to how recently he had crossed by it 
and how soon he had intended crossing by it again. Peo¬ 
ple wandered about in a trance-like state, muttering; 
they had the hallucination of seeing themselves falling 
into a gulf." 

A great service was held for the victims in the 
Cathedral, the story relates, and there was a great 
searching of hearts in the beautiful city of Lama. Ser¬ 
vant girls returned bracelets that they bad stolen from 
their mistresses and usurers harangued their wives an¬ 
grily in defense of usury. On that fateful noon Brotha- 
Juniper, a Franciscan missionary to the Peruvian Indians, 
had rounded the shoulder of a hill to gain the bridge 
at the very moment that a twanging noise filled the air 
and the bridge snapped, flinging five gesticulating 
ants into the gorge below. "And on that instant Broths- 
Juniper made the resolve to inquire into the secret 
lives of those five persons, that moment falling through 
the air, and to surprise the reason of their taking off," 

In a series of flashbacks the life-patterns of all 
the victims—the Marquesa de Montemayor; her orphaned 
handmaiden,'little Pepita; Esteban, an otherwise name- 
">■ less waif inconsolably bereaved by the death of his 
Identical twin I-1 anuelj and "Uncle Pio" with hie crippled 
young charge Don Jaime—emerge along lines that converge 
with seeming inevitability at a fatal rendezvous on the 
bridge of San Luis Rey. 

What a shudder will run through the earth when the 
striking of God's appointed hour brings the thunderous 
crash of the moat ambitious, the most foolhardy project 
ever attempted in the history of bridge-construction! 

It carries the union label and guarantee of Babel Build ¬ 
ers. Inc ., and to the members of that persistent frater¬ 
nity it ie unthinkable that it could break. It le the 
great bridge of "understanding" designed by the Fallow- 



ship of Faiths to span the gulf of ideological differ¬ 
ence and afford applicants of ever/ shade of doctrinal 
opinion, from nominal Christian belief'to outright athe¬ 
istic blasphemy, easy access to the New World Order or¬ 
dained by Satan in the guise of an angel of light. Al¬ 
ready it ssgs and groans under an unbearable load of 
evil designs earned by a would-be master race that 
reaches for global supremacy through attempted obliter¬ 
ation of Christianity and adulteration and subjugation 
of the white race, as plainly indicated In the Babylon¬ 
ian Talmud, the Protocols of the Learned Elders of Zion. 
and the current Kosher press, and savagely demonstrated 
on the proving-ground of the Bolshevik conquest of Rus¬ 
sia, where Czar Nicholas II and his family were brutally 
shot, clubbed and bayonetted to death as a crowning, 
and, it may be, ritualistic touch months after that 
monarch-e abdication.

"Christ is the door of the sheep; he that 
entereth not by the door into the sheepfold, but cllmb- 
eth up some other way, the sane la a thief and a rob¬ 
ber." "Who is a liar but he that denieth that Je9us Is 
the Christ? He is antichriet, that denieth the Father 
and the Son." 

In this dire pass conscientious searchers of tba 
Scriptures experience the abnormal functioning of the 
senses that many of us have known in the split second 
before a head-on car collision or In a comparable in¬ 
stance of onrushing disaster. Tima loses its ordinary 
meaning and the moment of realization becomes illusively 
anything from one minute to the extent of the lifetime 
that brought the participant to the instant of Impact. 
The long moment that sees the impending demolitlon'of 
Babylon’s Bridge of Understanding reviews the buildup 
throughout the Christian era to date and previews the 
outcome in the light of Bible prophecy. 

It is of no avail for these prescient witnesses who ' 
see the doomed structure, as through the eye of a slow- 
motion camera, start to give, buckle, splinter and col¬ 
lapse to shout a warning to NCC and WCC dignitaries on 
the bridge. The latter laah back with the accusation, 
"Bigotl Hatemongerl Fundamentalist!" —and, working up 
to the crux of the matter, "Anti-Semite! 1 ' It is they, 
and not the rank-omd-file-of church membership, who 
prate of brotherhood and Interfaith understanding; and 
they are to be held accountable for all that their 
words imply. We must assume that their great "under¬ 
standing" encompasses full knowledge of the criminal, 
irsnoral and anti-Christian nature of the Babylonian Tal¬ 
mud. to which every Jewish rabbi necessarily subscribes; 
that they know that David Horowitz, their associate in 
the Fellowship of Faiths, concocted a diabolical prosti¬

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which he titled The Bible In tha Hands of Its Creators : 
—und that it la quite all right with them. If this is 
so it follows that their current roles were implicit in 
their life-patterns from the beginning and that their 
every concession to the demands of Christ’s bitter en¬ 
emies waa a pomt-of-no return in fulfilling Biblical 
prophecies of latter-day apostasy.

We get the picture. And eo, dragging Christ down in 
the eyes'of the world to the level of pagan gods as was 
done at the "Festival of Faith" held at the San Francis¬ 
co Cow Palace to commemorate the U.N. Charter’s tenth ' 
birthday, always straining to strike an unattainable 
balance between good and evil, these church-councilmen' 
i press, forward to keep their date with destiny in. the 
great Day of the Lord (Ezekiel 3S: 19). , 

The church council's choice of Big Ben Swig's Fair-' 

• mont Hotel—a busy center of Jewish fund-raising activ-, 
ity and interracial floor-show entertainment—for the '■ 
Brotherhood luncheon was highly appropriate, since ail ; 
these activities overlap and often merge indlstinguish- ■' 
ably. In the mere turning of the Examiner’s weekly page 
of church announcements the Other Side of the Coin turns, 
up repeatedly in & spread of ada featuring interracial 
entertainment set to Jungle rhythm at San Francisco’s ' 
night spots, and occasionally bits of this material 
apill over to claim space on the church page itself, as 
whan Josephine Baker's-appearance as a speaker at a col¬ 
ored church was announced for last April and she was' 
described aa a modest person and ardent believer in’, the 
principles of brotherhood: an intriguing climax to the ’ 
sensational career of one whom Time Magazine of November 
12, 1951 described as the "tall, sleek Negro singer who 
first achieved fame-in Parle by entertaining while clad 
only in a girdle of bananas." Miss Baker’s principles 
of brotherhood were bluntly expressed at a World Rally 
Against Racism held in Paris two years ago when she pre¬ 
dicted the gradual extermination of the white race. She 
would prefer this inevitable.denouement'to" come through 
love rather than hate, she said.- • • i -f 

The Association of Citizens' Councils.of Mississippi 
sounds the alarm under the heading Land of One Race. 
quotes the Washington Afro-American News thus: "In 
Brazil you will find blue eyes and black skin, rlat •' ! 
skulls with triangular faces', hair plaited in pigtails, * 
white babies at the breaate of colored mothers, colored 
babies at the breasts of white mothers and colors run¬ 
ning from ebony to eggshell via copper, olive, caramel, 
and banana. A mixture of this sort has made any attempt 
at racial segregation out of the question In Brazil— 
because no one could possibly tell where white begins 
and black ends. Brazil haa long since passed tha rest of 
the world in lta race relations. The eo-c&lled race 
problem simply does not exist in Brazil," —and then' 
raises the question, "Is this to be the fats of our 
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beloved Nation, decreed by nine political appointees to 
impress the Asiatics and using as their authority the 
writing of Socialist and Coarmnist tinged authors?"

"Our read¬ 
ers will be interested in the announcement sent us by 
the National Conference of Christians and Jews that the 
14th annual observance of Brotherhood Week comes this 
month, February.16-23. The special theme is Brotherhood 
Pattern for Peace . Baha'is may wish to Join In the edu¬ 
cational programs carried out by many groups during that 
• week. This is one of the organizations which are carry- 
ing out one of the basic principles of Baha'u'llah, the 
...Oneness of Mankind. Step by step this spirit of oneness 
.’-is being cultivated in many ways aid by many groups." 

, The "Christ problem” continually crops up, especial- 

?,--ly in ths Kosher press, for "brotherhood" is a one-way 
■ street paved with concessions to Talmudism, the evil 
• creed so scathingly denounced by Christ and the essence 
of all that made Babylon a byword for wickedness. The 
B'nai B'rith Messenger of March 23, 1956 reports: "Ham¬ 
mond, Indiana (JTA)--The Hasmcnd Ministerial Association, 
a group of Protestant ministera here, has announced its 
moral support of court action taken against ths erection 
of a crucifix in a public park % The crucifix was erected 
in October by the 4th Degree As*sembly of the Knights of 
Columbus of Indiana, a Catholic laymen's group. The 
statement by the Ministerial Association noted that the 
Wicker Memorial Park, where the crucifix was sat up, ia 
supported by the taxpayers and said this action was, 
therefore, an infringement of the constitutional prin¬ 
ciple of separation of church and state." (The Minister¬ 
ial Association did not, of course, note the fact that 
our nation was founded by Christian patriots, throve on 
Christian principles and is, by court teats, officially 
a Christian nation; that only the light of Christianity 
can guide ua aright.) 

It can be deduced from the screaming headlines of 
the Jewish press that in the mind of Jewry young Ameri¬ 
cana have a date with destiny in. defense of the para¬ 
sitic, misnamed state of Israel, founded by and mainly 
populated by usurpers who are not descendants of the 
Hebrews end whose claims are entirely fraudulent.

Later returns of this comet saw a 
lessening and gradual disappearance of superstitious 
dread. That of 1910, as before noted, marked the clos¬ 
ing of the books in the life of Mar* Twain. 

* * * POSTSCRIPT, April 14: The last known surviving 
witness of the assassination of President Lincoln ia 
dead. Saauel J. Seymour was five years old exactly 91 
years ago when he sat in the balcony at Ford'a Theater 
in Washington. Lincoln sat in a box directly opposite. 
On that night a hired killer removed from the path of 
ths international moneylords the moat enlightened and 
effective human obstacle to their ruthless march to 
world power.

It is a tale replete with forged wills, mistaken 
identity, lost beira, tricky Impersonations and every 
other stock device of the mystery thriller. Basic fac¬ 
tors that must be taken into account: 

Israel is not synonymous with Jewry . The word Jew 
first appears in the Bible in II Kings, at a time whan 
the remnant of Judah was intermarrying with heathen 
tribes in defiance of the warnings of the Hebrew proph¬ 
ets. The leraelitea were an Aryan people, David, for 
example, being fair and ruddy. ' 

Israel' was chosen—not in the sense of "I can do 
anything I please, because Just look who I ami" —but to 
be a servant of God in treasuring and adninisterlng the 
natural and basic principles of Just and orderly govern¬ 
ment; government by law, not by the whims of men; the 
private property right ("Thou ahalt not steal"); the 
presumption of innocence prior to a verdict in due pro¬ 
cess of low, as.well as equality before the law, the 
Judges of Israel being given the charge (almost identi¬ 
cal with the oath taken by U.S. Supreme Court Justices): 
"Hear the causes between your brethren and Judge right- 1 
eoualy between every man and his brother, and the stran¬ 
ger that la with him. Te shall not respect persons In 
judgment; but ye shall hear the small as well as the 
great." Israel's mission waa also to receive Christ, 
the foretold Messiah, and to spread the Christian gospel 
(St. John 5:46). 

When the Israelites clamored for a king to replace 
the theocratic government Interpreted by Judges "the 
Lord said unto Samuel, hearken unto the voice of the 
people...they have not rejected thee, but have rejected 
ms, that I should reign over them." Samuel warned the 
Israelites of the state of semi-slavery that their 
choice invited: "He (the king) will take the tenth of 
your seed, and of your vtnyarda, and give to hie offi¬ 
cers, and to his servants. He will take your daughters 
to be confectionaries and to be cooks and to be bakers; 
take your sons and appoint them for himself, for his 
chariots and to be hia horsemen; and seme shall run be¬ 
fore hie chariots." At the first coronation ceremony in 
Israel the people greeted King Saul with the shout: "God 
save the kii^I" 

Following the division of the b-ingrin»i the Ten "lost" 
Tribes of Israel and a host from the "fenced cities of 
Judah" were carried into Assyrian captivity more than a 




hundred years before the remnant of Judah came under 
the subversive influence of the Synagogue of Satan (Rev¬ 
elation 2:9 and 3:9) during the captivity in Babylon and 
brought back to Jerusalem the criminal perversion of 
Israel law that is now embodied in the Babylonian Talmud 
—the tradition of the elders that Jesus denounced: "Ye 
have made the commandment of W>d of none,effect by your 
tradition." Synagogues—not mentioned previous to the 
captivity—flourished while the temple of Cod was turned 
into a place of traffic for the moneychangers and a den 
of thieves. The "lost" Ten Tribes were assuredly not lost 
to the knowledge of Christ and the Apostles, for the 
Epistle of James begins: "James, a servant of Cod and cf 
the Lord Jesus Christ, to the twelve tribes which are 
scattered abroad, greeting..." This could not have been 
addressed merely to the Jewish remnant of Judah in Pal¬ 
estine. 

It is your privilege to accept as conclusive, or to 
reject the many indications that the "lost" Ten Tribes of 
Israel and those many captives from "the fenced cities of 
Judah", left by the ancient historians at the headwaters 
of the Tigris and Euphrates rivers, broke their bonds 
and, by way of the Caucasus, emerged in western Europe 
as the Caucasians who brought with them, ae though by 
right of inheritance, the Israel laws of Kt. Sinai which 
are woven into the fabric of Anglo-Saxon Common Law,and 
whose ancestors are traced by modern historians over the 
same routes to the general area of the Assyrian captiv¬ 
ity. BUT it is no one's privilege to deepen the confu¬ 
sion of the current crisis by claiming special privileges 
for a pressure group whose only connection with the He¬ 
brews and Palestine is, in historic fact, the 7th- 
century conversion of their Asiatic ancestors to Bab¬ 
ylonian Talmudism. The great majority of-present-day 
Jews are simply Khezars only a few generations removed 
from their native bailiwick in the south of Russia. 

These predatory, Yiddish-speaking "kikes" are confirmed 
usurpers and will pursue that calling wherever they may 
turn up. 

Authorities tell us we can trace Anglo-Saxon Common 
Law directly back to the Israel law: Blackstone, Kale, 
Coke, Fitzherbert, Littleton, Bracton, Glanvill—until 
we we reach the reign of Henry of Anjou. (Blackstone 
stated that the Common Law was "the natural and revealed 
law of God.") The legal trail leads back to the "Dooms" 
of King Alfred, which are almost a literal transcription 
of portions of Exodus. 

Out of the mists of antiquity emerge two systems, 
God's (rightist) and Satan's (leftist-Babylonlan),which 
continue in deadly conflict. Subversive attacks on the 
Bible go hand-in-hand with onslaughts against our U.S.

But our 
side of the family repented its royal bargain: compare 
Samuel's warning of the type of rulers the Israelites 
could expect with the bill of complaints in the Declar¬ 
ation of Independence: "The history of the present King 
of Great Britain is a history of repeated injuries and 
usurpations, all having in direct object the establish¬ 
ment of an absolute tyranny over these States...He has 
made judges dependent on his will alone...He has erected 
a multitude of new offices, and sent hither swarms of 
officers to harass our people, and eat out their sub¬ 
stance. He has kept among us, in times of peace, stand¬ 
ing araiee without the consent of our legislature...im¬ 
posing taxes on us without our consent...A prince whose 
character is thus marked by every act which say define 
a tyrant, is unfit to be the ruler of a free people." 

'Twae ever thus. A predisposition to tyranny on the 
part of a monarch runs not when Satan's agents gain his 
majesty's ear; and the adoption of a republican form of 
government is no guarantee against such sstanic tamper¬ 
ing. Today we find the royal idea enlarged to global 
scope and our captured republic altered by stealth to 
conform to the Babylonian pattern of collectivism. 
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regimentation, topheavy bureaucracy and taxation to the 
point of confiscation. Corruption is the order of the 
day. Our sons were banished by the tyrants, without a 
'declaration of war, to the slaughter of an internation¬ 
al police action that they were not permitted to win.

•Cattle 400 miles from the scene of Britain's cur¬ 
rent series of atomic tests in Australia today were 
reported heavily affected by radioactivity. 

The British have exploded two atomic devices at 
the Maralinga testing grounds in South Australia

We shall try to- determine to what extent Soviet 
power operates through the Communist Party here 
and to what extent other organizations have been 
devised to effectuate its purposes. We shall study 
the structural revisions that the Communists have 
made in their network in order to avoid detection, 
and endeavor to trace the movement, of individual 
agents through these' changing structures. 


Under consideration during, these .hearings will be , 
the activities'of Soviet agents'and agencies registered 
"with the Department of Justice and such other agents 
or agencies not now registered, whose activities may 
warrant legislative action. ,' < 


We shall endeavor to determine to what extent 
this Soviet activity here is calculated to contribute to 
Soviet expansion- abroad and to what extent it is 
working to undermine the structure and ' the compo¬ 
sition ' of our own Government here, as the facts 
i - bearing on these issues are gathered in the public 
record of this subcommittee, which will enable it to 
make recommendations or determinations as to 
whether the Internal Security Act-of 1950 Bnd other 
existing law should be repealed, amended or revised, 
or" new Jaws enacted. , 

During the coming Congress, I propose to journey', 

I personally to Washington, D.C., and call on certain ‘. 
members of Congress urging them to bring about an 
, investigation of the hidden forces which operate 
within our social and political structure even beyond / 
the present visibility -of' investigating committees. 
The real investigation which should take place should 
be one that would expose what happens when 
a man is given the silent treatment, in the press and 
on radio and television. Who gives the orders to 
smear a public figure. like McCarthy, Eastland and 
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Jenner ?' WBo establishes the rule. which prevents 
quotations from General Douglas MacArthur and his 
type from scarcely reaching the press. When a com¬ 
mittee in Congress becomes strong enough and cour¬ 
ageous enough to give us the answer to this question,' 
then we will be able to identify the real ‘hidden 
hands' which operate and control the Government 
of the United'States.

I first met Martin Dies in Beaumont,' Texas. He 
was then a young lawyer in Orange, and would come 
, over to.Beaumont occasionally to address the Men’s 
Sunday School Class at the University Christian 
Church. Later he was,elected to Congress and re¬ 
sponded to a suggestion that had been made by a few 
patriots, including myself, to the effect that a com¬ 
mittee be formed 'to investigate un-American ac¬ 
tivities. He introduced the legislation which caused 
the formation of this committee and was made the 
chairman. It became known as the Un-American 
Activities Committee, but because of Mr. Dies’ ag¬ 
gressive activity it became popularly known as the 
Dies Committee.

nothing else to do, but to use the figure, ‘my fingers, 
are crossed.' If in the present mood of the United 
Nations an army of 5000 can be sent into the Middle 
East, then in another and changed mood a million 
men, or any number, could be sent in to take over 
our Panama Canal, or police a South American 
Republic. This might very well become the pattern 
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for a World Government with a standing army. It 
might very easily subdue the United States. 

This may sound like an exaggerated apprehension, 
but the suggestion should cause every observing and 
alert patriot, to determine within his soul that we 
shall, under God, never permit the sovereignty of 
our Nation to be diluted by a World Government 
and, worse still, by a standing army under 'a World 
Government. '

AH, THE DEAR, DEAD DAYS! —the happy, lighthearted days before the powers that 
be indentified America*s conposers of Southern folk songs, including the peerless 
Stephen Foster, as hatenongers and "racists*’ and subjected their beautiful ballads to 
all the kosher detergents, bleaches and whatnot necessary to drain them of every drop 
of local color, transform Kentucky Babe* s little woolly head as if by magic into a 
little curly head, translate darkies by the dozen into faceless, raceless "people", 
and wipe Old Black Joe out of existence; before the same autocrats pressured city 
school boards into withdrawing Mark Twain*s Huckleberry Finn from approved reading 
lists on the sane pretext of purification. Those were the days of free and easy 
speech when you could, if it gratified your sense of humor, frankly proclaim that: 

A Chinaman*s eyes are oblique. 

Which makes him look mique so to spique; 

But go to the wicket without any ticket 1 ‘ • - 

And you*11 3wear to change laundries next wiquel 


Back in the 1060*s a prolific author, one Oliver Optic, added a long series of 
character-building stories to the bookshelves of young readers by repeatedly sending 
a fictitious academy ship Young America, manned by its students, on entertainingly 
educational tours of foreign lands. Hr, Lowington, the principal, so the story went, 
hit upon the idea of the school ship as "he was thinking what he could do to save 
himself from the inglorious life of ease he was leading, and at the same time, serve 
his country and his race ." And, 25 pages farther on: "It was Mr. Lowington*s task 
to repress the mischief in these boy3, to keep them occupied with work and play, and 
to develop their moral and mental capacities. He had doubtless taken a heavy load 
upon himself, but he felt that he was to labor for his race and his country...," 
Longfellow in his Tales of a Wayside Inn describes my distant kinsman Squire Lyman 
Howe: "But first the Landlord will I trace...A man of ancient pedigree...known in all 
Sudbury as *The Squire.* Proud was he of his name and race, of old Sir William and 
Sir Hugh..." (Underlining added to the now almost-forbidden word.) 

As though by a magic spell those deal’, dead days have all but vanished in the 
mists of the remote past, so rapidly~and so wildly at variance with the actual time 
lapse—have they retreated before the onslaught, of the dizzy days of 1957-1958 that 
have carried us into an unreal world of shattered conventions and outlawed traditions 
and brought us to the point of writing off the whole earthly mess and of reaching foi 
the moon instead. There*s magic in it without a doubt—black magic; and only Ameri¬ 
cans of the stubborn old-fashioned breed can discern that the mottled effect produced 


by enforced integration of blacks and whites, vdth the accompanying ban on all refer¬ 
ence to distinctive racial characteristics, is but the protective coloration of cam¬ 
ouflage—in this instance employed in guerrilla warfare by the most race-conscious 
tribe on the face of the earth in its bid for world control. It shields the lurking 
conspirators from view and encourages the propagation of a generation of. mongrels 
that will be ripe for enslavement. 

It required all the black arts of ancient Babylon to fashion for the entrapment 
of Christendom a kosher wonderland as fantastic as any that you knew in juvenile 
fantasy fiction when you tumbled down the Rabbit Hole and stepped into Looking-glass 
Land with Alice, or went dragon-slaying with knights of old. 

The press control that silences criticism of anything Jewish enables these 
demon-driven devotees of the Babylonian Talmud to make lightning attacks on our most 
cherished Christian and patriotic institutions from an ambush of anonymity. They are 
in effect an invisible enemy in our midst. Magic spells that would make Merlin green 
with envy generate for them the power to create money out of nothing and fasten upon 
us the chains of financial despotism; to dictate alterations in our legal system 
while in matters of Jewish concern they betake themselves to their courts of Beth Din 
and slam the doors in our faces; to send us to war to further their global designs; 
to maneuver us into adopting the Communist program in the name of fighting Communism; 
and to delude us into recognizing and underwriting the misnamed state of Israel—a 
gangster state born of terrorism, massacre and grandscale robbery—as a sacred obli¬ 
gation to the "Chosen People", Dual citizenship—a privilege denied to members of 
any other race—becomes their right by the tricky rules of a game of makebelieve. 

A memorial monument towering to the height of the tall story of the Six Million 
Nazi-slaughtered Jews dominates the skyline of this fantastic wonderland while, to 


challenge its supremacy, a neighboring column representing German "reparations" to 
the state of Israel mounts rapidly, payment upon payment. 

Storage bins bursting with the annual harvest of dollars for United Jewish 
Relief, Jewish Welfare Fund, sale of Israel bonds, and various aid-to-Israel drives 
dot the landscape like grain elevators in Kansas. City mayors, government officials, 
motion-picture stars ana members of the Roosevelt family vie with one another to 
spark these drives with "kickoff" ceremonies and speaking tours. In San Francisco 
200 volunteers climaxed a recent drive with a house—to—house solicitation after lis¬ 
tening to a sendoff message from Israeli Prime Minister David Ben-Gurion. Speaking 
by telephone, Ben-Gurion told the canvassers their attempts to sell ^75,000,000 vorth 
of bends would help to make Israel economically independent by 1967. . 

‘Half-hidden in a thicket in the deeper mazes, of t<us weird realm, but making its 
existence known by the clang of hammer on anvil, oelching black smoke and bursts of 
flame, is the forge in which specialists of the Anti-Defamation League of B*nai B»nth 
wreck the reputations of those high on their blacklist and beat them into unsightly 
shapes for identification in the controlled press# In the past decade their libelous 
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caricature of the Christian Nationalist leader Gerald L.K. Smith led all the rest 
until a tough, determined ex-Marine diverted their attention by appearing on the 
legislative field to call a halt to the betrayal of his country. Thereupon the griin 
spectre of "McCarthyism" was loosed to haunt the land. Currently these masters of 
misrepresentation are busily doing things to the name of Orval Faubus. 

Acres of scenic beauty are the setting for the spacious galleries of Jewry’s 
HalliOf Fame, where the dazzled tourist may view a seemingly endless array of flatter 
ing portraits of the tribal great‘s past and present, who have- shaped the course of 
history and at present dominate tne field of internationalism and every sector of 
American life and level of society from departments of government to the haunts of th 

underworld. To mention only a few -— 

'•Elder Statesman" Bernard M. Baruch, adviser of presidents, often referred to as 
the "Unofficial President", who has declared that national pride is "a lot of nonsense 

Felix Frankfurter, legal mastermind of the New Deal and mentor of Chief Justice 
Earl Warren. Artie Samieh, Sacramento liquor lobbyist in the days of Warren’s gov¬ 
ernorship who boasted publicly that he "bought and sold State legislators like sacks 
of potatoes." Mike Todd (Avrom Hirsch Goldbogen) and other flashy showmen of stage 
and screen including Eddie Cantor (Isidore Iskowitz), who, as quoted by Time Maga¬ 
zine of April 11, 1938, referred to the Hollywood motion picture industry as being 
"run by Jews" ..... 

Robert Brisco, lately Lord Mayor of 95$ Catholic Dublin, who speaks Yiddish with 
a brogue but will never make the Sign of the Cross, say "Our Father" or "Hail Mary"— 
and who is a dealer in kosher meat as revealed in a Nhat’s My Line? television in¬ 
terview on the occasion of his recent visit to the United States. The sweet innocence 
of panelist Dorothy Kilgallen, who, upon eliciting the fact that the guest engaged ii 
meat-processing, sought to identify the meat in question as pork, put many present in 
stitches to judge from a perceptible ripple of merriment sweeping the unseen audience. 
(All of which tend3 to remind us that the violent hostility shown by the Jewish press 
to the "Humane Slaughter" legislation pending in Congress is a logical development 
in thi3 6-pointed-starspangled kosher wonderland. The shelves of your neighborhood 
grocery are full of kosher products carrying the guarantee of the letter K and the 
circled U: almost everything from canned, bottled and frozen foodstuffs to kitchen 
cleansers and laundry supplies. Jewish papers flash big 6-pointed stars in full-page 
advertisements of these products that scream, "BE A STAR HOUSEWIFE!" —while in ed¬ 
itorial comment the "humane slaughter" bills become religious persecution aimed at 

the traditional process of Jewish ritual slaughter.) Continuing Jewry’s roll-call of 

fame...... 

Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, who hailed the Bolshevik revolution in Russia as the 
"noble achievement of the sons and daughters of Israel". Israel Zangwill, who said, 
"The minority treaties were the touchstone of the League of Nations, that essentially 
Jewish aspiration." Israeli premier David Ben-Gurion, whom Time Magazine of August 
16, 1948 quoted as declaring that "We consider that the United Nations’ ideal is a 
Jewish ideal." Dr. Ludwig L. Zamenhof, featured in the B’nai B’rith Messenger of 
April 12, 1957 as the father of Esperanto (the universal language so vital to the 
success of a new Tower of Babel). Maurice Samuel, honored by the American Jewish Con¬ 
gress with the Stephen Wise Award for "outstanding contribution to Jewish culture", 
who stated in his book You Gentiles : "We Jews, we, the destroyers, will remain the 
destroyers forever. Nothing that you do will meet our needs and demands. 17e will 
destroy because we need a world of our own." Henry Morgenthau, former U.S. Secretary 
of the Treasury and onetime head of both the United Jewish Appeal and the Israel Bond 
Organization, who was quoted last January in a JTA dispatch from Johannesburg to the 
B’nai B’rith Messenger as stating that Israel’s victory in the war of 1948 when it ha 
"only a handful of soldiers" and its lightning success in the Sinai campaign enhanced 
the prestige of the Jewish State and of Jews throughout the world..... 

Karl Marx, the father of Communism, The Rothschilds, founders of the Jewish, 
international banking fraternity, and their agent Judah P. Benjamin, reputed "brains 
of Jefferson Davis’s Confederate cabinet. A recent rundown on Benjamin in The Cali-, 
fornia Jewish Voice reminds us that the "Chosen" usually come out on top; "Whereas th 
defeat of the Confederacy ended the career of Davis and other Confederate leaders, it 
merely started a new phase for Benjamin—in European circles...In his fifties, he re¬ 
sumed legal studies in London, where he was quickly admitted to the English bari Once 
more his personality and ability enabled Benjamin to acquire a great reputation, and 
he was made Queen’s Counsel." .... 

Jacob Schiff, who acted as Kuhn, Loeb & Company’s agent in financing Bolshevists 
Lenin and Trotsky. Theodore Herzl, founder of Zionism, who wrote in his book A Jewis 
State : •'When we sink we become a revolutionary proletariat; when we rise there rises 
also our terrible power of the purse.” The March, 1953 issue of the magazine Jewish 
Life carried a refresher on Herzl and Zionism; for help in appropriating Palestine fo. 
a Jewish state he first contacted the Sultan of Turkey, who turned him down, which, 
Jewish Life states, 'Inay be one of the reasons why the Turkish feudal riling class anr 
His Sultanic Majesty went out of business as a ruling class"; then the German Kaiser, 
but the Germans thought they could do better with other allies, a decision, Jewish 
Life suggests, they had later reason to regret; third, the Russian Caar, who would 
make no such deal, and Jewish Life says: "Maybe that’s one reason why the tsarist 
ruling class is out of business too as a ruling class." Ehgland and the United States 
proved to be more obliging. As a sequel to these maneuvers Zionist pressure brought 
the United States into the first world war as an ally of the British, starting a train 
of events that finds us apparently committed for evermore to support of the parasitic 
state of counterfeit Israel. 

At the moment Kosher Wonderland rings with the joyous celebration of Israel’s 
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tenth anniversary and the blaring fanfarronades that herald the approach of election 
campaign bandwagons rolling for such candidates as have, by the acceptance of B'nai 
B'rith awards, signified their willingness to bow to Jewish demands. These are all 
members of the ORDER OF THE SUPPLE KNEE, without whose cooperation there would have 
been no ‘'Civil Wrongs" legislation leading to an armed invasion of the state of Ar¬ 
kansas and nationwide deterioration of the public schools. In news items from time 
to time Jewry displays the personnel of its captive court as in the instance of a 
testimonial dinner given by B'nai B'rith Lodge No. 252, Oakland, California. Oakland 
Tribune of August 27, 1954; "U.S. Senator William F. Knowland will receive the 'Man 

of the Year* award, which has been given only six times previously in the lodge's 80 
years of existence. Past recipients include Gen. Mark Clark, State Chief Justice 
Phil S. Gibson and University of California President Robert Gordon Sproul." 

■Successive shocks of this sort should have prepared us fir the worst. Now, to 
see the great J. Edgar Hoover bend the knee is sufficient to jolt the most trusting 
American into wondering what is happening to his national hearth and home. Hoover's 
book Masters of Deceit, just off the press, is a masterpiece of misinformation on a 
major point, in that it presents B'nai B'rith, the American Jewish Committee, the 
Anti-Defamation League "and a host of other Jewish groups" as bulwarks against Com¬ 
munism. The greater the resulting shock to informed patriots, the greater must be the 
gratification of those it serves to shield. It undoubtedly spangles the fabric of 
their self-esteem with sequins and adds color and sparkle to the festivities that 
say "Happy birthday I" to the petted new member of the family of nations. 

In this connection Samuel B. Gach, in his California Jewish Voice of last April 
18th, plays up two more portraits in Jewry's Hall of Fame—those of Albert Einstein, 
named by Joseph Stalin as one of his best friends in the United States and called 
by Jewry "the father of the atomic age" and a saintly character; and Dr. Jonas Salk, 
whose fame as a blessing to humanity endures despite numerous damage suits filed on 
behalf of children who are alleged to have contracted polio from injections of his 
vaccine. Gach wrote: "...The righteous and believers of all those Nations dedicated 

to the truth enunciated in the Book are rejoicing together with the Jews of the world 
in the tenth birthday of the re-born State of Israel, a peace loving state, to whose 
ideals neither an Einstein or a Salk would find himself alien." 

These two, Einstein and Salk, turn up together repeatedly in kosher eulogies, 
wearing twin halos; Einstein, of course, in retrospect. By a mysterious process of 
Jewish reasoning Dr. Salk's services are found to be needed in the field of "Mental 
Health", for (quoting Victor Riesel's column in the Oakland Tribune of April 18, 
1955): "With polio paralyzed,the youngsters of the nation still face the most serious 
health threat of all—mental illness. The National Association for Mental Health es¬ 


timates that one out of each twelve children born this year will need to go to a 
mental hospital for treatment sometime during his life." Dr. Salk himself told a 
television audience that the most ghastly disease of all still haunting us is mental 
illness—the next vital field, after polio, for the anonymous army of researchers in • 
preventive medicine. (Underlining added to the reminder of the anonymous and invis¬ 
ible Fifth Column ambushed in our midst.) 

If the previous estimate of one bad mental risk out of each twelve children was 
correct it is sickening to consider what must be the percentage now, in an hysterical 
era that has written into American history the spectacle of school enrollment at 
bayonet-point, finds jungle savagery exploding on the playground and in school corri¬ 
dors between classes, sees the field of psychiatry surrendered to those who would out- 
la;/ the name of Jesu 3 Christ, and encourages interracial experimentation by youth 
groups under the eager supervision of the local Jewish rabbi. 

"FELLOWSHIP, DATING, YOUTH MEET TOPICS" ran the heading of a recent item in the 
Oakland Tribune covering discussions of boy-and-girl dating problems at the first All 
City FpI 1 ovj^hi"p conference held at Castlemont High School, in which promotion of 
"brotherhood" and elimination of "prejudice" were given prime consideration. An ac¬ 
companying group photograph shows—posed at the registration desk-three girls, two 
white and one Chinese, with three Negro boys, one of whom was the General Chairman ol 
the conference. Prominent among the adult counselors was Rabbi William Stern, a cir¬ 
cumstance that calls for a flashback to the news of February, 195<£. 

At that time Rabbi Stern, invoking the principle of separation of church and 
state, launched what appeared to be a lone-wolf attack on the proposal of the Gideon 
Society to distribute copies of the New Testament in the Oakland pubjdc schools to 
students who desired them. On record as supporting the Gideons* project were the 
Northern California and Nevada Council of Churches, the California Anti-Communist 
League, United Evangelistic Churches of the Eastbay, various Pentecostal groups, the 
Baptist Ministers Union, and Rev. Max A.X. Clark, influential editor of The Christian 

Journal, whose watchword, both in individual action and as a participant in Gerald 
UlcTSmth's Christian Nationalist Crusade, is "Put Christ first in America. Among 
those listed as seeing no Constitutional or other objection to the Gideons’ project 
were spokesmen for Christian Scientist and Mormon churches and Rev. James N« Brown, 
superintendent of schools for the Catholic Archdiocese of San Francisco. The pro¬ 
tective mask of anonymity slipped slightly when the Oakland Tribune made casual 
reference to Rabbi Stern as presenting "tbe Jewish view". 

The Jewish view won a smashing victory when, three years later. State Attorney 
General Edmund G. Brown issued a long-awaited ruling on this and related questions. He 
ruled that: prayers may not be made a part of the public school curriculum on the 
ground that sJca "agists and agnostics arc protected in their beUefs by <ohe Con- 
Qt-itution" praver would conflict with their children's heme life and become a 0137 
ruptive°inffuence; W Gideon°Bibles may not be distributed through the school system;the 
Bible may not be read in public schools for religious purposes but only used fo f- 
erence. literary, historical and other non-religious purposes. This action and the 
fact that he openly basks in the sunlight of Jewish favor certifies the present 
Democratic candidate for governor of California as a member m good standing of the 
Order of the Supple Knee.

ACTION AT LITTLE ROCK” runs a headline in the Paid and Tribune of Sept. 25,1957. Know* 
land like\ri.se backed the President in that show of Federal might,as quoted in the new 

This leaves the California voters as little choice in the selection of a governc 
as though it were a mattBr of Tweedledum and Tweedledee—in the primary election, at 
least.

Anti-bias fumes could be channeled through 
Dixie buses via the motor's ventilating system...The discovery of an anti-bias vaccdn 
would complete the family of happiness pillsj would be a merciful shot in democracy's 
weakest arm,.," Lest the reader start screaming at this point, we'll draw a veil 
over the remainder of the article. But make no mistake—they have plans for you! 

The pace grows dizzier by the hour and will continue so until widespread awaken¬ 
ing and public indignation combine with the heavy weight of evil intent to bring the 
crazy structure of kosher aspirations tumbling down like the shower of cards in 
Alice's final courtroom scene. Thereafter (which is more than they deserve) members 
of the Order of the Supple Knee may arise and walk once more like men—if,indeed,thq 
can ever straighten upright after long shouldering their load of borrowed iniquity.

THE GREAT COMPANY 


n All the world*s a stage” for the performance of a nighty drama that mounts to 
its climax in the long struggle between good and evil under masterly direction that 
precisely times the entrances and the exits of the leading players. The month that 
marks the entrances, seventy-seven years apart, of George Washington and Abraham 
Lincoln is a fitting occasion for a salute to the company of great souls who have 
served on the Lord*s side above and beyond the call of duty.' They are the Great 
Company of whom God said: "I have reserved to myself seven thousand men who have not 
bowed the knee to the image of Baal.” 

This hardy remnant, the symbolic Seven Thousand in every age, has supplied the 
Christian trail-blazers, the custodians of the principles of just and orderly govern¬ 
ment, who have advanced civilization in long marches against ignorance, superstition, 
idolatry and-atheism,' and the advance has been steadily to the"lJest. ‘ They are now' - 
engaged in a life-or-death struggle of resistance to the eastward pull of the forces 
of Antichrist, who boast that they have alm ost, reached their goal of world dictator¬ 
ship, to be based in usurped and ravaged Jerusalem. It is a matter of life or death 
to Christian civilization; life or death to our Republic; life or death to you and 
yours. For the enemy, entrenched in every area of our political, educational,social 
and economic life, grants you no other fate than death or slavery. 

Classic scenes that held the stage in great moments of history are as vivid to 
the mind*s eye as though we had shared the experience of the eyewitness from whom 
knowledge of the event is derived: the birth of Magna Carta at Kunnymede; Washington 
at Valley Forge; the signing of the Declaration of Independence; the tragic drama 
at Ford*s Theater on the night of April 11, 1665; Joseph McCarthy at the mercy of a 
senatorial lynching mob prompted by vicious enemies of Christian Americanism who 
thereafter proceeded to hound this selfless patriot to his grave. 

As the drama mounts to fantastic heights, and America trembles at the Soviet 
claim to a flying start in the race to dominate the realm of outer space, the final¬ 
ity of Senator McCarthy's exit is belied by his shadowy presence in the wings, mani¬ 
fested by the echo of his words spoken in the United States Senate in the last year 
of his life: ”1 suggest we set up a committee to investigate the missile program and 
to keep a vigilant eye on its progress. If the program is not on an all-out basis, 
find out why; if we are falling behind the Soviet Union in the development of the 
weapon that might permit communism to conquer us, then we must find out who is re¬ 
sponsible and what has motivated those who are responsible. If executive officials ' 
refuse to cooperate with the committee then the Congress should, by joint resolution, 
direct the executives to give Congress the information it needs to provide for the 
common defense,” 

It is said that Abraham Lincoln expressed an uncanny foreknowledge of the manner 
of his own death and understood its significance in relation to the nation* s destiny. 
Whether or not this was true of Joseph McCarthy, he carried out a commission that 
gave him no pause or rest short of death itself, and with a determination that set 
him apart from his senatorial colleagues of lesser breed as one who scorned to play 
to a gallery packed with his country*s secret foes. 

Such dedicated patriots stride the boards of history*s stage with the supurb as¬ 
surance that characterized the great Shakespearean actors from Thomas Betterton to 
Henry Irving, whose genius brought to life characters of fact and fiction and in 
whose performances historic episodes passed in review. ”Aug. 24, 1661: Saw *Hamlet, 
Prince of Denmark,* done with scenes very well, but above all, Betterton did the 
prince’s part beyond imagination,” we are told by Samuel Pepys, our eyewitness to 
events at the court of Charles'H. And, for Pepys, Betterton could lift a dull play 
out of the doldrums: "Saw »The Rivails,* which 1 had seen before; but the play not 
good, nor anything but the good actings of Betterton and his wife and Harris#” He 
saw Hamlet again—'’giving us fresh reason never.to think enough of Betterton. 

'Across u tlie- Atlantic two centuries later'a conspiracy, long fostered in the ; 
lodges of Adam VJeishaupt»s Illuminati and furthered by the program of Karl Marx, ex¬ 
ploded in Ford’s Theater, where the bullet fired by a hired assassin switched the 
drama from stage to flag-draped presidential box and triggered a chain of events that 
have held the world stage in a continuous performance ever since. It put us m bond¬ 
age to the Rothschild moneychangers via the Federal Reserve Act, detonated two world 
wars, captured Russia to serve as a base of red revolution, ensnared us in the United 
Nations* evil web, sent us to Korea in a bloody U.IJ, police action, forces Integra- 
tion of whites and blades at bayonet—point and delivers us* m il i tarily weakened in 
favor of the Soviet Union, on the threshold of the Space Age. 

After a long trek down this dreary road the red footprints of those who led us 
had become so noticeable and the course toward national ruin so certain that the 
Hearst papers sought to stiffen popular resistance to the interventionist propaganda 
of 1940-1941 with grim reminders of the price we paid for our first crusade in Europe* 
Harrowing war photos were accompanied by letters dictated to nurses and chaplains by 
American doughboys in their last moments: ’’Dear Mother: It has come. The bad news. 
The nurse tells me I am bound for the long hike...” — "Dear Father: the Doc says 
I*m going west...” One instance was headed: ”ACTOR TURNED TO SOLDIER STARS IN ACTUAL 
BATTLE; EXPECTS ’NEXT ACT SOON*"— This soldier, who fell at Soissons, was a Shakes¬ 
pearean actor and his wife was in the same profession. He writes her that the cur-

tain i3 about to falls ''DEAR ALICE: *1 am dying, Egypt, dying; Give me some wine,and 
let me speak a little.* How often did I mouth those words, but how little did I 
really understand them. But now that my time has come it is little good to any one 
that I understand, I cannot speak to you as I wish, but will try to make some poor, 
clumsy attempt on paper to convey my thought.,.." 

For the Christian, in the present life or when facing the life to come, the next 
act is just ahead. Death has no terrors, nor has man*s rendezvous with the unknown 
in the i mmi nent probing of outer space. For we harve Christ*s words, "Look up, lift 
up your heads, for your redemption draweth nigh" —a promise to be treasured against 
a day of desperate distress and perplexity of the nations when men*s hearts fail 
them for fear. Resting on that assurance, we may calmly take time out to study the 
nearest tribal specimens for clues to what goes on in the minds of those who are 
trying to scare us silly in an effort to drive us in the direction they want us togo : 

One happy thought occupying their minds, instilled by the Babylonian Talmud ana 
reflected time and again in the Kosher press, pictures you as "goyim", slightly sub¬ 
human creatures predestined to serve the Jewish master race when the "Chosen" come 
into their inheritance of all the treasures of the earth. To facilitate this program 
they will use every means conducive to the interbreeding of whites and blacks to wipe 
out racial pride and racial memory and weaken your will to resist. This is the 
greatest, the most sinister menace you face: greater than the threat of push-button 
war and nuclear devastation, greater than all of Soviet Russia*s vaunted military 
might. The Aryan, with centuries of achievement to his credit, can survive and tri¬ 
umph over all of that. To him the bright face of danger is a challenge, not a catas¬ 
trophe, He will go down to deserved defeat only if he destroys his racial identity. 
Remember ? Remember the days of old, consider the years of many generat i ons, ask thy 
elders and they will tell thee: remove not the ancient landmarks ? —is a persistent 
note ringing through the Scriptures; and grim are the warnings againstracial adult¬ 
ery, and/the penalties therefor. 

YOU WERE THERE. In the memory of your race you witnessed history*s outstanding 
events. You fought in the battle of Hastings and joined the Third Crusade under 
Richard the Lion-Hearted. You saw the Great Fire of London through the eyes of that 
painstaking diarist Samuel Pepys, and watched the city rise from the ashes. Thanks 
to Pepys*s small role in the bringing of Charles II from Holland upon the Restoration 
of the Stuart monarchy, you paced the quarter-deck of the Naseby with the "Merry Mon¬ 
arch" and heard him tell of his hair-breadth escape from Worcester. You even sampled 
a novelty in the catering line and were intrigued with it as a clever contribution to 
gracious entertaining in the year 1668: "Thence home," wrote Pepys, relating an inci¬ 
dent that seems to credit Mrs. Pepys with the forward look of the modern housewife 
who heeds the television advertiser’s suggestion that she look in the yellow pages of 
the telephone book for special services, "and there find one laying of my napkins 
against tomorrow in figures of all sorts, which is mighty pretty; and it seems it is 
his trade and he gets much money by it, and do now and then furnish tables with plate 
and linen for a feast at so much, which is mighty pretty, and a trade I could not 
have thought of." 

You were present at the landing of the Pilgrims at Plymouth Rock. And watched 
William Penn supervising the laying out of the city of Philadelphia—rather surprised 
to find him in sober Quaker garb in contrast to the plumed and beribboned finery he 
wore when introduced by Pepys, eighteen years earlier, as the kid next door, just 
home from France and grown to be "a most modish person, a fine gentleman" —but not 
one likely, in Pepys*s opinion, to cut much of a swath across the course of history. 

You followed the Emigrant Trail in a prairie schooner to the golden land of Cal¬ 
ifornia; saw President Lincoln’s inaugural address carried across the nation by 
Pony Express in a record-breaking delivery; witnessed the Confederate cause reach 
its climax in the sacrificial courage of Pickett’s Charge at Gettysburg, when the 
thinning gray line succeeded in gaining the stone wall on Cemetery Ridge and planted 
the Stars and Bars there for one brief moment. 

While you were thus engaged where—in the memory of their race—were Paul Rob¬ 
eson, "Satchmo" Armstrong, Ralph Bunche and Josephine Baker, and what were they 
doing? — 

Paul Robeson, who has had every advantage that our culture could bestow, held 
the spotlight on the stage as Othello in the dramatic climax of strangling a white 
woman, and was showered with honors only to emerge as the leading Negro red who de¬ 
clared that American Negroes would never fight for the United States against the Soviet 
Union and was the recipient in 1952 of the International Stalin Peace Prize, an award 
good for ^25,000 in cash — 

"The Satch", the horn-blowing growler who specializes in hideous grimaces that 
pass for grins, entertained British royalty with times derived from the oldtime New 
Orleans red-light district, and—on dropping in at the Gold Coast two years ago- 
listened a moment to the rhythm of the native drummers, picked up his shining trumpet 
and got into the act: with the result that soon the whole place was rocking to a wild 
improvisation of "Stomping at the Savoy" — 

Ralph Bunche, the Negro successor to the murdered Counts Folke Bernadotte as U.N. 
mediator in Palestine, whose performance was so satisfactory to Jewry that he has 
basked in the sunlight of Jewish favor ever since — 

Josephine Baker, described by Time Magazine of November 12, 1951 as the "tall, 
sleek Negro singer who first achieved fame in Paris by entertaining while clad only 

in a girdle of bananas", who has forecast the gradual extermination of the white race 
through interbreeding with blacks. 

What were the ancestors of these colored celebrities doing when yours were making 
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history? Well, an old issue of The Saturday Evening Po st of fifty-one years ago,carry¬ 
ing on its masthead the time-honored words "Founded A 0 D 1 1726 by Benj. Franklin" 
tells you more frankly than the present-day SATEVEPOST, which has dropped the con¬ 
traction of the phrase In the Year of Our Lord, would dare to do. The article under 
the date of April 27, 1907 states in part: 

"Human history begins in the valley of the Nile. Equatorial Africa, occupied by 
negroes, has been vaguely known to Europeans for about four centuries; that portion 
occupied by Egyptians has a recorded history variously estimated at from five thousand 
to seventeen thousand years before Christ. Throughout this staggering antiquity we 
catch an occasional glimpse of the negro, described in the writings or sculptured on 
the Egyptian monuments, always as a savage, always as a slave. God planted the Egyp¬ 
tian and the negro 3ide by side, in that fabled valley, with equal opportunities.... 
There were no tyrants in those days, no masters and no slaves; there was neither 
riches nor poverty. Nothing had been preempted, nothing patented; there were no Jim- 
Crow cars; everything was equal. 

"Mark the lapse of a few centuries. The achievements of Egypt can scarcely be cat¬ 
alogued, they are so versatile and so magnificent. The Egyptian had erected constitu¬ 
tional government, created the kingly dignity and safeguarded the people*s rights. 

He was skilled in medicine, and wrote works on astronomy, architecture, anatomy— 
fragments of which remain to this day. He had built cities which are yet the wonder 
of mankind; he had devised an elaborate system of religion, he had harnessed the Nile, 
reared the pyramids and measured the stars. 

"But the negro's jungle was still a jungle. He had no government, no cities, no 
learning; he had no clothing, no arts, no aspirations. He had dreamed no dreams, 
hoped no hopes, indulged no visions. He had desired nothing, planned nothing, execut¬ 
ed nothing in any wise more intellectual than the accomplishments of the gorilla— 
except his crude supersititon, a form of serpent-worship which no white intelligence 
has ever yet been able to understand. His sole place in history is the one accorded 
him by his enterprising neighbor—a driven slave sculptured upon the resting-place of 
kings. Left alone, contented in his jungle, he had progressed backward and become a 
feeder upon human flesh, a polygamist, without religion, family ties or morals. He 
was the inventor and promulgator of slavery, the patentee and proprietor of cannibal- 
ism-—these being the twin institutions which he had contributed to human progress. 

"The Egyptians observed these traits of the negro which had kept him at a stand¬ 
still, and promptly assigned the reason. Oddly enough, it is the same reason given by 
Lincoln, Stanley, Livingstone, Vardaman et al . ad infinitum —"the skull of the negro 
is different. They had the elongated skull, the low, prominent forehead, hollow tem¬ 
ples, thick lips, broad shoulders, salient breast, undeveloped lower part of the 
body" —all minutely described by careful hands which now repose as mummies in royal 
mausoleums beside the Nile.... 

"The negro helped to build the Temples of Rameses, he polished the columns of Kar- 
nak, he toiled at the hundred gates of Thebes. But he gained no more conception of 
those colossal works than did the donkeys which helped him drag the stones. Under 
the lash of Egypt he could build the pyramids; without a higher intelligence to guide 
him he builds a hut of poles. 

"The story of man ran on. The Assyrians conquered Egypt,..Phoenician galleys,with 
sails of royal purple, floated past on restless explorations; the negro gained no 
knowledge of commerce or of navigation. Mighty Carthage rose, dominated the maritime 
world, and fell beneath the steel-tipped wrath of Rome; but neither Carthaginian nor 
Roman had a lesson for the negro. Northern Africa shook with the tread of Censeric's 
hordes returning from the pillage of Rome; the negro gaped at the marching myriads 
without rousing hds ambition or stirring his pulse. Conquering Moslems swept westward 
along the Mediterranean, crossed into Spain and subjugated it. They bore the Koran in 
one hand, the sword in the other, building new empires and spreading a new civiliza¬ 
tion. They left enduring marks upon the entire Western world—except upon this 
changeless negro. New nations came out of the North, white savages from German for¬ 
ests, who beat down the barriers of Rome and overran the world. Crusaders flaunted 
their banners along the shores of Africa. Bonaparte fought his modern gladiators in 
the shadow of the pyramids. The negro watched them all, and remained as' he was. 

"The black man reappeared in history again and again, but only as an article of 
unholy commerce. Virginia enacted the first recorded laws in restraint of the slave 
trade, which vrere promptly vetoed by successive Kings of England. The American Colon¬ 
ies won their independence. A second war was fought, and the white man freed the 
black. Throughout these sixty turbulent centuries history knew nothing of the negro, 
and the negro knew nothing of history. He had contributed nothing to the onward march 
and gained nothing from it. All the peoples of the world had blazoned their names upoi 
the great book of the world's events—all save one..... 

"Curiously enough,we find the early Egyptians deploring the evil effect upon thei.i 
race caused by an admixture of negro blood. It seems uncanny in this twentieth centur. 
of grace to hear this far-away protest against miscegenation, and to reflect how littl 
humankind has changed. Thus complained the Egyptians: 'The large number of black women 
found in the harems of the rich,and even in the huts of the common people, quickly im¬ 
paired the purity of the race,,.the taste for art decayed; technical ability began to 
deteriorate. The moral and intellectual standards declined, and the mass.of the peqple 
showed signs of relapsing into barbarism.* King Taharqa, whose negro blood is be¬ 
trayed in his sculptured face, a mixed degenerate, was driven from the throne by the 
Assyrians. This is what happened to Egypt, the most cultured and refined country of 
antiquity. Yet when Vardaman says the same thing might happen ultimately to Mississipp 
under worse conditions, he is called 'an alarmist, in advance of his time.'" 

Which brings us belatedly to the title of this article, which is: The Var diman Idea 
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— Hew the Governor of Mississippi Would Solve the Race Question. Governor James K. 
Vardiman is presented by the author as merely a believer in the repetitions of history 
and (omitting of necessity pages of convincing arguments to support it) his idea is 
summed up briefly thus: "The white man cannot, by lav;, confer his own instincts, his 
genius for government, his capacity and power of comprehension upon the negro. The 
negro should never have been trusted with the ballot. He is different from the white 
man. This inestimable privilege was thrust upon him, snatching him out of his twenty 
thousand barbaric years and placing him shoulder to shoulder with the heir of all the 
ages. This was a stupendous blunder, worse than any crime, and the sober second ihought 
pf the nation should correct it, We must repeal the Fifteenth and modify the Four¬ 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution of the United States, Then we shall be able in 
our legislation to recognize the negro*s racial peculiarities, and make lavra to fit 

them. This would leave the matter precisely as was intended by the fathers of the 
Republic." 

Fifty-one years have rolled away since that was published, and if the problem was 
acute then it is desperate now, as school integration in the South is enforced at 
bayonet-point and rifle-butt, and nightmare conditions in integrated schools of New 
York, Washington, D.C., Chicago and points west reach the proportions of a major 
crime wave. 

Present-day projects looking toward large-scale colonization of American Negroes 
in Africa reflect the thinking of George Washington and Abraham Lincoln, whose birth¬ 
days we celebrate this month, and of other far-seeing statesmen of the past. But for 
the untimely death of Lincoln, cut down by an assassin*s bullet, this ultimately- 
inevitable solution to the problem would in all probability now • be well under way. 
And who blocks it? Only the International Jew, whose plans call—not for a retreat 
of the black man to Africa—but the consignment of the white man to the shadows of an 
American jungle of mongrelization, the better to control him. This is the silent, 
stealthy revolution that is going on while those who call the shots of all the naticar 
try to scare us silly with the threat of total, nuclear war. 

THAT MILITARY GENTLEMAN/ GENERAL INFORMATION. It was, I think, one of the 
progeny of Teddy Roosevelt—Theodore Jr. if memory serves well—who wrote that when 
they, as children, pestered their mother to know where she got certain of her stated 
facts, she would save time by answering, •’From that military gentleman, General In¬ 
formation." 

To conserve space and spare tedious documentation, it may be stated on the auth¬ 
ority of that military gentleman that: the murder of Lincoln by the actor John Wilkes 
Booth was deliberately plotted to prevent the great Emancipator from saving the 
United States from bondage to the international bankers, that the Rothschilds suppliec 
the "brains of the Confederacy" in their agent Judah P. Benjamin, Confederate Secre¬ 
tary of State, that Booth*s trunk was found to contain coded messages the key to 
which turned up among Benjamin*s effects after his escape to England, and that the 
overall conspiracy outlined the splitting up and parceling of the United States 
among the Rothschild clan, the financial rulers of the nations.

YOU'LL BE THERE, In the memory of your race you were there to see every 
achievement that built the white man's civilization; and, reaping the blessings of 
continuing racial integrity; you'll be there on the world stage to see the conspiracy 
collapse at its evil climax, when the entire performance will be taken from the hands 
of the desolators by the One who has directed the world's destiny from the beginning.

20, 1957 issue of The B'mai B'rith Messenger, 
which, by cabalistic calculations, permits 
us to peer down the vista of the next ten 
years and see 'as in a glass darkly' the 
shadowy figure of the King-Despot waiting un¬ 
til the year 1968, or 5728 by the Jewish 
calendar, to mount his throne in the world- 
capital of Jerusalem. 

"The Protocols, supplemented by innume¬ 
rable revelations made by Jewish authorities, 
become a great Hall of Mirrors reflecting the 
face of treason from every angle and from 
various vantage points in timej as if by 
raagie reviewing the toppling of thrones and 
the fall of empires from the days of ancient 
Rome to the present time." 

"Again the protocols give us a glimpse 
behind the scenes: 'Far back in ancient times 
we were the first to cry among the masses of 
the people the words "Liberty, Equality, 
Fraternity," words many times repeated since 
those days by stupid poll-parrots who from all 
sides round flew down upon these baits and 
with them carried away the well-being of the 
world.'" 


"Ihe abortive League of Nations, claimed 
by Jewish authorities as 'an essentially Jewish 
aspiration', gave its last gasp in April, 19^6 
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after bequeathing all its enduring assets 
to the equally-Jewish United Nations Organi¬ 
zation.

Prom this it appears that Baruch is entitled 
to share the credit and the blame that has 
long gone to Col. House, often called the

assisting Kuhn-Loeb agent Paul Warburg to 
capture the United States Treasury through 
the Federal Reserve Act in 1913.

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EARL WARREN STUDYING FILTHIEST LEGAL COURSE 
IN HISTORY OF MANKIND AS /# SOURCE OF U. S. LAW" 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
New York, September 14, and numer¬ 
ous other newspaper reports stated that 
Supreme Court Justice Earl Warren was 
studying the Talmud with a conference 
of rabbis. 

The New York Herald Tribune of the 
same date ran a three-column picture of 
Warren flanked by Dr. Louis Finkelsteirt, 
chancellor of the Jewish Theological Sem¬ 
inary and Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff. chair¬ 
man of the board of RCA (Radio Corpora¬ 
tion of America) and of National Broad¬ 
casting Company. The article said: 

"Others who participated in the discus¬ 
sions included . . . Samuel L Rosenman, 
former New York Supreme Court Justice 
(and writer of speeches for the late F. D. 
Roosevelt and Harry Truman—RHW) . . 
and Dr. Saul Lieberman, Dean of the rab¬ 
binical school of the Seminary." 

A Jewish newspaper reported that the 
Jews gave Warren a 60-volume set of the 
Talmud for which Warren expressed deep 
gratitude and said he would study it as 
the source of our law. 

It is hard to believe that even the com¬ 
plete proselyte Warren who owes his en¬ 
tire political career to the Jewish power 
machine, could be so ignorant of the or¬ 
igins of our law as to believe it came from 
Jewish sources. Propaganda to that effect 
has been Increasingly thick for years, but 
it could hardly be possible that a man 
could get a law degree without some 
knowledge that the most important prin¬ 
ciples and concepts of American Constitu¬ 
tional law and government came from 
sources other than the Talmud. 

Examples of Talmud Law 

Talmudic law is coercive, putting the in¬ 
dividual In a narrow groove of hair split¬ 
ting legalism. It was from the old north¬ 
ern tribes of Europe that the concept of 
individual freedom came. All the “Germ¬ 
anic” tribes had this concept. The Individ¬ 
ual was an individual, a free man. The 
tribe elected Its king and his power was 
limited by castora and by the tribal moots, 
or gatherings of the leaders of the tribe, 
who formed a legislature, with veto pow¬ 
er over the king’s edicts. Normally, the 
king promulgated no new law or procla¬ 
mation without first getting the approval 
of the tribe. 

This old Nordic concept of the freedom 
of man was maintained by keeping the 
laws to a minimum, and these largely neg¬ 
ative rather than positive and coercive. 
Unlike the Jewish law which told the in¬ 
dividual he must do this and must do that, 
the law of the Nordic tribes primarily said 
you may not do this and you may not do 
that. It was almost entirely limited to de¬ 
fense against crime and protection of prop¬ 
erty. 

Unfortunately for the tribes which re¬ 
mained on the continent of Europe, they 
fell largely under the influence of the 
Roman law of the later Empire, which had 
taken on the complexion of Jewish Tal¬ 
mudic law-— as contrasted with the law 
of the Roman Republic, which warn found¬ 


ed by blue-eyed northern tribesmen and 
based on the Teutonic-Celtic concept of 
freedom of the individual. 

The Angles and Saxons, who migrated to 
the British Isles, maintained their tribal 
concepts of freedom, and were only slight¬ 
ly affected by Roman law. It was from 
these tribes that we have the institution of 
trial by a jury of 12 men; our constitution¬ 
al, limited government and our parlia¬ 
mentary system. 

The Talmud, though purportedly reli¬ 
gious and basing its law on the Torah (the 
first five books of the Old Testament, the 
Jewish Bible 1 ) actually Is the most im¬ 
moral and unmoral, and in fact the most 
sickening compilation I ever looked into. 
It turns one's stomach to read it. By hair¬ 
splitting legalistic maneuvers, while ruling 
out some sex crimes, it excuses others — 
the most revolting, stomach-turning sex 
crimes. 

On a photostat from the Library of Con¬ 
gress, Washington, D.C., of English-lang¬ 
uage translations of Talmudic books (the 
translations done by prominent rabbis) we 
find in section 52b of the book of 
Sanhedrin the following notes by the 
translators: 

“Out Rabbit taught: (And the man that com¬ 
mitted adultery with another man's wife, even he 
that committed adultery with hh neighbor's wife, 
the adulterer and the adulteress shall surely be 
put to death)." (I am using the peculiar form of 
punctuating shown in the photostat). 

The explanation or analysis is given 
thus: 

" ‘The man excludes a minor; 'that committed 
adultery with another man's wife' excludes the 
wife of a minor; 'eren he that committed adultery 
with his neighbor's wife' excludes the wile of a 
heathen.' ' * 

This hair splitting analysis does not con¬ 
sider adultery wrong except in certain 
specified instances: A minor may commit 
adultery with impunity. Adultery between 
a man and the wife of a minor is ex¬ 
cused. Adultery between a Jew and his 
neighbor’s wife is criminal and subject to 

the death penalty, but this is- because she 
is the wife of another Jew—and the above 
analysis specifically excuses adultery if 
done with the wife of a heathen. Thus, 
the Talmudic writings use the expression 
“man’’ to mean a Jew, and “neighbor” to 
mean Jewish neighbor; and heathen to 
mean a non-Jew. 

And it is legal and excusable to commit 
adultery with the wife of a non-Jew. 

If you have any doubt that the Talmud 
through and through treats the Jew as a 
man, but the “heathen” as less than hu¬ 
man, you have only to pursue a few of its 
pages. The Sanhedrin says so, quite blunt¬ 
ly. The translators' notes from Sanhedrin 
52d say: 

" 'Cuthean' (Samaritan) was here substituted by 
the censor lot the otiginol 'gay' (heathen)." 

Thus heathen means goy, or gentile. 

The manner of executing the death pen¬ 
alty often was stoning, but unless speci¬ 
fied, a death sentence meant death by 


strangulation. Notes by the rabbis who 
translated the book of Sanhedrin tell us: 

"Strangulation was thus performed: the con¬ 
demned man was lowered into dung up to his arm¬ 
pits. Then a hard cloth was placed within a soft 
one. wound round his nech, and the two ends 
pulled in opposite directions until he was dead." 

The filthiest sex crime is permissible 
against a boy under nine, by the edict of 
one rabbinical authority; but only against 
a boy under three, as ruled by another 
rabbinical authority, and the two differ¬ 
ent positions were analyzed in the notes 
by the translators of the Sanhedrin. It was 
a crime to commit the particular sex act 
against a boy above a certain age but no 
crime if the victim was below a certain 
age! 

This is the Talmudic law which Chief 
Justice Earl Warren of the mighty United 
States Supreme Court is studying as-the 
source of American justice and to which 
he paid high tribute. This is the legal, "re¬ 
ligious” and social code of Felix Frank¬ 
furter, who rules the Supreme Court with 
his proselytes. 

It is of more than incidental interest 
that the Angles, Saxons, Jutes, Goths, 
Lombards and related northern tribesmen, 
our ancestral kinsmen, did not even have 
a name for the above sex crime. This 
crime simply did not exist among our 
ancestors, who gave us our law. 

The Sacramento Bee, September 14, pub¬ 
lishing an Associated Press dispatch about 
Warren's three-day course in the Talmud, 
said: 

"ln attending Sabbath ere services at the sem¬ 
inary last night, the chief justice donned a black 
skull cap in keeping with both orthodos and co n- 
s errative tradition of keeping the head covered 
in houses of worship." 

Is there an American anywhere so low 
he does not resent this odious descent by 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court? 
What can we do about it? Why not try 
a letter-writing campaign to editors and 
Senators and Congressmen throughout the 
nation, quoting the filth of the Talmud and 
showing that it is not the source of our 
laws or principles, but in fact Is the great 
opposing legal force, threatening our free¬ 
dom, bending the court more and more 
toward Jewish and Communist type co¬ 
ercive law.

Early portions of the study 
by Warren involved discussions 
of the Talmud, which contains 
the Mishnah. and its interpreta¬ 
tion. 

A subsequent session concerned 
the precise application of Jewish 
ethical precepts to contemporary 
problems of American law. 

Much of Jewish law is contain¬ 


ed in the heart of American con¬ 
ceptions of human principles, wiU 
ness the inscription on the Lib¬ 
erty Bell. "Proclaim Liberty 
Throughout the Land ..." (See 
Editorial Page. > 

It was Justice Warren who 
handed down the moumental deci¬ 
sion against segregation of chil¬ 
dren in public schools of the land.

Unbelief is the mother of 
fear and fear is the parent of 
defeat. The atmosphere of A- 
merica reeks with the satura¬ 
tion of fear, panic and defeat¬ 
ism. 

To the materialistic realist 
there is no hope. We have 
-been- undone. -We^-will be in¬ 
filtrated, overrun and en¬ 
slaved by the Christ-hating 


enemies of our civilization who have exploited and 


are still exploiting paganism, unbelief, degenera¬ 


tion, greed, softness and ignorance. 


In the fulfillment of these formulas of treason, ap¬ 
peasement and degeneration, the twins of the anti- 
Christ, Zionism and Communism, not only corrupted 
educators and politicians, but wove their threads of 
brainwashing techniques into the very warp and woof 
of the religious bureaucracies. They used Roosevelt 
to build up the military and economic strength of 
Russia. They used Truman to disarm and weaken the 
military defenses of the U.S.A. They used Eisenhower 
as a good-natured puppet, too weak and too ignorant 
to know much about anything. , 

Shortly before this was written it was virtually ad¬ 
mitted by responsible White House spokesmen that 
the President had been in the dark concerning Ameri¬ 
ca’s military danger until November 1, 1957. The 
formulas. _fpr- chaos, agitation, and. revolution against 
Christian civilization which were exercised in Europe, 
Eurasia, and Asia have also been enforced in an at¬ 
tempt to arouse the uncounted population of a black 
continent still in the midst of head hunting savagery 
against the constructive traditions of Anglo-Saxon 
civilization. 


Any faithless scholar can prove on paper that 
America is doomed, that the white race is on the run, 
and that Christian civilization is on the toboggan of 
disappearance.

right and wrong, treason and patriotism, survival and 

defeat refreshes our memory of the Scripture found 

in Revelations 3:15-16: "I know thy works, that thou 

art neither cold nor hot: I would thou wert cold or 

hot. So then because thou art lukewarm, and neither 

| 

cold nor hot, I will spue thee out of my mouth.” 

Yes, to the materialistic realist, America is doom¬ 
ed. The descent has begun. The decline i3 at hand. 
The finish is certain. 

But I am not a materialist and the men and women 
who must save America cannot be materialists. They 
must not only be Nationalists, implying their con¬ 
cern for the preservation of national identity, racial 
self-respect and patriotic tradition, but they must be 
Christian Nationalists, because the 'word Christian 
implies faith, the faith that moves mountains, the 
faith summarized by Paul in the 11th Chapter of 
Hebrews as he summarizes a.score of miraculous 
victories based not on materialistic realism, but 
based rather on the miracle of faith. 

Years ago when I led out in the formation of a cru¬ 
sading political movement designed to challenge a 
remnant of patriots to re-commit themselves to our 
American traditions in the safe-guarding of our na¬ 
tional independence and national existence — when 
1 started this movement I was constructively criticiz¬ 
ed by some good people who felt, that we were making 
a mistake in using the term “Christian” in connec¬ 
tion with a political movement.* I resisted this criti¬ 
cism with logical argument, and my position was en¬ 
dorsed. I contended that the 'crisis toward which 
America was moving was so deadly, so defeating, so 
certain and so impossible that nothing but a miracle 
of men’s faith as defined in the personality of Jesus 

Christ could withstand the inevitable. 

.».*•* 

That inevitable has now arrived. We are in the midst 
of that chaos, that trial, that defeatism, that panic- 
creating fear which no mere mortal can solve. The 
survival of America is as impossible as was the re¬ 
surrection of Jesus Christ, but nevertheless He-arose. 
It is as impossible as it was forj 13 weak and chaotic 
colonies to resist the military power of a great empire, 
but they resisted and they were victorious. The sur¬ 
vival of America in the light of the above summarized 
critical situations is as impossible as it was for a 
bleeding army under the leadership of George Wash¬ 
ington to survive at Valley Forge, but he survived. 
All the great and historic accomplishments and the 
unfolding of this civilization of ours have been impos¬ 
sible. Realism never undertakes the impossible. It only 
undertakes that which is correct, according to mater¬ 
ialistic definitions — but faith which dispels fear and 
turns lukewarm men into hot, vital men, undertakes 
■only the impossible as far as man’s wisdom is concern¬ 
ed in the assurance that “with God all things are 
possible.” 

America must be revitalized by a dynamic re-com¬ 
mitment to victory based on the fires of a 
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living faith. The lukewarm mouthings of lukewarm 
ecclesiastics will not save our people. Frequently in 
history it has required the flames that ascended from 
■the flesh of those being burned at the stake to light 
the road to victory. It has yet to be demonstrated what 
sacrifices God will require of those of us who profess 
to love this civilization which grew out of the heart 
of His Son. We must be ready at any time to emulate 
the faith of the Shepherd boy who attacked Goliath, 
the giant, with a handful of stones and a slingshot. 
Just a sample of the miracle of faith. 

Faith is uot words. Faith is not a sanctimonious 
pose. Faith is not mouthings and holy sounds. 
Faith is the commitment of our entire lives to the 
high principles of spiritual reality. The lazy luke¬ 
warm Pharisee would love to solve the problem ac¬ 
ademically by saying, “Since God will save ns, then 
let Him save us. Since God will preserve us, then let 
Him preserve us.” But the test of faith,is works. As 
the Scripture, quoted at the beginning of this article, 
says, “Faith without works is dead, being alone.” 

Washington not only prayed at Valley Forge, but 
he occupied, he stood fast, he suffered. Christ not 
only prayed in the Garden of Gethsemane; He suf¬ 
fered the torture of Pilate’s Court, He agonized on 
Golgotha’s Hill. 

It will require a miracle to save America. We have 
the faith and we have the substance that will trigger 
that miracle and lift our people and our Nation to 
the pinnacle of self-respecting survival. 

J give you my word. I am not afraid. I shall not 
entertain fear. I shall not be intimidated by the 
agents of the anti-Christ as long as I am on the side 
of God. Fear, timidity and defeat melt like snow and 
ice under the burning sun in the presence of men 
and women who are made unafraid because they have 
siphoned their courage and their dynamic strength 
from the eternal reservoir of t h e God who made 
everything, who controls outer space and inner space, 
and concerning whom the Psalmist. spoke when he 
said: “The heavens declare the glory of God. The 
firmament showeth his handiwork.” 

In this critical hour while cynics, lukewarm pa¬ 
triots, timid souls, cowardly statesmen, materialistic 
philosophers and panic-stricken scientists are shiver¬ 
ing in the presence of a Christ-hating materialistic 
enemy who is mobilizing one billion people against us, 
I shall claim the promises of God, the assurance of 
Christ, the wisdom of Holy Scripture—yes, the truth 
reemphasized by St. Paul, the martyred Apostle, who 
said: “God hath not given us the spirit of fear; but 
of power and of love and of a sound mind.” 

The recognition of this miraculous spiritual reality 
does not require that we be foolhardy nitwits, lan¬ 
guishing in lazy belief, waiting for God to do the job. 
It requires the stimulation of every mental and phy¬ 
sical corpuscle, that we tap every capacity within the 
orbit of our mental and physical selves in harmony 
with the Apostolic admonition which reads: “I be¬ 
seech ye therefore, brethren, by the mercies of God, 
that ye present your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, 
acceptable unto God.”

Now-Siberia, U.S.A. 


Merely saying that "It can't hap¬ 
pen here," simply isn't good 
enough for we have been given 
one demonstration after another 
that it CAN happen here — wheth¬ 
er the here is Orange County, Cal¬ 
ifornia, or the entire nation. 

Specifically, we are talking about 
all of the various mental health 
bills that are, for some mysterious 
reason, being pushed down the 
throats of the American people 
from every angle. 

More specifically, we are talking 
about House Resolution 3676 which 
is not something that can’t happen 
but something that has happened. 
And what happened waa that H.R. 
3676 Jias won, by voice vote, the 
approval of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives and is now being studied 
by the Senate. 

Since time is growing short on 
this vicious measure, which is a 
good pattern for most of the rest 
of the mental health bills including 
the 44 different bills that have been 
introduced in the California legis¬ 
lature, we want to review it a lit¬ 
tle in the hope that readers will 
be moved to write or wire Sen¬ 
ators Thomas Kuchel and William 
Knowland and let them know thdr 
viewpoint oa the matter. 

The story was briefly told in an 
Associated Press dispatch of Jan. 
18 which said: 

"The House today approved by 
voice vote a 112,500.000 menial 
health program for Alaska. 

"It passed and sent to the Senate 
a bill authorizing the federal gov¬ 
ernment to give the Territory $6,- 
500,000 (or construction of a men¬ 
tal hospital and other facilities, 
and $6,000,000 over a 10-year peri¬ 
od to provide an integrated mental 


health program.'' 

That's ail the news dispatch said. 
But there is more, much much 
more that ought to be said about 
this Alaska bill. 

Under 'the terms of the bill, b 
fair question to ask would be this: 

"Is it the purpose of H. R. 6376 
to establish a concentration camp, 
for political prisoners under the 
guise of care and treatment of 
mental cases?” 

The answer, based on a study 
of the bill, Indicates that it Is en¬ 
tirely within the realm of possibili¬ 
ty that we may be establishing In 
Alaska our own version ot the Si¬ 
beria slave camps run by the Rus¬ 
sian government. 

And don't get the idea that, 
simply because this was designed 
for Alaska that you. right here In 
Orange County, couldn't be sent 
there. 

Listen to this: 

The governor of Alaska, appoint¬ 
ed by the President of the United 
States, is granted under the bill 
power to enter Into reciprocal con¬ 
tracts and agreements with any 
state which includes the 48 states, 
the District of Columbia and the 
territories and possessions. 
Through these agreements any 
state governor and the governor 
of Alaska may "provide for the 
residents of Alaska by such state 
care and treatment of mentally ill 
and for the care and treatment of 
mentally 111 residents of such state 
by Alaska, each on a reimburs- 
ment basis." 

And it is within the power of the 
governor os to where any mental 
patient will be hospitalized and he 
has the right to make transfers at 
any time that he sees Ht! 


tt doesn't take a giant mentality 
to see that under this set up it 
can be brought home right here 
to Orange County. I 

Under the terms of the bill it is 
proposed to grant one million 
acres of U. S. land to the Terri¬ 
tory of Alaska "for the hospitaliza¬ 
tion and care of the mentally ill 
in Alaska." One million acres Is 
rolightly a little more than 1562 
square miles. The state of Rhode 
Islaral has a land area of 1JQ58 
square miles and a population of 
751,896. Alaska's area is 586,400 
sq. miles with a population of 128.- 
643. The total of Alaska's mental 
coses over the years averages" 345 
patients. By comparison with 
Rhode Island's area and popula¬ 
tion figures you can see the pos¬

A mentally ill person Is defined 
as "an individual having a psychia¬ 
tric or other disease which substan¬ 
tially impairs his mental health. 
. . . This is such a broad defini- 
nition as to include anything from 
dandruff, headaches, toothaches, or 
fallen arches. 

Commitment of the "proposed 
patient" (propose: to nominate for 
membership in a group) may be 
in a number of ways It may be 
upon the "written application of 
an interested party": or it may be 
by "any health welfare, or police 
officer who has reason to believe 
that an individual Is mentally Ill." 
Without a written authorization he 
may "take the individual Into cus¬ 
tody, apply to a designated hospi¬ 
tal for his admission and transport 
him thereto." 

Judicial proceedings for commit¬ 


ment will be held under the direc¬ 
tion of a United States Commis¬ 
sioner who may omit notifying the 
prisoner of such a hearing and 
said prison"r need not be present 
at the hearing. In fact, the Com¬ 
missioner may exclude anyone 
from the hearing and the Commis¬ 
sioner need not be bound by the 
rules of evidence. 

The Commissioner may make 
commitment for an indeterminate 
period or for six months.

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KOL NIDRE 

By Professor Israel Davidson 

“WHEN thou shalt vow a vow unto thy Lord thy 
God, thou shalt not defer to pay it; for the Lord thy God 
will surely require it of thee; and it will be sin in thee .. 

That which is gone out of thy lips thou shalt observe and 
do; according as thou hast vowed freely unto the Lord thy 
God, even that which thou hast promised with thy mouth.'' 

Thus spoke the law-giver in Deuteronomy (23. 22, 24). 

The author of Ecclesiastes (5. 3) repeats the same idea: 

"When thou vowest a vow unto God, defer not to pay it; 
for He hath no pleasure in fools.” But he goes a step 
further in saying: “Better is it that thou shouldest not 
vow, than that thou shouldest vow and not pay” (S. 4). 

This may be taken as an interpretation of Deuteronomy 
23. 23, according to which that verse should be rendered: 

“But if thou shalt forbear to vow, no sin will come to- 

thee”. .And so, in-fact, was.it taken by. the.Tannaim-and _ -- 

Amoriam. For basing himself on that verse in Eccles¬ 
iastes, R. Meir says: “Better than this [vowing and 
paying] and this (vowing and not paying] is that thou 
shouldst not vow at all".' Still later the making of vows 
was looked upon even more unfavorably, so that some of 
the Amoraim regarded it a sin to vow even if the vow was 
fulfilled. * This objection of later days to making vows 
may have had a twofold reason: first, the fear that if

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people were rash in making vows they might come to 
neglect their fulfilment, and secondly, it may have been 
prompted by the desire to protest against the early Chris¬ 
tians who indulged in asceticism to excess. J 

The repeated injunction against making vows, how¬ 
ever, did not deter the people from vowing, and already 
in early times the rabbis were obliged to institute a law 
for the absolution of vows. The earliest reference to this 
institution is found in connection with a dispute between 
the schools of Shammai and Hillel* Evidently the habit 
of vowing must have become so prevalent in those days 
that it was necessary to find a legal way out of the difficulties 
caused by the habit of making rash vows. At first the 
rabbis regarded it as merely a necessary institution for 
which even no biblical support could be given. For it 
is declared in an ancient Mishnah that “the absolution 
of vows is a thing floating in the air". 1 Later, however, 
some of the Tannaim like R. Eliezer and R. Joshua en¬ 
deavored and found sufficient biblical support for it. * 

The rite of absolution could be performed only by a 
scholar, or by three laymen, ’ but since the fourteenth cen¬ 
tury, it is regarded presumptuous for a scholar to perform 
the rite of absolution alone, so that now it is done only by 
a board of three.' In addition to the absolution granted 
by a scholar or three laymen, the rabbis declared four kinds

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of vows not to be binding: 1) a vow which was made 
while bargaining, intended only to urge on the buying or 
selling of merchandise; 2) a vow dependent on an impos¬ 
sibility; 3) a vow based on an error; 4) a vow which the 
votary is forced to break by circumstances over which 
he has no control • 

In the later talmudic period, it was decreed that any¬ 
one who wished to annul his vows before he made them 
should declare on the New Year: “Any vow which I may 
make -during- the- year shall be-void The ’authorities 
are at variance on this point, whether the vow holds good 
or not if he remembered this declaration while he was 
making the vow." Bui all agree that this leniency refers 
only to vows in which the votary alone is involved, but not to 
those which concern other people ." 

Commenting on this talmudic passage, R. Nissim 
(ad loc.) maintains that Kol Nidre had its origin in this 
amoraic dictum. Before, however, we can enter upon a 
discussion of the history and purpose of Kol Nidre, it 
may be advisable to give a translation of its text in full. 

This prayer, which takes its name from the opening 
words and is recited at the beginning of the evening ser¬ 
vice of the Day of Atonement, has come down to us in 
two versions, one in Hebrew and one in Aramaic. The 
Hebrew version is found in the Prayer Book of the Gaon R. 
Amram," and, ‘with very slight variations, also in the

Italian rituals." The Aramaic version is the more pre¬ 
valent and is found in all Ashkenazic rituals. 


The Hebrew Version. 

"All vows, bonds, oaths, de¬ 
votions. wherewith we have vowed, 
bound, sworn, and obligated our¬ 
selves with an oath from the 
Day of Atonement of the past 
year to this Day of Atonement 
which is coming, in all of them 
we repent and we" come “before" 
our Father in heaven (to ask) 
if we vowed a vow there shall 
be no vow, if we have sworn 
an oath there shall be no oath, 
if we obligated ourselves an ob¬ 
ligation there shall be no obli¬ 
gation. Let the vow be annulled 
from its very inception, let the 
oath be annulled from its very 
inception, let the obligation be 
annulled from its very inception. 


The Aramaic Version. 

"All vows, bonds, oaths, de¬ 
votions, promises, penalties, and 
obligations wherewith wc have 
vowed, sworn, devoted and bound 
ourselves: from this Day of 
Atonement unto the next Day 
of Atonement, may it come unto 
us”fdr good: lo. all these, we re¬ 
pent us in them. They shall 
be absolved, released, annulled, 
made void,-‘and of none effect: 
They shall not be binding nor shall 
they have any power. Our vows 
shall not be vows: our bonds shall 
not be bonds; and our oaths shall 
not be oaths. And all the congre¬ 
gation-etc." (The phrase: "as 
it is written in Thy Torah” is 
omitted.) 


Let there be no vow, and no 

bond, and oo devotion and no oath and no obligation. Let there be 
forbearance, forgiveness, and atonement, ai it is written in Thy Torah: 
'And all the congregation of the children of Israel shalt be forgiven, 
and the stranger that sojourneth among them, for in respect of alt 
the people it was done unwittingly." 


According to the Hebrew version, which contains a 
reference to the vows contracted during the year that has 
passed, it is difficult to agree with R. Nissim that Kol 
Nidre had its origin in the talmudic passage cited above, 
since that passage explicitly refers only to vows that might

It appears to me, therefore, that it is much safer to 
regard Kol Nidre as a plain legal formula for the absolution 
of vows. The religious consciousness of the Jews, weighed 
down by the thought of the possible non-fulfilment of its 
solemn vows, led them to devise a general and compre¬ 
hensive formula of dispensation, which, when repeated by 
the IJazzan before the whole congregation, assumed the 
nature of the legal Hallarat Nedarim In fact, it may have 
been a formula for the individual who came to a scholar 
to be absolved of his vows. The opening sentences: "All 
vows etc." up to "in all of them we repent” was recited 
by the votary while the rest of the formula “ Let the vows 
be annulled etc." was said by the scholar or the three 
laymen. ” Later, however, it was introduced into the 
synagogue so that it might absolve even those who forgot 
whether they made any vows or not. 

Assuming this to be the origin of the formula, we may 
endeavor to remove some of the difficulties mentioned-

tury.»» Many more authorities could be cited who were 
opposed to the recital of Kol Nidre. «• Little by little, 
however, the objection became weaker and weaker and 
Kol Nidre became prevalent everywhere. To a great 
extent its popularity is undoubtedly due to its plaintive 
and touching melody. That this melody with its strong 
appeal to the people played an important part in the 
preservation of the formula can be seen from the fact that 
Judah Hadassi, a Karaite of the twelfth century, in at¬ 
tacking the use of Kol Nidre, mentions also the fact that 
it was sung. 41 There is no cause to doubt that the melody 
has come down to us very little changed, but this belongs 
to another field of investigation. 

The use to which the opponents of Judaism put Kol 
Nidre forms a chapter by itself. The Karaites found in 
it a fertile field for attack. *' Jewish apostates used it 
as a means of casting suspicion on the trustworthiness 
of an oath taken by a Jew. As early as the thirteenth 
century (1240), R. Jebiel of Paris had to defend the Kol 
Nidre in the presence of Saint Louis and his court, ** and 
the attacks continue to this day. The numerous accusa¬ 
tions brought against the Jews on account of Kol Nidre 
in the course of centuries induced the leaders of Reform 
Judaism to remove it from the rifual, 44 retaining only its

above. The reason for the bi-lingual text may simply be 
that one, the Hebrew, was used by the learned men of 
the community and the Aramaic by the people at large 
who were not acquainted with Hebrew. In other words, one 
was in the holy tongue, the other in the vernacular. That 
it was placed at the beginning of the Services may be 
explained by the fact that according to the Mishnah*’ 
it is not permissible to ask for absolution of vows on a 
Sabbath unless the vows concerned the Sabbath. And 
since the Day of Atonement is as sacred as the Sabbath, 
the formula had to be recited before the beginning of the 
Holy Day. 11 The introduction of Numbers 15. 26, though 
not dealing with vows, may nevertheless have been con¬ 
sidered appropriate since it deals even with a greater sin than 
the non-fulfilment of vows, namely idolatry, as shown above. 
The only point difficult to explain is why in the later ver¬ 
sion the phrase "as it is written in Thy Torah" was 
omitted. But it is possible that the omission, which 
was first prescribed by R. Meir of Rothenburg, 11 is due 
to the fact that the talmudic authorities who endeavored 
to find a biblical support for the absolution of vows, u 
do not mention this particular verse, and for this reason 
R. Meir objected to the phrase which makes it appear as 
if the absolution of vows were derived from it. 

R. Meir of Rothenburg is also responsible for an ad¬ 
dition to Kol Nidre To him is ascribed the introductory

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melody. Historic Judaism, however, still braves the 
storm of accusations, safe in the consciousness of its' 
integrity, and mindful of the wise adage not to indulge 
in too many explanations, because friends do not need 
them and enemies would not believe them.

We<shai*t went afterwards 
info the service of the D. of Saxe Gotha, a person of 
a roaartic turn <rf mind.... 

By destroyiog the papers, ar oppcrtmity was lost for 
•rtferticaling the innocence and usefulness al the 
Onfer After much alteration and paper war, Weishaupt 
now safe re Regensburg, publrstad an account ot the 
Order....The real constitutor) was brougrt to Ugtt by 
degrets, and shall be laid befoe the reader, in tha 
older in which it was gradually discovered.... 

THE ORDER OF ILLUMINATI appears as an accessory 
to Free Masonry. B is in the Lodges ol free Masons 
that the "Mmervafs" (nutates lo lllurrmism-Ed.) are 
found, and there they are prepared for IHwniruti®.

(alert, and by placing every talent in its jrapei sphere 
of action, so that all. witnog tailing any extraordinary 
eflc/l, and in conjunction with and completion ot ordi 
nary business, shall urge forward, with rented powers, 
the general task. Ttns indeed will be an employment, 
suited to noble natures, grand in its vwws. and delight¬ 
ful hi its exercise."
